BUYS BIG NAIL MILLS 


CARNEGIE SELLS TO CONSOLIDATED 
STEEL AND WIRE OOMPANY. 


First Instance Known, It Is Said, of the 
Sale of One of the Plants Rearing the 
Pittsburg Mill Magnate’s Name—Pur- 
chase Advances the Chicago Concern 4 
Step Higher in Its Position as the Larg- 
est Manufacturer in Its Line in the 
World=Story of the Deal. 


The Carnegie wire nail mille at Beaver 
Falls, Pa., hawe been purchased by theCon- } 
solidated Steel and Wire company of this 
city. Negotiations begun two months ago 
were consummated yesterday and prelim- 
inary payments made on the purchase price, 
which is said to be in the neighborhood of 
$725,000. The deal, which is probably the 
largest effected in the wire nail manufactur- 
ing industry in recent years, advances the 
consolidated company a step highér in its 
present position as the largeSt manufacturer 
in its line in the world, and it, moreover, 
arouses general interest from the fact that 
the present is said to be the first instance 
of the Carnegie company having sold a plant 
which bore its name. 

The Beaver Falls mills were founded by 
Henry Hartman, and after some vicissi- 
tudes came under the control of the Car- 
negie company. The latter proceeded to 
equip the plant after the most modern ideas, 
When it had done, the works consisted of one 
of the biggest rod mills in the country, hav- 
ing a capacity of 70,000 tonsa year, wire draw- 
ing and wire nail shops, the lattcr capable 
of turning out 75,000 kegs monthly, as well 
as the other essential features of a large 
enterprise. When the Carnegie company 
took the helm an agreement, or a ‘‘gentle- 
men's understanding,” as it was called, ex- 
isted between the wire nail makers of the 
country respecting the output, and it is 
supposed, to some extent, prices.

March the wire nail market in Chicago— 
one of the most important in the country— 
was flung into a state of complete demorali- 
gation by the action of jobbing houses in 
selling nails at figures below the cost of pro- 
duction. They were said to have obtained 
the goods from the Carnegie mill. About 
this time, after vainly remonstrating with 
the jobbers, the mafiufacturers got together 
and perfected an agreement, which has 
since held stronger than any previous ar- 
rangement. 


Start of the Negotiations. 


Shortly afterwards the Carnegie mills 
shut down. Negotiations then began for 
their purchase. These were facilitated by 
the fact that the Consolidated Wire and 
Nail company was one of the largest steel 
buyers on the Carnegie company’s list of 
customers. Various questions raised de- 
layed the deal until the middle of last week, 
when everything was settled and the details 
turned over to lawyers to embody in pa- 
pers of transfer. Six weeks ago the Consoli- 
dated company bought the Baackus mill at 
Cleveland, O. With this and the Carnegie 
mills, its plant now consists of works at 
Lockport and Joliet, Ill., St. Louis, Mo., and 
Braddock and Allentown, Pa., making seven 
groups of mills. The mills will be shut 
down for a few weeks, and then started up 
with a full force of men, Vice-President 
Lambert of the company said yesterday. 
The Carnegie mills will give employment to 
1,200 people. 

‘We expect to run our works at full time 
for an tndefinite period after the shut-down, 
which is the customary one for repairs and 
adjustment of machinery,” said Mr. Lam- 
bert. “Our traveling men visit every State 
and Territory, and send us weekly reports 
of the condition of the crops and outlook for 
general business. From these we are ena- 
bled, I think, to get a safe knowledge of pre- 
vailing business conditions. Only one thing 
is to be deduced from these reports—that we 
will have the greatest crop of corn in years, 
and a tremendous yield of spring wheat. 
That means a tonnage for the railroads and 
general prosperity for the country. In my 
opinion the best times this country has seen 
are before us. During the years of financial 
stress stocks of goods were allowed to run 
down. Now people are buying. In years of 
prosperity prices rule higher. 


Increased Output Will Be Needed. 


“Further--and this is an important fact— 
in good times the American people consume 
three timies as much of nearly everything as 
the French and twice as much as the En- 
glish. We bought the Carnegie mills to in- 
creage our output because the increase will 
be needed, The Carnegies sold them be- 
cause their company’s business is in steel 
rails, structural iron, armor plate, billets, 
blooms, and articles which furnish a heavier 
tonnage than wire nails. That company 
preferred to stick to its own line.”’ 

Wire nails, which sold for 10 cents in 
March, are quoted by the makers in the 
agreement at $2.20 for the August delivery. 
For the current month the price made by 
the mills is $1.70, so the jump is 50 cents— 
the largest since the manufacturers effected 
their last agreement, before noted. The job- 
bers add 10 cents to these prices and the de- 
mand is said to be as sharp as ever. The 
high prices have induced numerous small 
mills long out of blast to start up. One of 
the latter was yesterday reported to be en- 
larging its plant to a pretentious scale. 
The smaller works are not in the agreement 
made by the big ones and there are various 
reports that the latter are preparing to 
meet the competition that is developing in 
a way characteristic of the trade in past 
years.

NEW VICTIM IS EMILY VAN TASSEL. 


She Is Thought to Have Been Killed by 
Holmes—Letter to Quinlan. 


Emily Van Tassel is the name of Holmes’ 
latest supposed victim., Her mother, who lives 
at No. 641 North Robey street, had another 
‘long conference with Chief Budenoch and 
Inspector Fitzpatrick yesterday afternoon, 
but little came of the interview toward con- 
necting H. H. Holmes with her disappearance. 

According to Mrs. Van Tassel her daughter 
disappeared from home about the middle of 
. June, 1892, and since then she has never had 
the slightest trace of her. The girl, who 
is described as being decidediy pretty, was 
between 16 and 17 years old at that time. 
She was employed at Frank Wilde’s fruit and 
candy store, No. 1151 Milwaukee avenue. 
Two or; three weéks before she disappeared 
she’ met a man named Holmes at the 
store, Hoimes seemed to take a fancy 
to the pretty cashier and on several oc- 
casions took her out and treated her to 
ice cream. (On one or two of these occasions 
Emily’s mother accompanied them, having 
been introduced to Holmes by her daughter. 
Mrs. Van Tassel thinks her ddughter did not 
4meet Holmes moré than four times in all be- 
fore she left her home. 

When Mrs. Van Tassel read ot the mysteri- 
ous disappearances of women from the 
Holmes noteon in Englewood she remembered 
the circumstances of her daughter meeting 
the man by that naime just before she disap- 
peared from home and at once concluded that 
the Holmes who had paid attentions to Emily 
and the Englewood Biuebeard were one and 
the same. But nothing she learned from 
Chief Badenoch anda his assistants tends to 
verify her convictions on this score. She was 
shown all the pictures which have been printed 
of Holmes, but could not say positively that 
any one bore resembiance to the man she 
met with her daughter three years ago. 
It will probably take a personal interview 
with Holmes to settle that question. 

None of the testimony given by the Quin- 
lans or any of the others who were famuliar 
with H. H. Holmes’ doings in Englewood 
throws any light on the case. The Quinlans 
eetiogiael y have stout!y denied all knowledge 
of such a person, although they have seen her 
photograph. 

The missing girl is highly spoken of by her 
employers. She had previously worked for 
Robert F. Polensky, a photographer at No. 
_. 3167 Milwaukee avenue. He describes her 
~ gs a decidedly pretty but modest young wom- 
an, who attended strictly to her duties. She

Ciarence Phillips, whoat one time was 
proprietor of the restaurant at the *‘castle,”’ 
was algo calied before the investigating bourd 
yesterday afternoon and subjected to a 
searching exumination.

In the middle cellar not far from the, spot 
where the bones of a child were located 
earlier in the week was discovered two sinall 
brick vuults containing a deposit of quick- 
lime, The workmen made a carefu! examina- 
tion of the interior of the vaults, but beyond 
the lime deposit could find nothimg. No one 
knew of the existence or uses to which these 
vaults had been put, but that is not strange 
considering the many queer things contained 
‘castle.’ By 5 o'clock the 
work of searching the south cellar had about 
reached its completion, and the men 
tomorrow will move north. toward the front 
of the building, under the drug store formerly 
occupied by Holmes. The south or alley 
wall will also be penetrated tomorrow in an 
effort to locate additional apparatus, sup- 
posed to have been operated in connection 
with the unsavory gastank. This will proba- 
bly determine the stability of the theory that 
Holmes removed all trace of the bodies of his 
victims by themical process. When the work 
in the cellar is finished the workmen will trans- 
fer their operations to the house at No. 7400. 
Honoré street. 

Late in the afternoon’ the 
was visited by I. L. Conner, whose 
first wife and little daughter Pear! 
he firmly _ believes were murdered 
by Holmes. He has made up his mind that 
the human bones unearthed last Wednesday 
were those of Pear!. He told of living in the 
front room directly over the store when he 
first arrived, and then visited the rooms oc- 
cupied by himself and family, inciuding the 
inside room next to the bathroom containing 
the trapdoor to the mysterious dark stairway. 
He explained the existence of that stairway 
by saying that it was a convenient means of 
reaching the store by any employé occupying 
those rooms, and where the stairway stops at 
the first floor opening to the ele- 
vator shalt, he said, the par- 
tition shutting off egress hau been put in 
at the time Holmes gave up his ownership of 
the drug store. The alleged secret chamber 
was aroom, Conner said, where the drug 
clerk slept, and was occupied by each one 
in succession us long as he was there. 


Finds a Garment of His Wife. 


When the party reached the old laboratory 
in the rear of the second floor, Conner was 
shown an old tattered garment | icked up in 
the corner of one of the rooms, and which 
had evidently been worn as a house-wrapper 
atsome time. Examining it closely, he ex- 
pressed the belief that it had been the prop- 
erty of the missing Mrs. Conner, and showed 
the carefully finished inside seams, which, 
he said, were exactly like the 
workmanship of his wife, who 
was a good dressmaker and always made her 
own garments. When he reached the third 
floor and passed through the rooms compris- 
ing Holmes’ former office Conner described 
his visit to that place when he called to see 
Holmes about the mortgage described in his 
police statement. 

“ver here by the window I think it was,” 
and Conner indicated the spot, *‘ sat a hand- 
sdine blonde facing a typewriter when I came 
in and inquired for Holmes. She said he had 
gone out and didn’t know when he would re- 
turn. Itold ber I had called in regard to a 
mortgage about which I had written Holmes 
a letter. She seemed to know something uf 
the matter. but we soon got to talk- 
ing about Holmes, and I told her iI 
thought he was a bad i lot and 
that she had better have little to do with him 
and: get away from him 4s soon as possible,”’

have been employed there?” 

* | don’t know who it was. From the de- 
scriptions furnished me I can’t place this girl

**T never knew anything about this thing,”’ 
continued Conneras he critically examised 
the dummy vault in the former private 
office. “It reminds me of an _ inci- 
dent that occurred ion the store one 
night. There were several besides Holmes 
and myselt in the store at‘the time, and he 
was experimenting with the hig safe under the 
stairway. This is the sale he vricked in. and 
when he had trouble with the people he got it 
from about paying for it, told. them that af 
they wanted to take it back they would have 
to tear the buildmg down. It is still there, 
That night Holmes stepped inside and told 
me to close the door and listen for sounds of 
his shouting. I shut the dcor and put my ear 
tou the crack, but could hear only a faint 
sound. Openmg the door, I stepped in at 
Hoimes’ request and shouted, getting out as 
quickly as possibie. There were so many peo- 
ple present he could have done me no harm, 
but I didn’t like that kind of business,”’ 

** Did you ever suspect while in his employ 
that Hoimes would commit such a crime?’ 

‘*T never formed any such an opinion, but 
don’t believe I would ever have taken any 
desperate chances with him.”’ 


Significence of Safe Episode. 


The significance of the episole of the saie 
is important to those who believe that the 
dummy vault in the up-stairs office was used 
>+y Holmes for smothering and murdering his 
victims, afterward incinerating the body 
and lowering to the cellar through the eleva- 
tor shaft and burying any remaiuing traces. 

Another evidence of the innate crookedness 
of Holmes in his business dealimgs was 
brought out during Conner’s reminiscent 
talk. Whenacuastomer purchased a bottle 
of patent medicine he _ invariably of- 
fered to pull the cork. He would 
take the bottle back of the pre- 
scription case for that ostensible purpose, 
but instead would substitute a bottle repre- 
senting the original package. This would be 
already filied with some worthless prepara- 
tion mixed by Holmes or his clerk, and the 
genuine article, with cork untouched, would 
be returned intact to the shelf. 

Before leaving the building Conner was 
offered temporary employment during August 
by Jeweler Davis, whe occupies part of the 
drug store formeriy conducted by Holmes. 
Thig was declined, owing to too painful asso- 
ciations, Conner declaring that the troubles 
of his life were Gonnected with that building, 
and he preferred almost anything to ever 
returning.

NO TRACE OF GOODS BEING MOVED, 


Police Search in the Vicinity of Wilmette 
Prove Unavailing. 

Search by the police for evidence to prove 
that goods have been recently shipped away 
from the Holmes house at Wilmette have thus 
far proved fruitless. Last Friday afternoon 
Chief Badenoch detailed two officers with in- 
structions to visit every railway station 
ou the Chicago and Northwesternand Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway within ten miles of 
Wilmette for the purpose of learning 
whetherMrs. Holmes or any other member of 
the Belknap famiiy jad made such shipments 
of freight in their own or any one else's name 
within the last month, Aili day yesterday 
officers were traveling up and down the line 
of the railroads mentioned, but failed to dis- 
cover any shipments. John Belknap, son of 
John 8, Belknap of Wilmette, is engaged in the 
express business in Wiimette, and itis nothing 
unusua! for citizens to see him carting about 
boxes and bundles in his one-horse express 
wagon, Neighbors.of the Belknap family in 
Wilmette believe that investigation along this 
line has come too late. Théy think articles 
of any description vould have been 1removed 
from the house und hauied fo Chicago since 
the agitation of Holmes’ mysterious conduct 
was Commenced. Mr. and Mrs. Bunker, who 
live in the same block with the Beiknaps, said 
yesterday they had seen a stove and 
a box being 
express wagon early last Thursday morning. 
It was this circumstance that gave rise to the 
story about the gooda, bemg removed from 

house secretly, which resulted in the 
search of the premises by the police. Refer- 
ring to this matter yesterday Inspector Fitz- 
patrick said: ‘‘We have two men at work 
on that lead, but thus far nothing has been 
developed. However, we are not discour- 
aged, We sha:l keep on in that direction 
until every source is exhausted.”’

POLIOE HAVE A MYSTERIOUS WIT-

Refuse to Give His Name or the Nature of 
His Knowledge, but Hint That He Is 
the Mest Important Witness They Have 
Yet Discovered = He Is Expected to 
Clear Up Many Points in the Several 
Cases of Murder of Which Holmes Is

A man who is now under arrest at the Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue Station, the police believe, 
will prove the most important witness yet 
discovered to prove H. H. Holmes is guilty of 
the many murders of which he is suspected. 

The greatest care has been observed to keep 
the man’s identity and the nature of his test- 
mony a secret. He was not booked at the 
station. and Lieut. Thomas. positively refused 
to answer any questions in regard to him last 
night, 

Half a dozen detectives were kept going 
between Central and Cottage Grove all the 
evening, anda great deal of suppressed: ex- 
citement was manifested by all engaged on 
the case, 

Just before Inspector Fitzpatrick went 
home for the night the detective of the same 
name came into Central with a heavy'satchel, 
which he turned over to the Inspector and at 
the same time made a lengthy report of his 
discoveries. It is expected that this man's 
evidence will absolutely prove up a direct 
case of murder against Holmes. 

The ‘“sweat-box’’ investigation will be 
continued today by the Inspector alone, as 
Chief Badenoch went out to Brown Lake yes- 
terday afternoon to spend Sunday. 


Cc. H. GOVE A FINANCIAL VICTIM, 


He Tells How He and His Brother Were 
Swindled by Holmes. 

C. H. Gove of No. 454 Sixty-ninth street 
tells a story of how Hoimes swindled him- 
self and brother-in-law. out of $300. Gove 
came from St. Paul, Minn., the year before 
the opening of the World's Fair, and with his 
brother-in-law, Delos Matteson from Indian. 
apolis, Ind., lived at Hyde Park, While liv- 
ing there they met William Jones, a carpenter 
by trade, and the three entered into a scheme 
to run a World’s Fair hotel. Upon sceing 
Holmes’ btilding for rent for World’s Fair 
purposes Jones and Matteson went to him 
and entered into negotiations for the rent 
of it. 

At this time Clarence A. Phillips was run- 
ning a restaurant in the west side of the Sixty- 
third street building and was paying Holmes 
$40 a month for the store. Upon receiving 
an offer from Jones and Matteson Holmes no- 
tified Phillips that he would either have to 
get out or pay $150 per month rent for the 
store. This Paillips refused to do and the 
building waa rented over his head to Matteson 
and Gove, Jones having dropped out of the 
transaction. The agreement entered into be- 
tween Holmes, Matteson, and Gove was that 
the latter two should take the building for 
one year at the rate of $300 per month 
rental, they occupying ail of it except 
the corner store and two rooms over 
it which were ecupied by the 
Silver Ash Institute. Matveson and* Gove 
had no money at thattime, and to guarantee 
payment of the rent Holmes was tv accept a 
first mortgage on the furniture they already 
had anda second mortgage on that which 
they were to buy. They were to give a first 
mortgage in payment for the furniture they 
bought. Holmes was to finish and put some 
repairs upon the building, which he failed to 
do, 

The new firm wentinon April 20, 1898, 
paying Holmes $200 in cash, and painted 
and repaired the room to the extent of $100, 
which he accepted as the balance of the first 
month’s rent. They were also to give prom- 
issory notes each for a half month’s rent for 
the rest of the year... These notes Holmes 
drew up and got Gové to sign. They after- 
wards turned out to be judgment notes in- 
stead of promissory notes, and Holmes palmed 
them off in payment for goods which he 
bought. 

Gove Tells His Story. | 

Matteson is now in Calitornia, and Gove, 
who is the proprietor of a confectionery store 
at No, 454 Sixty-ninth street, told the follow- 
ing story last night: ' 

‘** Shortly after we moved into the building 
and before wefurnished it things began to 
look suspicious. Several times in the morn- 
ing [found in the vacant rooms numerous 
articles of silverware and furnishing 
goods which were not there the night 
previous. 1 wondered at this, and upon 
looking around found large quantities of new 
goods uf every description stored between the 
walls in different parts of the building. We 
were aleo told of numerous swindiing deals 
which Holmes had been connected with. And 
Clarence Phillips at one time showed me a 
piece in the paper telling how Holmes had 
swindled the Tobey Furniture company and 
other firms. Then the day when ,we went up 
to close the negotiations for taking’ the 
building, instead of taking us into the office 
of the Campbell-Yates company, under whose 
name all the business was done, Holmes took 
us to an up-stairs room. He said that the sec- 
retary, Minnie’ Williams, was not ready to 
receive us yet. Atthe time we thought noth- 
ing of this circumstance, but when we heard 
of his swindling deals we became suspicious. 
We had not yet given hin a mortgage on our 
furniture, but had already signed twenty-four 
of the. supposed promissory notes and had 
paid lim $200 in cash, as well as doing re- 
pairs to his building to the extent of #100. 
We came to the conclusion that we had got 
into anest of thieves and decided to move at 
once. Soon the night of the 15th of May we 
took our furniture to another piace which we 
had rented.’ While we were engaged in mov- 
ing our furniture Holmes claimed that we had 
raid him but $200, and had a tivedays’ notice 
served on us to vacate, which was signed by 
M. R. Williams as secretary for the Camp- 
bell-Yates company. The receipt for our 
first month’s rent was also signed by her. 

‘* We were in Holmes’ bui.ding but twenty- 
five duys, but during that time saw and heard 
enough to convince us that both Holmes and 
Pat Quinlan were scoundrels. When we 
came there Pat had a room in the building 
and he anc Holmes had frequent secret con. 
ferences. However, when either of us ap- 
proached Quinlan on the subject of Holmes 
and his swindling deals he was very reticent 
and we might as well’ have talked to a tree. 
Ai one time Holmes said to Matteson, ‘I pay 
my lawyer, Wharton Piummer, $500 a year 
to keep me out of trouble.’ 


Judgment Notes Turn Up. 


“Only two of the judgment notes ever 
turned up. In September, 1893, Deputy 
Sheriff Mott came to my place of business 
and presented one of them, which had been 
turned over to him for coilection by a West 
Side lumber company. I suspect Holmes 
had turned it over to them in payment 
for some ot the material . used 
in finishmg his buildme. The sec. 
ond note was brought to me 
from a down-town bank, where it had been 
sent for collection from an Indiana bank. Of 
course I refused to pay both of them. The 
last dealing lever had with Holmes was on 
Dec. 4, 1893. I had just opened a coal 
office at No. 5494¢ Sixty-third street when 
ae day Holmes sent down for a ton of coal. 
saying he wou.d pay for it in a fewdays. I 
pons ‘back word that I sold coal for’ cash 
only.” 

When Jones and Matteson went to make 
arrangements for the rental of the building 
Jones rented a room from Holmes and lived 
there until Matteson and Gove moved in. It 
was into this room that Holmes took them 
when they went to cose negotiations. 

Gove also said that he knew Dush and his 
wife of Rochester, Ind., who worked for 
Holmes in bifrestaurant just previous to the 
opening of the Wor.d’s Fair. 


GAS USED IN HIS VARIOUS MURDERS. 


Inspector Fitzpatrick’s Theory as to How 
Holmes Killed His Victims, 


Police officiais, so Inspector Fitzpatrick 
says, received an eye-opener in the news mat- 
ter printed in Tur Tuipunx yesterday concern- 
ing the attempted murder of Jonathan S, Bel- 
knap by Holmes by gas asphyxiation. Inspector 
Fitzpatrick now declares he believes Holmes 
disposed of many of his victims in that way, 


and says the investigation from this time on 
will be carried on with the

But om studying the question I can 
discover very many cogent reasons W y & 
man en in wholesale murder should 
prefer or desire to use gas as his agent of 
murder, When we recall the fact that a per- 
son who is asphyxiated gas is in no man- 
ner mutilated phy ly we have the 
one great reason 
be chosen as an t tor 
I believe that a large percentage of the deaths 
from * blowing out the gas’ in cheap lodging 
honees and second-class hotels are murders 
for no other purpose than robbery. Police 
officials of Chicago know that there are many 
men in Chicago who would willingly commit 
murder for $10, esvecially if the chances of 
escape are good and if theact of murder may 
be committed without the use of a weapon.” 

“Will you give your reasons, which you 
characterize as being ‘particularly good,’ for 
your belief that Holmes employed gas as an 
agent for his crimes?” e ° 

* Yes. Gas, when liberated in a room \in 
sufficient volume to asphyxiate, will permeéte 
the whole house, making a disagreeable odor 
that will cause investigation to establish the 
source of the offending odor, Holmes was a 
yrofe-sed expert in gas matters, and we know 
repeatedly tried to interest men of wealth 
in ascheme he had for manufacturing gas 
with water. Of course, the scheme was a 
fake. He knew it was a_ feke, 
yet he kept all kinds of ill- 
smelling materials about the Wentworth 
avenue house, which he said were used in 
connection with his experiments in manu- 
facturing gas. Ill-smelling gas oF ill-smelil- 
ing articles supposed to be used in connec- 
tion with his gae busiaess would throw sus- 
picion off if ill-smelling gases from decaying 
corpses pervaded his establishment. We 
have always heard of Holmes’ castle as being 
the abode of bad odors, I believe now and 
always have -thought that Holmes would 
not undertake a olent murder him- 
self. In fact, I think the developments 
thus far show him in the light of a user of 


} human tools for the accomplishment of his 


murderous designs. While I believe that 
He-mes would not dispatch a victim with an 
ax or other deadly weapon,!I fully believe 
him capable of sneaking into a dark room 
where his victim was asleep and turning on 
the gas. 
necessary for him to enter his victim’s 
room. By blowmg through the gas-bumer 
from the hallway he could put out a gas 
flame burning inan adjacent room and not 
enter the sleeping apartment himeelf, Just 
imagine for a moment whata task it would 
be for a prosecution to prove murder against 
an individual if the murder had been com- 
mitted in that way, It seems to me that 
Holmes was perfectly equipped in his castie 
for the commission of wholesale murder by 
gas asphyxiation.”’ 


POINTS DIRECTLY TOWARD HOLMES, 


His Identity with the Man Schaeffer May 
Yet Be Established, 

Numerous well-known citizens of Wilmette 
are not the only persons of the opinion that 
H. H, Holmes had a hand in the murder of 
Mrs. Mary Cron at Wiimette about two years 
ago. The police of Chicago are at work on 
that theory and a determined effort will be 
made to discover whether Holmes was con- 
cerned in the crime. Some people in Wil- 
mette were found yesterday who said they 
suspected Holmes almost immediately after 
the crime. They admitted at the same 
time their suspicions probably were 
born of a reasonable prejudice against the 
man, on the other hand assertmg that ciear 
circumstantial evidence pointed toward 
Holmes, é 

First of all, let it;be understood the harn 
and the entrance to the rear yard of Hoimes’ 
house in Wilmette are not more than 1,000 
feet in a direct line from the rear gate of the 
Cron property. At the time of the Cron mur- 
der Holmes’ reputation in Wilmette was bad. 
He was looked upon as a sharper and a man 
who would seek almost any subterfuge to 
avoid paying an honest debt or go to almost 
any length to obtain money. On the trial of 
the case against young Goodrich for the mur- 
der of Mrs, Cron, it was proved that Frank 
Wheeler, her son-in-law, shot one of the 
murderers to death in the rear door yard o 
the Cron house and pursued the other twoa 
short distance in the direction of Holmes’ 
house. ‘he name of the man whom Wheeler 
killed was Logan. In his own testimony 
Goodrich admivted the others were himself 
and a man named Schaefier. He accom. 
panied policemen to Wilmette and took them 
over the exact route he and Schaeffer followed 
the night of the murder when they were escap- 
ing from Wheeler's bullets. The course lay 
across vacant iots and over fences to a point 
in the aliey immediately im the rear of 
flolmes’ barn. Here, Goodrich testified, he 
lost sight of Schaeffer and the fellow has not 
been seen since. 

Goodrich went directly to the home of the 
Sherman family, two blocks distant, secreted 
himself in the cellar and remained there two 
weeks. Commenting upon these circum- 
stances yesterday Horace Drury, President 
of the Board of Trustees of the Village of Wil- 
mette, said: 

‘It would seem absurd to believe that 
Ho!mes should be made the victim of sus- 
picious circumstances, It will be remem- 
bered that the man Schaeffer, who escaped, 
is the thief who got all the money there was 
in the house. The amount has been va- 
riously estinatead from $1,800 to $3,000, 
but I believe the former amount is correct. 
If Schaeffer got out of Wilmette the night of 
the murder some trace of him would have 
been discovered. In the light of recent events 
it would not be unnatural to believe that if 
oe was Holmes’ representative in the 
crime“find on the night of the murder sought 
Holmes’ house for protection and for the pur- 
pose of dividing the ‘swag’ -he may never 
have left Holmes’ premises. In the light of 
what we Know of Holmes it does not seem 
strange that the principal in the Cron murder 
and the man who carried the money should 
drop out of sight entirely at the regr entrance 
of Holmes’ house. There may be nothing in 
this theory, but I think it should be thor- 
oughly investigated.”’ 

Concerning this part of the case Inspector 
Fitzpatrick said yesterday: ‘‘Ail I can say 
is that we are sufficiently interested to set on 
foot an inquiry that will let us know exactly 
where Holmes was and what he was doing the 
night of the Cron murder, The investigation 
will be searching and, equipped as we are with 
officers thoroughly posted ou the details of 
the Cron case, it should not be Gifficult for us 
to determine whether or not Holmes had any- 
thing to do with the Cron murder.”’ 


SAYS HOLMES CAN PROVE AN ALIBL 


Letter from W. H. Mischoff of Chicago to 
a Philadelphia Friend. 

A letter was made public yesterday in Phil- 
adelphia reported to have been received by a 
friend of Holmes under date of July 18, 
1895, from W. H. Mischoff in Chicago. The 
letter was as follows: 

I have just returned from Europe and was sur- 
prised when I learned that my friend Holmes 
was cliarged with killing the children of Benja- 
min Pitzel in Toronto, | hardly think there 
can be any truth in the charge. | knew 
Mr. Holmes’ whereabouts at “the time the 
littie giris are said to have been murdered. I 
can say without fear of contradiction that he was 
notin Toronto or vicinity at the time the ur- 
ders were alleged to have been committed.

HINTS AT BIG FRAUDS 


0. W. ARNOLD TELLS OF HIS DEAL- 
INGS WITH HOLMES.

.He Does Not Credit the Murder Theories 


Because He Thinks the Man Was Too 
Smart to Place His Life in Jeopardy= 
Will Not Give All His Knowledge to 
the PubliceHolmes’ Bravado Is Desert- 
ing Him in the Philadelphia Prison= 
Strong Case in Toronto, 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 27.—([Special. ]— 
C. W. Arnold of tais city is well acquainted 
with H. H. Holmes and his business methods, 
although he had no business relation what- 
ever with him since 1892. 

‘*T dropped him then like a hot potaio,”’ 


. said Mr. Arnold today. 


Mr. Arnold says in 1892 he insured J. H. 

itzel for $2,000, but the policy was made 
O'Mt to Pitzel perveonally, and he thinks it was 
alferwefds Assigned to his wife. He dovs not 
thint Holmes could ever have had it assigned 
to him, and, in fact, does not think the insur- 
ance is now in force, Mr. Arnold says he 
wrote insurance fag Holmes personaliy three 
times and insured him twice, but claims 
Holmes took little interest in his personal in- 
surance and dropped it some time ago. 

Mr. Arnold says all he knows about Holmes 
is that he was his neighbor and friend when 
he lived in Englewood, and Holmes took a 
fancy to him and transacted some minor busi- 
ness matters through him. He claims, how- 
ever, that he never transacted altogether more 
than $3,000 worth of ousiness for Hoimes, 
Holmes, he insista, never told him anything 
about his insurance schemes, and he thinks it 
must have been something that developed 
after he quit Holmes, When asked why he 
dropped Holmes Mr. Arnold replied: 

‘*Why, he was getting too far above me. I 
couldn’t keep up with his great schemes. He 
was always trading wind for something and 
I found I could not hold any relations with 
him. In reality I never had any relations 
much closer than a neighbor except that he 
let mein on the inside of some of his wind 
schemes. There is considerable about his 
trading that could be said, but it is not to my 
interest to talk now. He traded wind for 
drug stores and other property all around. 

* The papers are printiig a lot of bosh 
about Holmes. In the first place, Pitzel is 
not dead, neither is Mrs. Conner. Holmes 
was too smart a man to kill any one, although 
he may deserve to hang for other things. I 
want to say right hePe that; while I knew 
Holmes for several years in Chicago and he 
confiled in me tv a_e great extent, 
I cannot throw any light on _ these 
insurance developments, | watch with 
interest the account in the daily papers, but 
{ don’t believe any of the murder stories, and 
if lam ever celled to testify there is nothing 
that I could say that would help the prosecu- 
tion atali. Isaw the Holmes building when 
it was erected and am glad it is tocome down, 
foritis a ramshac«le affair. When it was 
built, however, | never suspected that there 
was anythmg wrong connected with it. 
By the way, Holmes was a_e great 
man on patents, and I have known 
of his spending as much as $10,000 
on that echeme for bending glass. He'did 
not use other people’s money altogether 
either. He was after big things and was will- 
mg to risk all that he had. I purchased one 
patent for him, but he did not push it any. 
There are certain things that | must be silent 
on at present, and 1 hope that I will not be 
dragged into this affair. Otherwise I would 
tell you about one ciass of deals by whig¢ 
Holmes made $150.000 easily.”’ 

There are all sorts of rumors about H. H. 
Holmes, the insurance swindler, having been 
in Minneapolis, but nothing definite has been 
secured. ~lhe residents of Richfield, a suburb 
of Minneapolis, declare Holmes visited that 
place a number of years ago. He 
stopped with the family of C, W. 
Gilman, and came suddenly and went as 
mysteriously. He said he came from Phila- 
deiphia, and his description tallies exactly. 
At first he hardly ventured outside the house, 
but became converted at a: revival meeting, 
and then went so far as to occupy a pu!pit on 
several occasions. He turned up missing one 
day, and nothing has been heard from him 
since. Ali that be would say about himeelf 
was that hie name was 
very near relative had just died in Philadel- 


phia. 


Since the Holmes case first attracted the 
attention of the Chicago police every effort 
has been made to discover the waereabouts 
of C. W. Arnold, the insurance man who is 
said to have been closely associated with 
Holmes’ life-insurance s°\emes, It is cer- 
tain he was closely associa.ed with him some 
months durimg the time when his greatest 
schemes were planned and executed. Dozens 
of reporters and detectives have been trying 
to find him for several weeks. Every insur- 
ance office and agency in the city has been 
visited, but ho one in the business could be 
found who would admit of ever having known 
him. It was said that he was for some months 
employed by the Fidelity Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company of Philadelphia. The local of- 
ficiais of the company here will give no infor- 
mation concerning him, They say there are 
strict rules against discussing such matters 
for publication. 

When I. L. Conner told a story to the police 
a few days ago which again connected 
Arnold’s name with the questionable insur- 
ance schemes at the Holmes castle the efforts 
to locate the man were redoubled. 

Finally aman was found in Englewood 
who rembered Arnold and gave the name of 
a ran. who, hesaid, could probably tell where 
he is at present. 

The information proved correct. G. B. 
Ellis, No. GOO Sixty-seventh street, formerly 
rented an office near the Holmes building. 
He knew both Holmes and Arnold. Both 
men sometimes came to his office.» He lost 
track of them during the World’s Fair year. 
When he heard of the arrest of Holmes he 
was interested in learning where Arnold had 
gone and made inquiry. He learned that 
Mrs. Arnold was still in Chicago, but her hus- 
band had suddenly left the city about the time 
Holmes-‘was arrested, She said she did not 
know where he had gone. 

Three months ago Mr. Ellis wag in Minneap- 
olis on business: While there he met Arnold 
on the street and taiked withhim. Yesterday 
he told a reporter for Tas Trrsunz where 
Arnold cou!d be found and Tus Trrpuns cor- 
respondent was notified by telegraph, Mr, 
Eliis said: 

*T have no knowledge of the business 
transactions of either Holmes or Arnold, but 
I am satisfied Arnold can tella great deal if 
he will, {fam positive he transacted the bulk 
of Holmes’ ineurance business and I believe 
he wrote the policies on the lives of several 
people who have sincedisappeared. Whether 
he has a guilty knowledge of the alleged 
crimes, he can give some missing details of 
Holmes’ everyday life.”’ 


TALK WITH MISS CIGRAND’S FATHER. 


He Shows a Letter from Holmes About His 
Lost Daughter. 

Anderson, Ind., July 27.—[Special. |—It is 
generaliy believed here that Emily Cigrand 
was one of H. H. Holmes’ victims in Chicago, 
Peter Cigrand, the father, and Phillie Ci- 

rand, the sister, reside at No. 500 Wes. 
‘ighth street, and received their first intima- 
tion that the daughter and sister was supposed 
to be one of the Hulmes victims. 

Emily Cigrand and Robert E, Phelps were 
employed by the Campbeil Yates company, 
No. 708 Sixty-third street, Chicago, and H, 
H. Holmes constituted the company. Dec. 
7, 1892, they were married. A Lafayette 
paper of the 8th contained a notice which is 
furnished Tus Trrsuns by the father, which 
eald: 

The bride, after completing her education, was 
employed asa stenographer in the County Re- 
corder's office. From here she went to Dwight, 
and from there to Chicago, where she mét her 
fate. She is a lady of great intelligence and 
has a charming macner and a handsome appear- 
ance. She is a lady of refinement, and sesees 
a character that is strong and pure. er many 
friends fee that she bas exercised good judg- 
ment in selecting a husband and ail will heartily 
congratulate her. 

From that day until this Peter Cigrana bas 
never heard a word from his daughter and 
during all this time he bas been to find 
trace of her. In 1893 he wrote H. H. Holmes 
in the hope that he might beable to give some 
information. The following is his reply:

The father 
and daughter work at the Buckeye factory, 
but did not work this afternoon, through ex- 
citement caused by being shown Chicago 
papers announcing the possibility § that 
the daughter and sister had been 
murdered by tne author of _ the 
above letter. During ail these years 
they have preserved Holmes’ letters as the 
last clew of the whereabouts of the lost one, 
and when put into the hands of Tue Trrsune 
representative it was as clean as if it had been 
written yesterday. The father is satisfied the 
girl was murdered. He saya he had not 
money enough to goto Chicago, but friends 
will aid him. 


HOLMES’ BRAVADO DESERTS HIM, 


He Has Become Scared by the Arrest of 
the Quinlans, 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 27,.—[Special. |— 
Holmes, the aileged murderer, has be- 
come scared, his bravado has ieft 
him, and he is now conjuring his 
brain to seek some method for meeting 
the evidence that has been piled up against 
him in Philadelphia, Toronto, and Chicago. 
Within twenty-four hours a change has 
come over the condition of affairs. 
The arrest of Quinlan, the janitor, and the 
others, who are beginning to let some light in 
on Holmes, has appalled him. He looks hag- 
ers: sleeps little, and is intensely worried, 
Vednesday he desired totaik, but was re- 
strained by his counsel. He had a statement 
of his side of the case written out, but this 
was suppressed. Friday nighta prominent 
lawyer was taken into the case as advisory 
counsel and the result was today Coun- 
selor W. A. Shoemaker anaounced the fol- 
lowing: 

I have decided to make no further statements 
until we are finally called upon to make answer 
in a court of justice. All statements made by 


Holmes in the past have been made without my 
consent. 

Following this statement Shoemaker went 
to Moyamensing prisen and had a two-hour 
talk with Holmes. He was serious when he 
returned, and intimated that Holmes had de- 
cided to get ready for his great legal fight. 

An Altoona man went to Hollidaysburg’ to- 
night and reports as follows: When seen to- 
night Wharton Plummer said: ‘I acted as 
Holmes’ attorney, and as the lawyer I will 
not say what transactions or dealings | had 
with him.” 

[Plummer is the man who identified H. 5S.

myth. 


HAVE A STRONG CASE IN TORONTO, 


Some of the Evidence There to Prove 

Holmes a Murderer. 

Toronto, Oxat., July 27.—Should Holmes 
be brought to Toronto for trial the author- 
ities could put in the witness-box thirteen or 
fourteen persons who would furnish damag- 
ing evidence against him. It might be proved 
that Oct. 18, in company with a woman 
known as Mrs. Howard, Holmes brought 
Alice and Nellie Pitzel to the city; that on the 
25th of the same month Hoimes took these 
girls to the house on St. Vincent street; that 
he was with them in that house on the morn- 
ing of the date named, and that they never 
left the house alive. In connection with the 
disappearance of these two girls the woman 
known as Mrs. Howard would tell ali she 
knows, and the purport of her statement is 
nowinthe handsof the police authorities. 
Inspector Stark, upon instructions from the 
authorities, has written the Philadelphia au- 
thorities asking if they will consent to the ex- 
tradition of Holmes, If a favorable reply is 
received papers will at once be taken out and 
an officer will proceed to Philadelphia to 
bring the prisoner here. ' 


FORMER CLERK TALKS OF THE CASE, 


H. E. Tuttle in Hammond Tells What He 
Knows of Holmes, 

Hammond, Ind., July 27.—[Special. |— 
Harry E. Tuttle, who was associated as con- 
fidential clerk and secretary to H. H. Holmes 
in 1891 and 18092, was seen tonight, and 
when asked regarding the gas engine in the 
castle on Sixty-third street and something of 
its operation said: 

‘*T worked as clerk for Holmes during the 
fall of 1891 and upto Jan, 10, 1892. 1 did 
not know much about his plans at that time 
except that he had a gas furnace in the cellar 
of the building. I often saw the thing 
and was told that it was asuccess. Holmes 
told me that several times, and on one occa- 
sion explained the workings, but he was close 
about his affairs. I did not pay. much atten- 
tion to the matter at the time, and from the 
papers recently I have gleaned more of the 
character of the man than lever knew before, 
The story printed Thursday was wide of the 
mark and does me a great injustice. I would 
be only too glad to give the Chicago author- 
ities any information if I knew anything 
more than what I have told,”’ 


ALLEN STICKS TO HIS STORY, 


Convict at Little Rock Demands a Pardon 
Before He Will Talk. 

Little Rock, Ark., July 27.—[Special. ]— 
The convict James C. Allen, who claims to 
know all about Holmes* murderous career, 
positively refuses to throw light on Minnie 
Williams’ whereabouts unless he is granted a 
pardon. Gov. Clarke says he has no faith in 
the man’s statement and believes him to bea 
first-class fraud. He will unquestionably 
serve out his ten-year sentence in the peni- 
tentiary. When asked today if the Williams 
girls were dead he eaid: “I have not seen 
Annie for two years. I believe she is still 
alive, but I can prove where Minnje was six 
months re¢ | I believe she is still alive, and I 
will locate her at the proper time, Her. mur. 
der is one crime I do not believe Holmes ig 
guilty of.” 


NO TRACES FOUND IN CINCINNATI, 


Police Do Some Digging on the Request of 
Detective Geyer. 

Cincinnati, O., July 2'7.—[Spectial.]—De. 
tective Geyer, who is handling the Philadel. 
phia end of the Holmes murder mystery, 
telegraphed late last night to Chief of Police 
Deitsch to search the house on Poplar street, 
which Holines occupied’ while here. . Geyer, 
while in Cincinnati several weeks age, made 
a cursory examination, but found nothing. 
Th's morning Detectives Schnucks and Bul. 
mer were sent to No. 305 Poplar street and 
thoroughly searched the building. The gar- 
den and cellar were dug up, closets were ex- 
amined, floors removed, chimneys looked 
into, but nothing whatever.was found, 


HOWE GIVES HIS PART IN THE CASE, 


He Says His Only Connection Was as 
Holmes’ Attorney. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 27.—[Special. ]—Jep. 
tha D. Howe explains his connection with the 
Holmes case as follows: “ I have no part in 
the case save asan attorney who took a case 
in good faith. I believe the body identified 
by Pitzel’s 15-year-ojd daughter was that of 
her father. The marks of identification were 
perfect. As tohow Pitzel met his death I 
cannot say. I have no fear whatever of the 
outcome of the case against me, though I dis- 
like very much the unpleasant notoriety 
which attaches to my connection with it,”’ 


WANTED TO KILL BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


FOOTPRINT IS FOUND. 


IMPORTANT DISOOVERY IN THE OB. 
LAB OF THE “ OASTLE.” 


It Is That of a Woman, and Has Certain 
Peculiarities That Indicate It Was Made 
by One of Holmes’ Victims—Furnishes 
a Clew as to How He Disposed of the 
Bodies After He Committed the Crimes 


=Traces Cannut Be Removed, Probably - 


Because of the Use of Chemicals, 


The police yesterday found a woman's 
footprint on the inside door of the bling 
vault on the third floor of the “ Castle» 
building. Although the vault had been care. 
fully examined on previous occasions the 
foctprint was not found until yesterday, Up 
to that time the police had been entirely at 
a loss to attribute any object for the con. 


struction of the vault arrangement other 
than that advanced by conjecture. Now — 


it is beMeved and confidently asserted that 
Ifolmes’ victims or some of them were in. 
veigied into the vault between the two sets of 
doors and there they were smothered to 
death. They were then, it is supposed, car. 
ried around the winding hallway to the bath. 
room, which contained the secret entrance 
to the hidden stairway that led to the base. 
ment. Here, the police think, they were 
laid upon the dissecting table, which bears 
evidence of blood‘and indentures of surgi- 
cal instruments, and dissected into parts 
small enough to allow a ready disposition 


of them by the one who had put them to 


death. 

Here again in the basement the parts of 
the bodies were either buried in quick lime 
or else subjected to the flames of the cre- 
matories or stoves that Holmes had in this 
part of the building. The mystery sur- 
rounding the false vault the police believe 
they have solved. Their opinion is that the 
victims of Holmes were smothered therein 
and then made away with as describéd. 
The footprint fs upon the left side inner 
door, about two feet or a little more from the 
ground. It is that beyond doubt of a woman, 
on account of its harrowness, general form, 
and size. The exact measurements have 
been taken by the police, and they are mak- 
ing every endeavor to obtain the size of 
the feet of some of Holmes’ victims who are 
supposed to have met death in his castle so 
that a comparison can be made. 

By this means they expect to prove the 
identity of some. of the victims and obtain 
convincing evidence against the chief con- 
spirator. The vault in question is in a 
south front.room on the third floor. In its 
construction there is nothing but the large 
heavy outside door with *tombination lock, 
next to which there-are the regulation two 
inside doors. Beyond this there is nothing 
but a plaster wall packed with asbestos. 
The space between the two sets of doors 
is about two feet, allowing room enough for 
a person to stand and have the outer door 
closed upon him, in which he would in 
short order be suffocated. This is the theory 
of the police, the first that they have been 
able to advance after a week’s investigation, 
and they admit that in the clew they have 
one that they consider most valuable. 

The footprint is that of a bare foot, and is 
firmly placed against the enamel-finished 
door’s smooth surface.

Storm Does Great Damage in Many Parts

The cyclone started 
near Grove Hill in Bremer County and its 
path was about thirty rods wide and eight 
miles long.

The house was blown to 
pieces, A large tree and a live hog weighing 
over 200 pounds were blown into the cellar, 
Monroe’s arm was broken, but Mra.

WIPES OUT DAKOTA WHEAT FIELDS.

Fully Half a Million Dollars Damage Done 
in the Northern State. 

Fargo, N. D., July 27.—One-half a million 
dollars in round numbers is about what last 
night’s devastating hail storin cost North 
Dakota. It covered more area than any 
storm in the history of the State. 
The latest estimate from the stricken 
country is that 80,000 acres of wheat are 
totally destroyed. Thestorm began in the 
Turtle Mountain country, came down through 
Benson and Eddy Counties, then into Peter 
and Barnes Counties, developing into a _tor- 
nado in the southern part of the 
latter, tearing down several houses and 
barns and. killing a man named 
Nelson. Through Lamoure County the dam- 
age was the worst. It went on dowa through 
Dickey, and passed out of this State through 
the southern part of that county into Mar- 
shali County, S. D., where great damage is 
reported. The storm covered a length of 200 
miles in this State and at places was tour 
miles wide. 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE IN KEWANEE, 


Marks of a Severe Tornado Seen in All 


Parts of Town, 

Kewanee, Il!., July 27.—[Specia!.]—For 
one hour last night the hardest tornado pre- 
vaiied here that has ever passed over this sec- 
tion of the country. ‘Today there is scarcely 
a hovse in town which is entirely sound, The 
strebts are choked with fallen trees and other 
débris. The storm struck here about 10 
o'clock and prevailed’ for about one 
hour. It came from the northwest 
and there seemed to be two storms 
meeting with a crash at this point. With the 
wind came a most terrific thunderstorm and 
much lightning, so that the scene was con- 


stantly illuminated. The worst effects of the 
storm are seen in the bu;:iness portion of the 
city, where many store buildings, being un- 
protected by trees cuught the whole 
force of the wind. <cLay & Lyman, 
general merchandise dealers, were 
the worst losers. Their large building 
was struck on the roof by a great chimney 
belonging to the electric light plant, which 
crushed right through the roof and on through 
the floor of the second story, making a terri- 
ble hole through which the rain soon poured, 
spoiling many pianos and va:uable pieces of 
furniture which the bricks from the chimaey 
had not reached.

The roof was torn off and carrieda 
biock down the street and then deposited 
on the roof of another building, which it 
crushed in. Pieces of roof struck the tele- 
graph wires and posts and broke down nearly 
a dozen of then. The storeroom of the Boss 
Manufacturing company, in which many val- 
uabie packages ready to be shipped were kept, 
is a total wreck. and the contents were spoiled 
by the water before they could be > removed. 
In the east park every tree has contribured 
to an immense pile of débris, which workmen 
have collected in one place. The flagstaff, 
100 feet high, was the first thingto fali. At 
the Fair Grounds, belonging to the Kewanee 
agriculturai district, the fine art hall and tex- 
tile fabric buildings are mashed in one heap 
of ruins, being carried ten feet away from 
their founJation. A number of horse- 
sheds and other minor buildings are 
also demolished, The German Lutheran 
suffered the most severely, the front 
part of the church and the steeple being 
torn away. An entertainment was being held 
in the Methodist Church when the storm 
came and every one wes panic-stricken, but 
no damage was sustained at that place. In 
the country all abuut here the storm played 
havoc, tearing down ali the fences, uproot- 
ing orchards, and blowing down windarills. 
Many farmers have lost barns and farm buiid- 
ings and a few their houses, Sheep and pigs 
were killed in great nuinbers. Many farmers 
reported this morning that the corn crop 
would be a total failure, but reports which 
came in toward night said the larger part of 
the corn crop was only beaten down and 
would soon right itself. 


CYCLONE TOUCHES UP BUREAU COUNTY 


Strip of Country Fifteen Miles Devastated 
by the Storm. 

Princeton, I\L, July 27.—[{Special.]—A 
cycione covering a strip one-lourth of .a mile 
wide made its appearance with the approach 
of the heavy rain and electric storm last 
night east of Buda and traveled in a north- 
easterly direction, passing between the Vil- 
lages of Wyanet ana Pond Creek, and ter- 
minated near Tiskilwa, where all traces of it 
disappear. The track of the cyclone was 
about fifteen miles in length, and throughout 
this distance the crops, fences, trees, barns, 
and houses are either completely destroyed or 
greatly damaged. The residence of William 
Wailer, near Wyanet, was almost completely 
ruined and parts of it were carried a haif* 
mile. The barn was ‘destroyed, two 
horses killed, and seventy hives of 
bees in the yard were scattered 
over an eighty-acre field one-half mile dis- 
tant. ‘The residence of George Anthony, one 
mile from Wyanet, was picked up and carried 
several feet from its foundation. Anthony’s 
barn was aiso wrecked and two horses killed, 
The barn of Miward Smith was destroyed and 
fourteen head of horses killed. The storm 
came up after dark, but the funnel-shaped 
cloud was detected by the frequent flashes of 
lightnmg and many persons were enab ed to 
escape from its path. The total damage is 
estimatea at over $70,000. The gale was 
also severe in other parts of Bureau County 
and the telephone wires are down between 
all the principal towns. 


RAIN CAUSES HAVOC AT PEORIA, 


Bethel Church Is Wrecked and Rallway 
Tracks Are Washed Away. ' 

Peoria, Ill., July 27.—[Special.]—The 
storm of last night was more severe than at 
first supposed. Bethel Presbyterian Caurch 
was blown over and completely demolished, 
causing heavy joss.

This is the most valuable railway 
bridge in Oklahoma, The entire vailey between 
Minco and Uanadian City is covered with water, 
and ponies and cattle are going down with the 
flood in creat numbers, as well as stacks of hay 
and wheat and in some instances houses. 
Tornado in Marshall Connty, Ul. 
Lacon, lil,, July 27.—-A tornado passed over 
the southeastern part of Marrhail County last 
night cutting a mile swath, leaving destruction 


burn. Many buildings were wrecked and un- 
roofed.

Discharges Are Talked Of, | 


There is trouble im store for the men who 
wear bars in the Seventh Regiment, I. N. G, 
The trouble will come from the genera! offi- 
cers of the I, N. G. and from Col. George M. 
Moulton of the Second Regiment, and it will 
fall upon certain of the Captains of the Sev- 
enth and very likely upon officers of higher 
rank. 

The facts which gave rise to the trouble ap- 
pear to be as follows: The Second Regiment 
was the first of the I. N. G. to go into camp. 
Later came the Seventh under coinmand of 
Col, Francis T.Colby, This was Col, Colby’s 
first instructional encampment, and it was 
prophesied by those prominent in military 
circies the Seventh would not make a 
numerous and consequently a  succeys- 
ful showing this year. But to the 
surprise of the mWitary critics, the Seventh 
made an exceptionally good appearance. 

In company with Gen. ‘Wheeler Col. Moul- 
ton went down to Camp Lincoln last Sunday, 
and watching the drill Monday he recognized 
his inen in the lines. Further, the boast fell 
upon his ears that “the Second had come 
down to teach the Seventh how to driil.”’ 


Finds Lighty-five of His Men, 


This naturally arou-ed Col. “Moulton, so he 
began an investigation, not before, however, 
intorming Gen. Wheeler. Hesoon discovered 
eighty-five of his men had signed the Seventh 
pay-rolis and were impersonating absentees 
of the Seventh with the expectation of 
drawing $8 a week from the State, Col. 
Moulten then commissioned Capt. E, G., 
Bowen of Company lL, Second Regiment, 
who was also witnessing the drill, to round up 
the deserters and take them home, 

There are two thecries which yield to easy 
accordanve with interviews secured from 
members of both regiments. One is that the 
Seventh’s officers made overtures to men of 
the Second 1n order to give éclat to the for- 
mer’s tirst encampment; another is that the 
second men were out of employment and im- 
posed themselves upon the charity of the 
Seventh, The truth probably lies betwéen 
these views. Col, Moultun said last night: 

‘| am very sorry indeed that this thing 
happened, and yet 1 do not attach much 
blaineto my men. Soldiers naturally act 
uuder orders, sometimes under unauthorized 
oriers. When my men come up for dis- 
cipiine, however, 1 shall insist that thorough 
investigation be made as to whether induce- 
nents, financial or otherwise, were cifered 
them by the officers of the Seventh. None of 
my officers are imp'icated, and I do not think 
the men would do such a thing unless they 
received orders from high authority. Of 
course. it is possible the F.rst Sergeants, only 
knew of these new men joining the ranks, but 
[ think it more likeiy it was the Captains and 
even higher ranking officers.”’

Thorougn Lnavestigation, 

* Do you think Co!, Colby knew of the 
stuffed ranks?’ was asked. 

‘* Now you are angling for my opinion. All 
Iam willing to say just now is that I should 
have known it pretty quick if I were in com- 
mand and I can promise yuu there will bea 
thorough-going investigation before: any of 
my men are dishonorabiy discharged.”’ 

Maj. H. G. Purinton of the Second regard- 
ed the affair as a “ mistake’’ *‘on the part of 
tne boys’’ and did not think it would result in 
anything serious, 

Col. Henry L. Turner, ranking officer of the 
First Brigade, suid: **lam extremely sorry 
this has happened. It will prove a serious in- 
jury tousail, Although I have not been of. 
ficialiy informed | have no doubt the Car- 
tains of the Seventh are at fault. How many 
or what other officers are involved will prob- 
ably appear on investigation.”’ 

“Will the Second Regiment men who 
signed the pay-roils be court-martialed before 
the court of which you are President?” 

“IT donot knew. I am President of the 
gereral court-martial convened three weeks 
ugo and we adjourned to meet againin Sep- 
tember, Personally, lam much opposed to 
courts-martial, as they give publicity to many 
disagreeable disputes which can be just as 
well settled by the commanding officer. Only 
officers, however, can insist upon a court- 
martial. The probable penalty which will 
be imposed upon these men will be dishonor- 
able discharge trom the regiment.” 

A Speedy Trial. 

Co]. Colby and the Seventh Regiment will 
arcive in tne city this morning. The trial 
will probably be a speedy one, 

“No money bas been paid over to the 
men,’ said Col. Moulton last night. “Of 
this I am positive.” 

The men, however, received at the 
State’s expense new uniforms, costing $9 
or $10 apiece, and their board dur- 
ing ine periol of their encampment. 
Twenty-one men who “substituted” in the 
Seventh came from a single company in the 
Second Regiment. The entire number is 
estimated at nearly LOO. 

Lieut.-Col.Marcus Kavanaugh of the Seventh 
Regiment was seen late last night at the Chi- 
cagu Athietic Association rooms. He denied 
flatly the report the Seventh Regiment pay- 
rolis had been signed by Second Regiment 
men. Mr. Kavanaugh said: * The story we 
enlisted Second Regiment men is ab- 
solutely false, and probably originates 
out of jealousy for the Seventh, we 
having made an excellent showmg in our 
attendance and drill atSpringfield. The facts 
are that of the thirty-six men who joined the 
Seventh during their encampment, tweive were 
attached to the commissary and hospitai de- 
partments and fourteen were otherwise en- 
gaged, but were not returned as part of the 
rank and file. Fifteen Seventh Regiment 
men occupied simular positions in the Sec- 
ond’s encampment, This whole story is 
founded in jealousy.”

Milwaukee, Wis., July 27.—{Special.]—The 
Jacob Katz company, one of the largest re- 
tail mereantile establishments in the city, 
failed this afternoon with liabilities exceed- 
ing $200,000, Four judgment notes made by 
the company and aggregating, with unpaid 
interest, $110,696.25, were filed in court today 
by the Marshall & lisley Bank, and execu- 
tions thereon were immediately issued on 
which the Store of the company on the cor- 
ner of Winnebago and Eleventh streets was 
put in the hands of the Sheriff. The notes 
were dated Jan. , 1894. and were made 
payable one day after date. They were for 
$20,000, $10,000, $25,000, and $50,000, and were 
signed by the members of the company who 
are Jacob Katz, Herman Katz, Adolph 
Bogusiawsky, and Adolph Mahler. A gen- 
eral mortgage covering all the real estate 
of the Jacob Katz company, and including 
property valued at over $100,000, was filed in 
the office of the Register of Deeds this morn- 
ing. The firm has been doing a large dry 
goods, clothing, and house furnishing busi- 
ness, and the failure was a great surprise to 
the representatives of the leading mercantile 
agencies. The outside creditors dare princi- 
pally New York and Chicago parties. The 
firm carried a stock of $350,000, and it is 
thought the liabilities will reach at least 
$200,000. Jacob Katz, the senior member 
of the firm, when seen at his residence this 
afternoon, said the withdrawal of M. Fich- 
tenberg from the firm some time ago with 
£0,000 weakened it, and it has never been 
able to catch up again. He says he will let 
the executors take their course. The money 
he owes the bank on these notes, he claims, 
nearly covers all the liabilities.

CULBERSON PROHIBITS THE BIG FIGHT. 


Texas Governor Warns Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons Against Meeting There. 
Austin, Tex., July 27.—Gov. Culberson 
this afternoon issued the following proclama- 
tion in regard to the proposed Corbett-Fitz. 
simmons fight at Dallas: 


Whereas, Fighting, whether with or without 
gloves, is expressly prosibited by the law of this 
State. and any person who acts as second. stake- 
holder, counselor, or adviser. or who shal] ren- 
der aid of any such charaéter in any such fight is 
principal in such offense; and, 

Whereas, It is the duty of police officers to pre- 
vent infractions of said law as well as to cause 
said offender to be apprehended and punished 
for which ample provision is made: and. ; 

Whereas, It is believed said law has been and 
is being frequently violated and further viola- 
tions thereof are contemptated and are now bemg 
openly provided for; and, 

, Whereas, Such flagrant defiance will bring dis- 
‘repute upon and fostera spirit of disobedience 
of ali the law: and. 

Whereas, The effect of such encounter, besides 
throwing contempt upon us and disregard for 
our law, will tend to make Texas the seat of 
offenses prohibited by mostif not all the cities 
of the Union; and 

Whereas, Any supposed temporary pecuniary 
benefit resulting tkyerefrom will dearly ac- 
quired at the expense of the will of the people: 
and 

Whereas, Texas. with her hospitable and in- 
telligent population and limitiess resecurces, 
needs not the incentive of violations of law to 
induce immicration or investment; and 

Whereas, The Constitution of the State enjoins 
that the executive shall cause the laws tw be 
faithfully executed. 

Now, therefore, I, C. A. Culberson, Governor 
of the State of Texas, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me by the Constitution and the laws 
thereof. do hereby urge the various officers 
charged with such duties both to prevent the 
commission of such offenses and cause offenders 
to be punished, and all persogs contemplating 


future infraction of said law are warned to desist’ 


therefrom, and are put upon notice’ that within 
the limit of executive authority I shall take care 
that the lawis faithfully executed, to the end 
that such offenses be prevented and offenders be 
punished, C. A. CULBERSON, 
Governor of Texas.

Sullivan and His Brother Thieves Get a 
Long Penitentiary Sentence. ’ 
Cambridge, Ill., July 27.—[{Special.]—The 
jury in the Orion bank robbery case found 
all three of the defendants guilty today and 
fixed the punishment at fifteen years for 
William Monroe and Richard T. Lawrence, 
alias Fleigh, and seventeen years for Law- 
rence J. Sullivan, alias Sheridan. Sullivan 
conducted his own defense and showed him- 
self to be a pretty good lawyer. He moved 
to dismiss .two of the seven lawyers for the 
defense and asked leave to address the jury 
in his own behalf, which was granted. In 
his speech Sullivan called the thirty-four 
McHenry County Witnesses infamous liars 
and made a vigorous talk. Detective Wel- 
basky of Chicago was one of the big crowd 
which packed the court-room:during the 
closing hours of the trial... Welbasky came 
at the request of Sheriff Quinn to prevent 
the running in at the last moment of doubt- 
ful witnesses for the defense. 

The bank at Orion was robbed on the 
morning of May 4, 1805, the burglars getting 
only a few hundred dollars, when they ex- 
pected to make a hau! of thousands. They 
were captured shortly afterward at Taylor- 
ville with the kit of burglars’ tools with 
which the job was done in theig possession. 
This, with the testimony of a number of 
citizens. who saw the men about the bank the 
night of the robbery and the bad record of 
the defendants, especially Sullivan, who was 
formerly connected with the James and 
Younger gangs, convicted them. Sullivanis 
noted as one of the best-known criminals 
in the country. He has “done time’’ in both 
the Stillwater, Minn., and Joliet, IIL, peni- 
tentiaries and is an all-around bad man.

c.C. CUNNING HAM 1S A CUNNING MAN, 


Chicago Detectives Nab a Noted Bicycle 
Thief—Stolen Wheels Recovered. 

A clever bicycle thief, C. C. Cunningham 
by name, wanted in Chillicothe, Mo., Ches- 
ter, Ill., Portland, Ind., and numerous other 
places, was arrested Friday afternoon by 
Detectives McWeeney and McGinn on a 
description furnished by residents of Chilli- 
cothe. By this arrest wheelmen believe the 
leader of an organized gang of bicycle 
thieves operating through the tier of States 
mentioned is captured. In Cunningham’s 
possession was found a medal inscribed 
“L. J. D., September, '94. Time, 2:15.”’ This 
medal was given at Portland, Ind.

ANOTHER BIG RACE FOR GARDINER. 


Against Seventeen Hard Riders He Wins 
the Big Event at Columbus. 
Columbus, O., July 27.—[{Special.]—Co- 
lumbus gave its first meet in the national 
circuit today, the races being promoted by 
the Columbus Wheel club. Labor day in 
this city has been the annual meet day, but 
a good crowd attended today’s events. The 
mile track was used, the stretch on which 
is ninety feet wide. The weather was favor- 
able at the outset, but a high wind sprung 
up, carrying immense clouds of dust down 
the stretch, and this was followed by rain.

BAD DAY FOR CHICAGO 


MINNEAPOLIS TENNIS, ORAOKS DE- 
PEAT THEIR BIVALS 


Jayne and Cook Win from" Waidner and 
Moulding in One of the Most Brilliant 
and Uotly Contested Matches of the 
Tournament=—Moulding Makes Some 
Fatal Mistakes—George Belden Gives 
W. L. Myers His CongeeChicago Man 
Drops from Exhaustion at the Finish. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 27.—({Special.]— 
George R. Belford, Trafford U. Jayne, and R. 
Cc. Cook, three Minneapolis men, carried off 
the honors today in the Northwestern tennis 
tournament at Minnetonka Beach, Belden 
defeated W. L. Myers ir the final round of 
the’ singles and Jayne and Cook added an- 
other to their list of victories by defeating 
Waidner and Moulding in the last round of 
doubles. The winners of the tournament 
have now to contest with last year’s cham- 
pions for the championship of the North- 
west. Both matches will be played Monday 
afternoon. Jayne and Cook will first tackle 
Fam Chase and Victor Elting, and when the 
doubles are decided Belden will endeavor to 
take from Carr Neel his lately won laurels. 
If he should happen to win Belden would 
leap among the first few tennis players of 
the country, as Neel is now champion of the 
West. 

Today was a great Uday for the tennis en- 
thusiasts. It was Minneapolis against Chi- 
cago in both matches, and the rivalry, with 
the prospect of two great matches, brought 
out the largest crowd of the week. 

Waidner and Moulding, who have become 
famots as the “ pony ”’ team from Chicago, 
now came out on the courts to warm up, but 
they soon got warm to their liking and re- 
tired to the shade. The sun was beating 
down on the grounds with tremendous ef- 
fect. A little before 3 p. m. play commenced. 
Waidner and Moulding played swift and 
strong from the start, and took the first 
game with apparent ease. They took the 
net at every opportunity and won point 
after point by cross-court smashes. 


Is a Case of See-Saw. 

Jayne and Cook were playing their old 
steady game, standing on the back line and 
returning every ball, trusting to their antag- 
onists to put the ball out of the court in 
time. They took the second game with these. 
tactics, but the third, which was distin- 
guished by some great volley play, was won 
by the Chicago team. They were putting up 
a splendid net game, while Jayne and Cook 
were often so far separated that a drive 
down the center would take them unawares. 
They were passed repeatedly, and the score 
crept to 4—1. Jayne and Cook won the next 
two games by a series of brilliant volley 
plays. On the next game there was a con- 
tinval fight for the net, but the Chicago 
team was better at those tactics and took a 
love game. The next game Cook served. 
The home team hade a hard fight to recover 
its lost ground, and Jayne won the game by 
same sharp cross court work at the net. 
But the next game and with it the set, went 
to the Chicago boys. The Chicago people 
were exultant. It looked like their match. 

Myers asumed the rule of coach and 
warmed Waidner sharply as they changed 
sides for the next set. 

“Now, Harry, no grand stand plays. 
want every point, remember.” 

Jayne and Cook won the opening game, the 
last point by some brilliant cross-court play, 
which called out some prolonged applause. 
Then Waidner and Moulding took the next 

three, all closely contested. Jayne and 
Cook were playing a brilliant but not an 
even game, and their stone wall was fre- 
quently broken through by well-directed 
smashes. Cook was covering ground phe- 
nomenally. Once he returned a ball from 
the grass at the side of the court. Waidner 
smashed it back in Cook’s corner, thinking 
it was safe there, but it was returned and 
Cook was giver the best “hand” of the day. 
Both teams were now playing a ragged game 
and the score seesawed until it reached 5 all. 


Playing Waiting Games. 

Both teams now started in on a waiting 
game, dropping high ones into each other’s 
territory till one or the other drove it out. 
But the home team was better at that sort 
of thing, and took first a love game, then a 
long deuce game, which was marked by a 
reat play of Jayne’s over the heads of the 
little Chicagoans, who were both playing up 
to the net. Each team had won a set, and 
the interest became intense. So was the 
heat. The next set opened with easy play, 
each team taking agame. Just at this junc- 
ture Waidner forgot Myers’ admonition and 
began recklessly smashing the ball into the 
net. Jayne and Cook were both playing a 
faultless game, and Jayne at one time sus- 
tained a hot volley at the net and won his 
point. Five games came straight, and the 
score of the set was 6—1. 

Now it looked easy, and the Minneapolis 
erowd had its turn at jubilation. But the 
fortunes of war and of a lawn tennis match 
are uncertain things. The fourth set went 
in zigzag fashion till it was three all. Cook 
began to get a little wild, The other team 
noticed it and picked him out as a mark. 
Every ball was returned into his corner, 
and they almost timed Cook with continual 
lobbing. Waidner and Jayne were often 
opposed to each other at the net, and some 
great tennis resulted. The score crept to 
five all: then to seven all. In the next game 
came the longest volley seen during the 
tournament. The ball crossed the net not 
less than thirty times, and there were half 
a dozen sharp rallies by either side. Finally 
it settled down to continual lobbing and 
Moulding, for once, was too strong, over- 
reaching the back line.

Chicagoans Vainly Brace Up. 


Here the Chicago men took a beautiful 
brace. The next three games were rattling 
ones, but the “pony team” took every one, 
winning the long-drawn set by 10—8, and 
bringing the score of the sets to two all.

Inquest Is Held on the Remains of Dr. 
Herman R, Wittwer. 

Dr. Herman R. Wittwer, who has an office 
in the New Era Building, was found dead in 
his bed yesterday morning in aroom at No. 
224. Twenty-second street. Dr. Wittwer ar- 
rived at the house on Twenty-second street 
late Friday afternoon and requested a room 
from Mrs. Norene Culver, who keeps fur- 
nished rooms at that number.

THIRTY YEARS FuR A TRAIN-WRECKER, 


Luther Waterman Botches His Job and 


Gets a Long Sentence. 

Ionia, Mich., July 27.—{Special.]—Luther 
Waterman, alias ‘‘Black Diamond,” who 
was arrested at Lowell yesterday charged 
with attempted train-wrecking, was sen- 
tenced this afternoon by Judge Dairs to 
thirty years in Jackson Penitentiary. Wa- 
terman made a full confession of his crime 
before leaving Lowell. The officers took 
their prisoner on the 4:28 train to the scene 
of the attempted wreck, where they disem- 
barked and found the tools as indicated by 
Waterman. From there the prisoner was 
brought here by team and lodged in jail be- 
fore 6 o'clock. This morning he was ar- 
raigned and waived examination. Water- 
man says he took the tools, a claw-bar and 
track-wrench, from the Detroit, Lansing and 
Northern railway toolhovse at Clarksville, 
carrying them across the country and hid- 
ing them until wanted. His object was to 
claim compensation from the company as 
being injured in the wreck. The attempted 
train-wrecking took place Monday night. A 
piece of rail about six feet long had been 
removed entirely, and the spikes on the op- 
posite rail were loosened. The evening 
train from Detroit passed completely over 
the spot in safety, though the cars and 
passengers were roughly shaken. The train 
backed up and Waterman was found lying 
at the side of the track. Heclaimed to have 
been hurt jumping from the train, and 
the crew bfought him to Saranac, where, 
although he had claimed to be severely hurt, 
he left the train unaided. This directed 
suspicion toward him, which was further 
increased by the fact that he was seen about 
Clarksville at the time the toolhouse was 
broken open.

After Scheduled Trips Had Been Made to

Hearing of the Cases Before United States 
Commissioner Humphrey, 

James B. Leckie and his wife Agnes were 
arraigned before United States Commission- 
er Humphrey yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of violating the postal laws in using 
the mails for the furtherance of a fraudu- 
lent scheme. There is plenty of evidence 
as to Leckie’s use of the mails in dealing 
with his alleged victims, but the charge of 
fraudulent scheming is being resisted by his 
attorney, R. D. A. Wade. The hearing will 
probably extend over three or four days, as 
there are twenty of Leckie’s alleged victims 
to be examined. City Detective James 
Storen is the complainant. Officer Thomas 
Farnsworth testified to arresting Mrs. Leckie 
Tuesday night when she came to receive 
mail that had accumulated in answer to an 
advertisement. The letters and postal cards, 
twenty in number, were read in evidence. 
Most of the writers offered to furnish the re- 
quired $200 security in cash for a position as 
night watchman. Thomas I. Knudson, No. 
16 Prindiville street, testified to having ans- 
wered a similar advertisement in June, 1894, 
exhibiting a postal card signed by Leckie as 
Captain of the Chicago Merchant Police. 
He exhibited his receipt for $217.29 for a 
deposit made and uniform purchased. He 
said that Leckie gave him work and on the 
first pretext discharged him, and refused to 
return the deposit, saying Knudson had 
broken his contract. Hugh A. Monoghan, 
No. 57 Quincy street, and Clarence Krum- 
bein, No. 536 West Twenty-sixth street, 
testified to paying money to Leckie. The 
hearing was adjourned till Tuesday morn- 
ing. . 


FOUND DROWNED IN DOUGLAS PARK. 


Body Is That of Michael Brady—Son Sus- 
pects Foul Play. 

The body of Michael Brady, No. 591 War- 
ren avenue, was found floating in the south 
pond at Douglas Park yesterday morning. 
From appearances the body had been in 
the water but a short time. A boat was 
found floating in the pond a short time after 
the body was found. It is supposed Brady 
fell from the boat, as he was in the habit of 
rowing in the parks. A Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death. The 
relatives were inclined to think Mr. Brady 
had been foully dealt with, but there were 
no marks of violence on the body and about 
$30 was found in a pocket. Hugh Brady, a 
son, said last night that while no evidence 
had been found to support the theory, he 
felt confident his father had been robbed and 
then pushed from the boat into the lake. 
His father was in good spirits when he left 
home Friday night. He was accustom 
to carry from $150 to $300 with him and he 
was quite certain his father had more than 
$30 with him when he left home.’ Another 
ttrange thing about the case was that the 
body was found in Douglas Park. His 
father was in the habit of going to Garfield 
Park, but seldom went to Douglas Park. 
Brady was 70 years old and had lived in 
Chicago for twenty years. He was in the 
street sprinkling business.

JUDGE BRENTANO SENTENOGS PARK. 
SIDE ELEOTTON OFFICIALS, 


Fines Imposed on Corcoran, Burke, Ma- 
loney, Heeland, and Malloy Aggregate 
$6,250 and Are Promptly Paid by a 
Friend=—Prosecuting Attorneys Plead for 
Mercy but the Court Is Obdurate=Vigi. 
bly Affected by the Circum:tance but 
Insists He Can Do Nothing hat His Duty, 


Judge Brentano yesterday sentenced the 
six men who pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to prevent voters from exercising their 
rights in the Twenty-third Precinct of the 
Thirty-fourth Ward at last fall's election, 
Simon McNulty was sentenced to one year 
in the penitentiary, while the others es. 
caped with fines. Patrick Corcoran was 
fined $100, James Burke $150, and Den 
Moloney, William Heeland, and Patrick Mal. 
loy $2,000 each. 

There were a number of surprised peeple 
in the court-room when Judge Brentano 
sentenced McNulty to the penitentiary ang 
gave three of the others the highest fines 
the law would permit. The defendants ana 
their attorneys were surprised, and so was 
State’s-Attorney Kern and W. S. Forrest 
and John 8. Miller, counsel for the Civic 
Federation. The three last-named, as rep. 


4 resentatives of the State, had made an agree. 


ment with the attorneys for the defendants 
that if the men pleaded guilty a fine would 
be recommended in the case of each de- 
fendant. This agreement was carried out 
by the representatives of the State, and the 
recommendation was made, but it had no 
effect on Judge Brentano. The court said 
he would be derelict and false to his oath if 
he let the defendants off with less than the 
penalties he had imposed. 

Judge Brentano opened court at 9:20 
o’clock for the purpose of disposing of the 
case against the six men. Mr. Forrest ad- 
dressed the court and told of the agreement 
which had been made between the State and 
the attorneys for the defendants. He gaid 
the defendants offered to plead guilty and 
save the State the expense of a protracted 
trial, and it was agreed if this were done 
the State would recommend fines. Mr. For- 


rest said there was no agreement as to the - 


amount of the fines which might be imposed, 
but there was a contract that a fine for each 
man was to be recommended, and he felt the 
State was bound by it. Mr. Forrest then 
commented on some of the evidence, and 


pointed out where it bore harder on some 
than on thé others. 


Pleads for the Prisoners. 

Judge Prentiss called the court’s attention 
to the fact that all the defendants were 
men. He said they were not bad men either, 
but there had grown up a feeling in Cook 
County that anything could be done at the 
polis. The defendants, he said, were rough 
perhaps and did not look at many things in 
the same way the court would, but they 
were all big-hearted men. They did not 
realize what they were doing election day, 
but, Judge Prentiss said, they realized it 
now. “They have already been punished,” 
he continued, “and have freely acknowl- 
edged their guilt, and any additional severi- 
ty will serve no good purpose.” To fine 
them in accordance with their means would 
be a sufficient lesson to them and to others 
and would be carrying out the object of the 
Civic Federation in instituting the prosecu- 
tion against violators of the election laws, 

Attorney Jones presented a plea on behalf 
of the defendants. He said he knew them 
all and knew they were not bad men. “They 
may have been creatures of circumstances 
and of their surroundings,and the court,” he 
said, ‘‘ought to take all the circumstances 
into consideration. Another fact which the 
court ought to consider,” he said, “is that 
652. voters were registered at the Twenty- 
third Precinct, more than could possibly 
vote in the time the polls areopen, Itis the 
intent of the law and the duty of the Elec- 
tion Commissioners,” said the attorney, “‘to 
divide the city into precincts of not more 
than 300 voters, but through the negli- 
gence or inability of the Election Board this

Judge Brentano Affected. 

During these talks by the lawyers Judge 
Brentano had listened with attention, but 
when Mr. Miller sat down the Judge began 
to speak in a voice which showed a great 
deal of feeling. 

‘The crime with which these men are 
charged,” said the court, “is little short of: 
treason to the government, and for that 
offense the highest punishment known to 
law is. provided. What these men have 
done, as is shown by the evidence, has a 
tendency to sap the foundation of the gov- 
ernment. Such condnct endangers things 
dear to the American people, and for which 
men have shed their blood. I cannot im- 
agine anything more heinous than what 
these men are charged with. To go to work 
weeks in advance and devise plans by which 
voters could be deprived of their rights was 
something which could not be too severely 
condemned. I cannot recognize the plea 
that these men did not know what they were 
doing. They knew what they were 
doing. I would be derelict in my duty and 
false to my oath of office if I did not inflict 
upon these men the punishment which I 
think fitting.’’ 


The defendants were told to stand up, and * 


the court imfposed sentence upoft them, one 
after the other, and upon McNulty last. Mr. 
Prentiss arose and called the attention of the 
court to the agreement with the State. 

“I was not a party to that contract,” said 
the court. “I knew nothing about it and 
was never consulted about it. The court is 
not in any sense bound to it.”’ 

. Judge Prentiss then entered a motion to 
withdraw McNulty’s plea of guilty, but the 
motion was overruled. He then moved for 
a rehearing in his case and the motion was’ 
entered and will be heard in the future. 4 

‘The six men were taken to jail, but they 
were not there long. All except McNulty 
were released, their fines having been paid. 
The amount of the fines, $6,250, was brought 
to State’s-Attorney Kern by a friend of the 
defendants. Mr. Kern would not say who 
the friend was. The costs in the case were 
paid by the same person in Clerk Mager- 


stadt’s office, and the order for the release 


of the men was sent to the jail. 

McNulty is the man who struck Miss 
Martha Anderson in the face when she ap- 
pearéd at the polls to vote and broke her 
nose. That is the reason he did not escape 
with a fine. Corcoran and Burke were pres- 
ent at the polls with McNulty and the 
others, but there is no evidence that they 
struck any one.

‘OF YESTERDAY’S DEBATE. 


lorr and Harvey Have an Unusual Num- 

" per of Sharp Encounters and Furnish 
Much Amusement for the Audience 
Great Applause When Mr. Horr Turns 
the Table by Referring to Judas Is- 
cariot as the Original Free Silver Man, 
with a.Ratio of 30 to 1, 


The Horr-Harvey debate will close Mon- 
afternoon, and the readers who have 
not already rendered their decision may do 
go at their leisure. The final rounds will 
pegin at.1 o'clock. Mr. Harvey announced 
erday he would confine himself on that 
day exclusively to the discussion of the ad- 
 visability of independent action on the part 
of the United States in the matter of the free 
Mr. Horr, on the other 
hand, said he would prove to the people of 
the United States that gold is the natural 
gmoney for great business transactions and is 
\the chosen money of all civilized nations: its 
‘pee in preference. to silver is an illustration 
ef the survival of the fittest. These ques- 
tions alone will form the basis of the con- 
cluding arguments Monday. 

Yesterday's debate was full of byplay, and 
there was no little wit and sharp retort that 
kept the audience in excellent humor. Ina 
nutshell the arguments of yesterday were 
giong these lines: 

Claimed by Mr, Harvey—That panics are 
due to our system of bank credits; that sup- 
‘ply and demand, not cost of production, 
fix prices; that the relative value of the 

_gollar now is greater than in 1865; that there 
isa constant increase in debtors, in tenants, 
in homicides, insanity, suicide, and crime: 
that, in short, the logical outcome of the 
tendency of present events must be the sub- 
stitution of a monarchy for the present re- 
public. 4it 

Claimed by Mr. Horr—That the volume of 
eurrency in circulation is not closely re- 
jated to the Volume of business; that there is 
po-such thing as an unlimited demand for 
anything in the world, not even of money; 
that there are other uses for money than 
asa medium of paying debts; that the partic 
of 1803 was caused by a fear that this coun- 
iry might returf to a silver basis; that the 
lusiness of thé country does not depend 
upon the per capita of the circulating me- 
dium ; that the debt of the country is decreas- 
ing; that eleven items in Mr. Harvey's ta- 
ble of debts are millions of dollars wrong 
jn the aggregate and wholly misleading. 
The most striking esntences tkat elicited the 
greatest applause were these: 

Mr. Horr—The amount of money does not 
make business active; it is the amount of 
business that makes money active in thie 
country of ours. 

Mr. Harvey—Labor has a right to or- 
ganize so long as money is organized and 
monopoly is jwrotected. The independent 
citizen is a good citizen; he is no man's slave, 
he isa patriot. 

Mr. Horr provoked the heartiest laughter 
at the expense of Mr. Harvey that has been 
brought out during the debate. He had been 
referring to Mr. Harvey's apparent de- 
light in looking on the dark side of -things 
and of being a calamity howler, when he 
suddenly said: 

“Why, during the last day of this debate 
my friend Harvey, in quoting from history to 
predict the utter ultimate ruin of this Na- 
tion, said it was the creeping money power 
that destroyed Rome and crucified our Sa- 
vior. I deny it. He forgets that the Lord 
Jesus Christ was betrayed by Judas Iscariot, 
the only free silver man in the whole crowd— 
and, worse than all else, he insisted on the 
ratio of 30 to 1.” 

It was several minutes after this sally be- 
fore there was quiet eNough to admit of re- 
suming the arguments. 

An imaginative stream of water that was 
used to illustrate an argument also created 
& great deal of fun for the audience. Mr. 
Tiorr first referred to the stream. He had 
been arguing that $100 of standard money 
would do the business now that £1,000 would 
formerly; that 95 per cent of the business of 
the country is done without the exchange 
ofa dollar incurrency. Then he said: “All 
other things being equal the amount of wa- 
ter in a running stream measures its value 
for the manufacture of commodities, but it 
would be bsurd to say that the same 

) of water applied to the old under- 
shot water-wheels would turn as many spin- 
dies as if applied to a series of modern tur- 
bine wheels at a number of factories locat- 
ed along the stream. The modern methoda 

of banking and bookkeeping have increased 
in like manner the commercial uses of gold;

Bo i Harvey—The London price of wheat affects 
© price of our wheat on the Chicago market. In 
the official book we have been using here from 
Washington, called ‘‘Coinage Laws, Appendix and 
Statistics,’" there are three tables. One is the 
Sauerbeck table, one the Sautbeer table, and the 
other the Aldrich table. The Aldrich table is the 
one he refers to as containing 249 articles. It wag 
made by a Senate committee of which Senator 
Aldrich was Chairman. He called to his aid prin- 
cipally gold standard assistants. Unlike Sauer- 
beck, they were not free from a desire to make as 
good a showing as they possibly could for prices 
in the United States. When it is known that Fd- 
ward Atkinson was one of the men who assisted 
in making it (the report so states) one can judge 
of the bias that enters into it. 

This man Atkinson has recently said in an ar- 
ticle published over his signature in a Chicago 
hewspaper that the proper way to deal with a 
silver man is to hit him over the head with a club. 
This Aldrich report was made in 1891, when the 
men making it supposed prices had touched the 
lowest point, they woukil possibly goto. And yet it 
shows a decline in prices of 30 per cent below 
1872 and 8 per cent below the prices of 1860. Mr. 
Horr has repeatedly called your atention in this 
debate to a new system of measuring property. 
it is a system that he calls the human tefl unit. 
It is a deceptive argument. It is ridiculous to an 
intelligent man to have this financial argument 
confused with a confusing proposition of the 
human tofl unit. Human toil sells its services 
for a medium of exchange which it can ex- 
change for the substance and necessities of life. 
And I can only reply, to Mr. Horr’s argument on 
that question in the language he used to Mr. 
Brown himself, that it is so absurd as not to be 
considered soberly. 

The gold standard men are constantly pointing 
to the goid dollar as being worth 100 cents as 
measured in itself—of course it is. It is a self- 
evident proposition, as measured in itself it is 
worth 100 cents. What we want to consider is 
the exchangeable value of money with property 
and the exchangeable value of property with 
money. And from these combined tables that are 
now @ part of this debate you learn that lesson 
and you learn it in a way that no confused ar- 
gument that can be put into the controversy can 
aflect you. 

Mr. Horr—I was writing in reply to a man who 
thought we ought not to have either gold or silver, 
a man who believed as my friend Harvey used 
to teach only a little while ago, that every kind 
of money should be a piece of paper stamped by 
the government, and anybody that will read the 
article will see that he was only a greenbacker of 
the old sort, but his theories were absolutely so 
ridiculous that they were contemptible. What I 
said in reference to his theories being ridiculous 
was not in reference to his measure of value at al). 
it was his whole attempt to substitute a paper 
dollar based on nothing with which to do the busi- 
ness of the country. That is where Harvey will 
land yet. The disease that he has never dies out. 
He hasn't reached the last stages of it. That is 
the trouble. What he wants.and what these 
people are after is to destroy all values and to 
destroy all property, and to put this nation on a 
socialistic and anarchistic basis. Now as to 
banks. Why is it that Mr. Harvey feels called 
upon to enter into a tirade against banks and to 
indulge in such a torrent of abuse against bank- 
ers? Men may occasionally invest their money 
in bonds and mortgages and not become scoun- 
dreis by so doing. A man may even be an honest 
Believer in. monometallism and not be either a 
thief or a robber. Indeed a man may even be- 
lieve that silver has had its day and should never 
again be used as standard money; he may believe 
that honestly, though Mr. Harvey may differ 
from him. Though I may not agree with him, yet 
he may be just as clear-headed, just as good a 
friend of humanity as either of us, ‘‘with charity 
for all, with malice toward none.’’ We shoul¢ 
strive to convince those who differ with us of the 
error of their ways, but never lose sight of the 


fact that we may be in the wrong and they may . 


be in the right. 

Banks are a natural outgrowth of civilization. 
They have been continually improved to meet 
the growing business of the world. No nation can 
economically do its business without the aid of 
banks. When well managed they bless all the 
people in any and every community where they 
are located. They add business power to every 
dollar of the standard money in existence. They 
make a dollar in gold do more than twenty dol- 
lars used to do. 


Banks and Credits. 

Mr. Harvey—Notice the failures prior to 1862. 
when bank credit was supplying the people with 
money. Look at its terrible ravages in the last 
ten years; 115,000 business concerns have gone 
into bankruptcy. How is it now? At least that 
many more are hanging on by their eyebrows. 
This is the reward of human energy and thrift. 
l do not mean to say that all these failures are to 
be attributed to this cause, but 1 do mean to say 
that the credit svstem of money, with its tax of 
$200,000, 000 annually, will account for every dollar 
involved in these failures. If we had more real 
money instead of bank credit money there would 
be comparatively few debts and few failures. 

The first lesson to learn is the necessity for 
money. Civilization is so constructed as to make 
it a necessity. Our social fabric, by which our 
vocations are classified, make of it a medium of 
exchange and necessity:’To telieve the 
make money ne more desirable than other prop- 
erty; to take that one great strain from the human 
rind and turn it in a higher and nobler direction 
is the true study of economy and statesmanship. 
It is not a craze for money that civilization needs, 
but a craze for building up nice homes, for build- 
ing up character, for studying the universe in 
which we find ourselves, and in advancing the 
destiny of the human race. This we will do if we 
will but break the influence of this money power. 
The monopoly of it has encouraged all forms of 
monopoly, and when we have destroyed this in- 
fluence we shall be more competent to judge other 
questions that are sustained by the cultivation of 
a selfish principle. 

The masses become restless. Why? Because 
they have become poor: because they have been 
deprived of the necessaries of life. They become 
restless, then comes crime, as lam now giving you 
from the statistics in this debate. Then comes 
poverty and suicide and insanity. The country 
goes morally and politically crazy. Then comes 
the necessity for martial law; then comes the nec- 
essity for gatling guns and repeating rifies, for an 
increase of the police and for a standing army. 
In the last three weeks, and for the first time in 
the history of the United States, a genera! order 
bas gone from the President of the United States 
to the commander Of the army laying down rules 
for governing the United States Army in the con- 
trol of mobs and riots. We are trending to mon- 
archy, and it is wrong for Mr. Horr or any other 
man to hut his eyes to this defect in our civiliza- 
tion that I am now pointing out. If you would 
save liberty in this land, if you would preserve 
this, the United States, from the fate of Europe, 
it is your duty to do it, and it should become your 
pleasure to do it, and to do it you will act like in- 
telligent men and you will act like free men. 


Per Capita Circulation. 


Mr. Horr—I desire to say that before we com- 
plete the debate today I will give my friend Har- 
vey due notice that his table on debts will receive 
all the attention that he will like to have given to 
it, and I will then reconcile my statement en- 
tirely that I made here the other day with the 
facts in the case. I will show that it has no ref- 
erence at all to the debts that he gives, and that 
they cannot be included in the $40, 000, 000, 00 
that he made the people of the United States owe.

WHATTHE LAW OF 1792 ESTABLISHED 


Conclusive Refutation of “Coin” Harvey's 
Erroneous Statement. 

On various occasions during the Horr- 
Harvey debate now drawing to a close the 
advocate of free silver has repeated the 
statement made in ‘‘Coin’’ that the mint act 
of 1702 made silver the sole unit or standard 
of value. His antagonist denied the truth 
of this and adduced a few arguments to 
show its falsity. But a stronger and more 
conclusive refutation of Harvey's erroneous 
statement, which serves as the basis for so 
much of his free silver contention, was best 
answered by an editorial published in this 
paper two months ago in reply to a corre- 
sponderit who believed the mint act estab- 
lished a single silver standard. That edi- 
torial is reproduced now for the benefit of 
those who want to know what reply to 
make to the free silverites when they mis- 
interpret the law of 1792. Harvey has never 
answered or tried to answer the conclusive 
evidence, Which shows that the framers of 
that law were bimetallists and not silver 
monometallists: 

The Tribune printed some weeks ago a letter 
from one of the Smith family, who announced that, 
having read the coinage act of 1792 and applied to 
it the rules for construing statutes contained in 
his law books, he was ‘‘firmly of the opinion”’ that 
Judge Vincent was mistaken in his decision that 
in 1792 gold and silver were made units of value 
in the United States, and that Coin was not in 
error in saying that silver alone was made the 
unit. Mr. Smith is aiso ‘‘firmly of the opinion’’ 
that this paper is in error when it indorses the 
decision in question. 

“Who shall decide when doctors disagree?’’ 
Smith, who is a lawyer, says that in his opinion 
the law of 1702 provides for a single standard, the 
same being silver. Judge Vincent, also a lawyer, 
is of the opinion that that law provided for a 
double standard and a bimetallic currency. Ham- 
iiton, who was an able lawyer in his day and who 
had so much to do with the passage of the mint 
act, went. to his grave in the belief that a doub!e 
standard had been established. Jefferson, who 
was a lawyer, and perhaps as good a one as Smith, 
was convinced that the legislation of 1792 created 
a double standard. He took a special interest in 
the subject because when serving in the Congress 
of the Confederation he had leaned toward the 
single silver standard. But when he was in Wash- 
ington’s Cabinet as Gecretary of State, at the head 
of a department to which the mint was attached 
for some years, he was a bimetallist—a gold and 
silver man. The passages quoted by Judge Vin- 
cent, in which Jefferson expresses his concurrence 
with Hamilton's views in favor of bimetallism, are 
conveniently ignored by Smith. 

Law books say that in endeavoring to ascertain 
the meaning of'a stattte the ‘“‘contemporaneous 
exposition’’ should be heeded. The eminent coun- 
sel who have been arguing the income tax cases 
before the Supreme Court did not negtect that aa- 
vice and they went deep into the history of that 
constitutional provision on which the controversy 
turned. Smith says he has read the statute of 
1792, but has not ‘“‘studied up the history of the 
case as closely as has Judge Vincent."’ He is of the 
opinion that what Hamilton and other statesmen 
eaid at the time of the passage of the act.is of no 
consequence. He disregards the contempora- 
neous exposition’’ altogether. Ejther he is great- 
er and wiser that his law s—~—or he has not read 
them with care. 

Mr. Smith says Hamilton’s report with Jeffer- 
son's backing recommending the adoption of a bi- 
metallio standard was disregarded by Congress. 
Yet there is not a word in the debates to that ef- 
fect. There is no committee report reeommending 
that the plan of the Secretary of the Treasury and 
of the Secretary of State be emasculated in a vital 
point. Here is where Smith’s ignorance of history 
plays havoc with his argument. He may not know 
that Hamilton was the leader of the Federalists 
and that Jefferson was the chief of the Demo- 
cratic-Republicans. He certainly is not aware of 
the control these two men exercised over their fol- 
lowers in the Senate and House. If he were he 
would see the absurdity of his assumption that a 
recommendation of the heads of the tww parties 
was ignored with unanimity and without a word 
being said aboutit. When Hamilton and Jefferson 
pulled together Congress did what they recom- 
mended. 

Hamilton and his colleague proposed the adop- 
tion of a double standard. That there might be 
such a standard there had to be a ratio of values 
of the two metals—gold and silver—agreed on. 
Hamilton suggested the ratio of 15 to 1. That 
Congress adopted the ratio Smith does not deny. 
But in adopting the ratio it adopted the double 
standard. If gold was not made a legal tender 
why was Sec. li enacted? Why were the weights 
of eagies and half and quarter eagles fixed in Sec. 
9 as so many units of value,.to be exactly one- 
fifteenth of the same value in pure silver? And 
if the silver dollar was the sole unit of value how 
did Jefferson come to disregard it in 1805 and sup- 
press its coinage, leaving the country without any 
physical units of value? And why did all succeed- 
ing Presidents up to Jackson's time enforce his 
suppression of the silver dollar? 

And why did Congress overweight silver dollars 
relative to gold in the act of 1834, so that they 
were worth two or three cents more commercially 
as bullion than they were as debt-paying money ? 
This legislation remained undisturb@d for forty 
years, or till 1875. Was silver the sole standard 
of values during that period? Coin says it was. 
Every one knows that during that period there 
was nominally a double standard and actually a 
single standard. Was not silver demonetized 
practically by the act of 1875, which cut down the 
gold dollar slightly? But that act did not in words 
make gold the standard. It. did not make 
gold. a legal tender for the first time. It was 
unnecessary, for gold had been one of the standards 
of value since 1792. It was the sole one after 
1834, for all debts were contracted on the basis of 
100-cent gold dollars and not of 102-cent non-ex- 
istent silver dollars, and they were paid in the 
former. 

It is doubtful whether he has read the statute 
he attempts to construe. He speaks only of the 
ninth section. which gives the ‘‘denominations. 
values, and desacriptions’’ of the coins which were 
to be struck. He does not refer to the eleventh 
section of the act, which reads as follows: 

‘The proportional value of gold to silver in all 
coins which shall, by law, be current as money 
within the United States shall be as fifteen to 
one, according to quantity in weight of pure gold 
or pure silver; that is to say, every. fifteen pounds 
weight of pure silver shall be of equal value in 
all payments with one pound weight of pure 
gold, and so in proportion as to greater or less 
quantities of the respective metais.’’ 

One of the rules for construing statutes is that 
it shall be taken as a whole and not piecemeal, 
and that it shall be so construed as to give due ef- 
fect to every section. Mr. Smith violated all the 
rules of construction by leaving out of considera- 
tion this vital section which determines the propor- 
tional values of gold and silver in order to havea 
double standard. It was inserted for no other pur- 
pose. There could be no other. Had silver been 
the sole unit of value it would have been un- 
necessary to say that every fifteen pounds weight 
of pure coined silver should have the same debt- 
paying power as a pound of gold. The units of 
value, therefore; were gold and silver at a cer- 
tain ratio. One ounce of gold When coined ex- 
tinguished as much. debt as did fifteen ounces of 
a Sanith had considerable to say about ‘‘money’’-- 
to the effect that nothing was legal tender except 


‘‘money,”* that the metals, silver and gold, were 


the materials from which money could We coined, 
and that unless coined they are not moéney—. e., 
legal tender coins endowed with the power of pay- 
ing debts, etc. Now as gold is named first as 
money ‘‘to be struck and coined” in Sec. 9, and 
both metals are named as money, both were mace 
legal tenders and became ‘“‘money’’ according to 
Smith’s definition. The relative weights and val- 
ues of the gold and silver coins are fixed in Secs. 
9 and 11 of the mint act. This alone is abundant 
proof that it was the intention of the Congress of 


1792 to establish bimetallism.

But they did not say that 3714 grains of 
silver was the sole unit of values. There was a 
gold unit, though ft was uncoined, jyst as under 
the confederation there was a silver unit, though 
it had no coined dollar to embody it. 

If the ninth section of the act of 1792 had not had 
a word about silver and had not said what metal 
the ‘‘dollar or units’’ were to be made of the coun- 
try would have had @ gold and a copper currency 
only, but there would not have been the least ques- 
tion as to the value of any of those coins. Thus it 
is evident that silver was not the sole standard of 
value. Gold and silver were the standards. The 
gold coins were for the larger payments and the 
silver for the little ones. It was expected both 
would cireulate, for it was believed that the ratio 
on which the double standard was based was a 
correct one. It proved not to be and the under- 
valued gold left the country. At a later day the 
undervalued silver did the same. 

Mr. Smith has made two mistakes. He has not 
read the whole mint act and has not understood 
what he did read. And he has disregarded utterly 
what the framers end the administrators of the 
law had to say on that subject during half a 
century. g 


FREDERICK W. TOURTELLOTTE IS DEAD. 


Pioneer of the Chicago Bar Passes Away=— 
Sketch of His Career, 


Frederick W. Tourtellotte died yesterday at 
his residence, No. 3432 Vernon avenue, of 
Bright’s disease of the kidneys after ‘an ill- 
ness of but a few days. 

Mr. Tourtellotte was born in Thompson, 
Windham County, Conn., in 1837, and was 
the son of Joseph and Amy Tourtellotte. He 
was one of the videst lawyers in time of prac- 
tice at the Chicago bar. He came here in 
1858, and had been in continuous practice 
since. His education was obtained in the 
best institutions of learning in New England, 
his preparatory studies being in the schools 
of Providence, R. I., and thereabouts, sup- 
plemented by a course in Brown University, 
where he stood in the front rank of his ciass.

He then studied lawin and graduated from 
the Albany Law College and was admitted to 
the bar at the age of 21. On coming here he 
formed a partnership with Hamilton N. Eld- 
ridge, his classmate in the law school, which 
continued to the time of the death of Gen, 
Eldridge in November, 1882. During the 
last two years his son, Frederick J, Tourtel- 
lotte, has been associated with him. 

Mr. Tovrtellotte waa one of the well-known 
lawyers in Chicago and in the Northwest. 
During his many years of practice he was em- 
ployed in many of the most notable cases 5e- 
tore the higher courts in Illinois and the 
West. He was a successful jury lawyer, being 
an impressive and forcible advocate. He met 
and tried causes with eome of the most emi- 
nent attorneys in the United States, and the 
result was generally in his favor. While 
active and prominent in politics he never 
would allow his friends to name him for any 
office, so devoted was he to his profession and 
family. He was a friend of reform anda 
strong opponent of anything which had e 
taint of venality and corruption. His trusts 
were always discharged with fidelity and 
ability. Thegrasp of mind and power of 
commanding details distinguished him in his 
functions as a lawyer. He helped to make 
and has been an important factor iu the for- 
mation of the jurisprudence of Chicago and 
Illinois. 

He was patriotie and a friend of his coun- 
try. In 1862 he and his law partner raised 
and equipped the One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Illinois Infantry, in the movements of 
which he always took a deep interest, though 
he could not, on account of circumstances, 
go with the regiment as an officer, 

The Tourtellotte family was of French 
Huguenot descent, and was among the refu- 
gees who fled to America to escape Catholic 
persecution after the edict of Nantes. The 
family founded acolony in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts and became one of the most promi- 
nent of the older families of Eastern New 
England. 

In 1861 Mr. Tourtellotte married Julia 
Isabella Judson, the only child of Dr. Edwin 
Judson, a wealthy and prominent citizen of 
Chicago now aeceased, They have one child, 
Frederick Judson. Of his immediate famuly 
the widow, son, and three brothers survive 
him, He wasa ree Mason of high degree.

For the First Cabinet Meeting. 

When Lord Salisbury holds his first Cabinet 
mesting next Tuesday he will meet his. col- 
leagues with something like 155 votes of ma- 
jority at his back. His own Tories have 
just a bare majority of the entire 
House, so that he could do nothing with- 
out his Liberal-Unionist allies. It is just 
now, however, a favorite speculation 
with the Conservatives that Chamberiain’s 
personal following among. these latter 
is atthe utmost 40 strong, and that if he 
were expelled and even if he took all these 
with him inte the opposition Salisbury and 
Devonshire would still control a sufficiently 
powerful majority of 75 and could laugh 
at Birmmgham for six long years, Mathe- 
matically this doubtless approximates the 
truth, but Chamberlain stands for something 
much more important than figures, as would 
quickly enough be shown to anybody who 
tried to close him out of his share of this ex- 
traordinary victory.

Mr, Giaa- 
stone concludes his letter to Mr, Ramsay’s 
opponent thus: “I am out of the political 
world, but there is hardly more than one of 
the successes achieved by the Liberais in 
this singular election which has given me 
greater pleasure than the result which you 
have so kindly announced.’” 

Depew’s Renewed Successes, 

Chauncey M. Depew has renewed his an- 
nual social success in London. The ‘ord 
Mayor gave him a luncheon Wednesday. He 
has been invited to all the great functions of 
the week, and yesterday Creighton Webb had 
Lord Duncannon, the late Speaker’s private 
secretary, Lord and Lady Galway, Senator 
and Mrs. Gray, Lord Kenmare of Killarney, 
and several of the most noted beauties in 
London to meet him at an elaborate lunch- 
eon. One newspaper or another has inter- 
viewed him daily and his utterances, particu- 
larly on the Irish question in America, al- 
ready cabled, have aroused widespread com- 
ment. He will leave Wednesday for Faris 
and Hamburg. 

Ex-Mayor and Mrs. Grant sailed by the St. 
Louis today. Mr. Croker is at New Market. 
He positively deciines to say anything on the 
Sunday closing question. A. J. Cassatt com- 
pleted: yesterday the purchase of the fine 
steam yacht Sadie, formally the property of 
the Duke of Norfolk.

Novel Dinner in Paris. 

The Paris newspapers are making much of 
a dinner given ina restaurant in the Bois de 
Boulogne by Rodman’ Wanamaker, at which 
each of the twenty-two guests was furnished 
with a separate landau to drive him from his 
residence to the restaurant.

The Government to Follow the Lead. 


The government will be quick to follow the 
new Parliament if not to lead it ina change of 
policy respecting an international conference 
of the silver question. The Bimetallic League 
has not yet completed the list of menbers 
known to favor its cause, but it has scored an 
important accession of strength in the Com- 
mons. In the textile manufacturing districts 
and the agricultural sections many candidates 
were elected on this question alone. Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre, for example, wasdefeated by a 
narrow majority, and the Liberal leaders nan- 
aging his canvass admit that the result was 
produced by desertions from the party caused 
by his hostility to bimetallism and his oppon- 
ent’s advocacy of it. 

In many close districts the currency vote 
was undoubtedly strong enough to decide the 
election. The league’s influence was brought 
to bear directly or indirectly upon 250 bor- 
oughs and districts. Candidates were ques- 
tioned on this subject and their answers were 
published. The bimetallists do not attempt 
to forecast their future operations, but they 
are confident that the new Parliament and 
the Unionists’ guvernment are more friendly 
to the reopening of the silver question in an 
international conference than the recent Par- 
liament and government were. 


No Sympathy for the “Coin” Kind. 


They disclaim emphatically all sympathy 
with the silyer monometallists of **Coin’s 
Financial School,’’ whose vagaries and illog- 
ical arguments only tend to discredit the bi- 
metallist cause. Financiers in Lombard 
street speak hopefully of the improved con- 
dition of the Treasury at Washington. While 
they consider that the American Government

the crisis. They assert that there is nothing 
to prevent Wall street speculators from ex- 
porting gold for the sake of influencing the 
market, but deny that operations of this kind 
ean be directly profitable under existing con- 
ditions of exchange, but only indirectly by 
affecting the values of stocks in the general 
list. ‘The season has reached the stage where 
exchange is running against England, and 
gold will naturally remain in New York now. 

It is anderstood among London financiers 
that the syndicate obligations to protect the 
Treasury by regulating the exchange were 
not limited to any specific period.

Agree on the Statue. 

The committee empowered by Park Com- 
missioner Squirer to consult with Mr. Fred- 
erick MacMonnies, in Paris, respecting his 
design for the statuary of the Soidiers’ Arch, 
at the entrance of Prospect Park, Brooklyr, 
has agreed with thesculptor in the opinion 
that horses are necessary from an architect- 
ural point of view in the side groups under- 
lying the quadriga. The pedestals resemble 
that of the statue of Bartolomeo Colleoni in 
Venice, and the lines require a figure on tho 
horse, The sculptor has designed an impres- 
sive quadriga, with armed peace in a chariot 
drawn by four horses, ana has placed eques- 
trian statues on the side pedestals—Grant on 
one hand and Lincoln on the other. 

The effect of the three groups of statuary is 
excellent and the pedestals are used for the 
purpose for which they are made. Grant on 
horseback is properly mounted, but Lincoln 
is not ordinarily represented in the saddle, 
although he was in the Black Hawk war and 
was Commander-in-Chief of the army under 
the Constitution. The side groups of statuary 
are not yet settled upon by the committee, 
but Mr. Stanford White and Mr. E. R. Ken- 
nedy agree with the sculptor that the pedestals 
should carry equestrian statues or be cut away 
entirely. Sherman, of course, could be 
substitated for Lincoln and properly put on 
horseback, but Lincoln belongs on the arch 
somewhere, and if he goes on the pedestal 
architecture requires that he should be on 
horseback. Commissioner Squirer will have 
to decide whether to cutoff the pedestals to 
five feet from the ground, or to allow the 
sculptor to provide the only appropriate 
architectural crowning—namely: equestrian 
statues. 

Saints Leave for Geneva. 

Dr. Field has his own reminiscences of 
Paris, for he saw the old palace of the Tuile- 
ries in the hands of the mob on that February 
day in 1848. The saints left Paris yesterday 
—following the singers to Geneva and Zurich, 
whence they will go to Heidelberg, Cologne, 
and Holland. Every member of the party is 
enjoying this unique Presbyterian pilgrimage. 

Changes in the Army. 

The official announcement that Lord Rob- 
erts will succeed Lord Wolseley as command- 
er of the forces in Ireland is followed by ru- 
mors that the Duke of Connaught will foilow 
the Duke of Cambridge as Commander-in- 
Chief of the army. It is hardly creditable 
that Lord Salisbury will makeso seriousa 
blunder. The Duke of Connaught, while an 
amiable Prince, certainly cannot rival Lord 
Wolseley, Lord Roberts, or Sir Redvers Bul- 
lerin military experience. His appointment 
will perpetuate the system of having a royal 
Commander-in-Chief who cannot be held re- 
sponsible for the military administration, but 
must be protected for the sake of the mon- 
archy whenever awkward questions are 
raised. The Duke of Cambridge showed in 
his recent pathetic speech that he had been 
forced and would gladly remain in harness. 

Mr. Depew in London. 

Mr. Depew came to London -for a fort- 

night’s rest, but invitations have overwhelmed 
him morning, noon, and night. With lunch- 
eon at the Lord Mayor’s ana cards for break- 
fasts, receptions. and dinners, he has needed 
the services of Lieut. Duval, who arrived 
Thursday, to keep the run of his many ap- 
pointments. Mr. Depew will stay until Tues- 
day, when he will goto Homburg for a fort- 
night. Heis in excellent health and spirits 
and can hardly believe that London is dull 
and the season at an end. He has observed a 
marked enterprise in journalism. On his last 
visit he was subjected to his first interview 
from the London press, but the proceedings 
were conducted with great dignity 
and. a courteous offer was made 
for the submission of: proofs to him. This 
time, when taking his coffee at 6 o’clock in 
Southampton, preparatory to leaving the 
ship, he was seized uvon by a bustling re- 
porter, note book in hand, who demanded his 
opinion of the elections which had been going 
on while he was crossing the Atlantic. This 
convinced him that English journalism was 
coming on, Additional proof of the adop- 
tion of American methods was offered by a 
three-coluinn interview with him which ap- 
peared yesterday in the Westminster Gazette. 
Mr. Depew was frightened perhaps, when he 
reflected that he had deliberately allowed 
himself to be drawn into the deliverance of 
American opinions of the Liberal overturn, 
but he had no cause for alarm. He talked 
candidly and well, comparing and contrasting 
the political parties of Engiand and America, 
explaining clearly the home ruie sentiment 
in the United States, referring to Americans 
as singularly well informed on English 
affairs; to the dangerous tendencies on the 
socialistic side of British democracy, and 
eas comprehensive view of the Monroe 
doctrine and bimetallism. It was a charac. 
teristic exposition of American feeling on the 
issues of British policies, and has attracted 
close attention from English readers, who 
were weary of the conventional homilies of 
the party journals. 

The Presbyterian saints after saying their 
prayers in the crypt of the Cathedral at 
Canterbury crossed the channel on a calm 
day and entered Paris just as the singers were 
starting for Switzerland.

Although 
nearly 70, he retains his wonderful vivacity 
in conversation as well as his eloquence. 


Admiral Benham Leaves for Home, 

Admiral Berham sails today from South- 
ampton for New York after an enjoyable 
visit in England. Gen. William J. Sewell, 
Mr. Garrett A. Hobart, and Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. also return by the same ship.

‘LIBERALISM IS DEAD. 


LITTLE TRAGE LEFT OF THE OLD 
SPIRIT IN ENGLAND. 


Its Last Act in a Brilliant Record Was in 
1886 to Put the Ballot in the Hands 


of the Agricultural Laborer=Probable . 


Effect of the Elections on the Relations 
Between England aud the United 
StatesQuestion of Political Sympathy 
Considered. 

New York, July 27.—[Special.]—There are 
in this tremendous overturn of English polli- 
tics two things supremely important to us 
Americans. One is its probable effect on the 
cause Of Liberalism in Exgland itself and else- 
where, The other is its effect on the relations 
between Great Britain and the United States. 
Both concern us much more nearly than 
electoral details, interesting as these are. 

It is necessary to say plainly that Liberal- 
ism as we have known itin the past in En- 
gland is dead. When Mr, Gladstone was 
asked to make remarks on the Mefeat, 
he had nothing better’ to say than 
that the Liberal party can well afford 
to stand upon its record. That is true. 
It is a eplendid record, but it comes to an end 
with 1886. Its last great service, its last act 
of true Liberalism, was to enfranchise tne 
country voter in 1886, in other words to put 
the ballotin the hands of the agricultural 
laborer. That act democratized England. 
Then for the first time the balance of power 
passed from the middle classes, to whom in 
1852 and in 1868 it had descended from the 
aristocracy, and was confided” to the working 
classes. They who had heretofore possessed 
the franchise in limited degree, and as a 
minority of about one-third, became a major- 
ity of the whole electorate. The mission of 
Liberalism was far from being at an end with 
that great deed of emancipation, but the 
country was tired. 


Mr. Gladstone Growing Old. 

Mr. Gladstone was getting old, the Irish 
question was pressing, and in despair of re- 
turning to power otherwise he took up home 
rule, He put behind him the traditions of 
his Liberal past; he had before that put be- 
hind him the traditions of his Tory past. He 
rent the Liberal party in twain by his surren- 
der to Mr, Parnell.~ Nearly all of its best 
men, John Bright, the Duke of Argyll, Lord 
Hartmgton, Mr. Chamberlain, and mauy 
more clung to the Liberalism which Mr. 
Gladstone renounced, Mr, Gladstone carried 
with him the items of the party, a numerical 
majority plus a few eminent colleagues 
like Lord Spencer, Sir William Harcourt, 
and Lord Rosebery. But from that day Lib- 
eralism asa bistorical policy or an efficient 
political force ceased to exist. The Ameri- 
cans Whose sentiments and “sympathies en- 
twine them with the mere. reminiscences of 
Liberalism may be asked to say what it has 
since done to entitle it toclaim the old name. 
The Radicals soon captured it and the Social- 
ists soon captured the Radicals, and the party 
has ever since been on the down grade. 

Liberalism has . been completely trans- 
formed. It is Liberalism po longer, but So- 
cialistic Radicalism, and with the Socialistic 
Radicalism of England the Democracy 
of America—of course I do not mean 
Democracy in the party sense, but 
in the American sense—has almost nothing 
im common. Do we want to upset the exist- 
ing social fabric? Do we want to attack prop- 


erty? Do we want to legislate in the interest’ 
of classes? Do we want’ to adjust taxes so as 


to discourage thrift and to make our people 
pay, not as noweach in proportion to his 
means, but the rich and moderately well off 
to pay forall the rest? Do we want inequal- 
ity before the law? Do we want to confiscate 
land or corporate rights? If we do we can 
sympathize with the socialistic radicalism 
still masquerading for some purposes in Ep- 
gland under the name of Liberalism; nay, 
more than that, for these are incidental and 
the other is vital. Do we want to put

Constitution of Great Britain, without any 
check or safeguard whatever and without any 
reference whatever to the people, 
Effect of Unionist Victory. 

More important still to usis the probable 
effect of this Unionist victory on our relations 
with America. Wearo wonttothink of the 
Liberals as preéminuently friends to America 
and the party which we nickname Tory as hos- 
tile to America. I think both parties with 
respect to purely international relations about 
ona level. Thereis,so far as I know, no 
anti-American party in England, none in the 
sense in which there isan anti-English party 
here, Radical hostility is a hostility ito 
American principles, to Americar precedents, 
to American ideas of the sanctity of law, and 
especially constitutional law, to American re- 
spect for social order, and much elise, Itis 
the Conservatives who agree with us in these 
grave matters, the Conservative who 
turn to the United States for prece- 
dents, the Conservatives who ad- 
mire the working of our Constitution. 
We agree with the Conservatives, whether 
we know or not, in those things which are es- 
sential, those grave questions which lie at the 
foundation of society. . We disagree with the 
Radicals, and they with us. They deride our 
Constitution asa legacy from incompetent 
legislators. It is to them the dead hand 
which stifles the free play of popular institu- 
tions and checks those popular impulses, 
those guests of popular passion, every one of 
which, according to English radicalism, 
ought to be able to express itself instantly on 
the statute book as a law or find a piace in 
the Constitution itself. We are odious to ther 
as a political example. That is a truth which 
bo man can dispute who knows anything of 
the political literature and history of England 
for the last ten years, and especially the last 
hve, 


Question of Political Sympathy. 


But look at this question of political sym- 
pathy historically, Itis the old liberalism, 


Iam toid, which was friendly to America and | 


the old conservatism which was hostile, I 
wiiltake the most critical period and the 
most splendid instances, It must be admit- 
tel that during the earlier part of the Civil 
War public opinion as a whole in England, 
whether Liberal or Conservative, was against 
the Union and for disunion. Admitting that, 
I ask which of the two did us most 
harm, and who were the men whose 
voices were loudest against us? Beyond 
doubt the Liberals, It was Lord John Rus. 
sell who let loose the Alabama and cried ex- 
ultingly that the republican bubble had 
burst. It was Mr. Gladstone who exclaimed 
not less exultingly that Jefferson Davis had 
made a nation. Who was the real leader of 
the Conservatives? Beyond doubt Mr. Dis- 
raeli, and it was Disraeli who did us the great- 


est sing! 
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| to be done (if at all) with the support of both 


parties, and it was Disraeli’s peremptory neg- 
ative which prevented it. That is the record, 
and upon it which of the two parties in En- 
gland do you say proved itself most friendly 
to America? 


No One Cause for the Result. 

With nearly all the returns in and but seven 
seats to hear from out of 670 the Unionist 
majority is 153, and will probably remain 
about 150. It has become clear that no one 
cause will account for such a political rev- 
olution as this. Mr, Gladstone had a major- 
ity of 40 in the general election of August, 
1892. Less than three years have sufficed 
to convert thisintoa Unionist majority of 
four times that number. The change in the 
popular vote is much greater than might ap- 
pear even from these figures. The three 
leaders—three contending leaders for elec- 
toral purposes—of the Liberal party stood on 
three different platforms. Lord Rosebery 
against the House of Lords, Sir William 
Harcourt for local veto, and Mr. John Mor- 
ley for home rule, 

There can be no doubt that the people of 
Engiand have pronounced decisively on those 
three issues. They do not wish to abolish the 
House of Lords, they will not have local veto, 
and they will not have home rule for Ireland. 
What is equally clear is that they will not 
have the Socialistic Radical to rule over them. 
He himself admits it, The authentic voice of 
the Socialistic Radical is to be hard through 
the London Chronicle. That able but mis- 
chievous journal admits that its cause has 
sustained a severe and almost unparalleled 
disaster, and admits that the main cause of it 
is the popular reaction against the 
program of progressive action. which 
the Socialistic Radicale pressed upon 
the country. What the electorate desire, says 
this journal. “‘is pure negation, mere preser- 
vation of the status quo, absolute unqualified 
conservatism.”’ Thatis half the truth, and 
not more than half, even when the Chronicle 
adds that the English are sick of the miser- 
able Irish quarrel. These gentlemen, of 
course, will never admit that any body has any 
plan of reform but themselves. They ignore 
Mr. Chamberlain with his constructive eocial 
reform because he and his program are social 
and not socialistic. They ignore the an- 
nounced and public agreement on: social 
questions between Mr, Chamberlain, Mr. Bal- 
four, and Lord Salisbury, They ignore the 
very large social schemes put forth by Mr. 
Balfour in his address to his constituents of 
East Manchester. 

Ail these undoubtedly had an influence, 
though probably less influence than the gen- 
eral weariness and disgust at the long record 
of legislative incapacity and abortive revolu- 
tionary schemes which, together, make up 
the history of the Liberal party since Mr. 
Gladstone became Prime Minister in 1892, 
Yet even now the Radicals who have brought 
ruin upon what Mr, Gladstone had left of 
the party cling to their Radicalism, The 
Chronicle ‘still insists thgt social Rad- 
icalism has not been defeated, but that 
it is “upon the older, stagnant, 
hopeless form of the Liberalism that the 
heaviest blows have fallen.’’ From the bot- 
tom of the ditch into which it has led the 
party Radicalism gurgies out that it must be 
more radical than ever and more socialistic 
than ever, that the older Liberalism has noth- 
ing to offer and no place in the political 
future, while a new progressive party is to 
undertake the supreme task of building up 
the British democracy of the future. On such 
men the lesson of defeat and all other lessans 
are thrown away.

POLITICIANS ARE EXCITED AND BUSY. 


Chairman Tanner in Town and Talks with 
Some State Committeemen, 


While they tried hard to Keep out of sight 
and pretended when any one happened to en- 
counter them that there waa nothing unusual 
going on, certain politicians werg awfully 
busy yesterday. The call of Chairman Tan- 
ner fora meeting of the Republican State 
Central committee at Springfield next Tues- 
day has caused a good deal of excitement as 
well as considerable activity, especially in 
circles where it is expected somebody will be 


hauled up and disciplined. 

It has gone out in the shape of rumored 
information, a seems to be generally 
understood, that Mr. Tanner’s chief 
object in bring the committee 
together at this particular time is to advise 
the Republican members of the Legislature 
that they ought to adjourn and go home just 
as soon as possible, In fact, Chairman Tan- 
ner said yesterday a long session was not de- 
sirable, Butsomeof the members appear 
determined upon dragging it out. They are 
the ones with whom it is thought necessary to 
labor in an advisory way. 

Some of them represent Chicago districts, 
and it is believed have friends on the Central 
committee whose influence they would not 
care to resist or ignore. And they are the 
men who were busy yesterday. (Chair- 
man Tanner was in town and i whe 
made it convenient to see a few of the com- 
mitteemen and party leaders. A caucus was 
to have been held at the Great Northern 
Hotel, but it failed to materialize. Instead, 
there was a sort of conference over at the 
* 12:45 ”’ club, where Mr. Tanner met Dr. 
T. N. Johnson, Chairman of the Executive 
committee, William Lorrimer, Daniel 
Healy, Henry L. Hertz, and others. They 
did nothing more,-however, than discuss the 
situation. At least thatisallany one would 
consent to say was done. Mr. Healy de- 
clared he took no part whatever in the con- 
ference, 

Chairman Tanner had this to say: 

So far as dealing with the Legislature or legis- 
lative matters is concerned, the Central commit- 
tec can do nothing. except in an advisory way. If 
it attempts to do anything it will simp!ty betoad- 
vise members as to what may be deemed to be 
for the best interests of tae people. as well as the 
party. There seoms to be a widespread and ap- 
parently justifiabie feeling that there is nothing 
to be gained by a long session. Except the reve- 
nue, the arbitration, and the levy bills there is 
nothing before the two Houses that is not old 
and bas been kicked out of every Assembly since 
l was a boy. 

The revenue jaw needs to be amended. The 
present law is a good one if it could only be en- 
forced, but since the Supreme Court held that 
swearing a lie to Assessor's returns was not per- 
jury the aggregate assessment of the State has 
dwindled down from $1.200.000,000 to $1,500,- 
000,000 in 1873-'74 to son thing less than $800,- 
000,000 in 1894-95. This, too, in face of the 
fact that the State has increased more 
than one-third in population and has 
more than doubied in wealth. Therefore 
the passage of an amendment to the law fixing a 
penalty on the Asséssors for making and _ swear- 
ing to false returns, isin the judgment of many 
about all that is necessary to insure the listiig 
of ail property at a fair valuation. 

However, this matter is not alone the most im- 
portant thing to come before the committees. 
There is a Congressional vacancy in the Eight- 
eenth District, and probabiy the Governor will 
order an election there before long. It is 
necessary, therefore, that the Republicans make 
every elfort to elect their candidate, and by as 
large a majority as they gave Frederick Remann 
last November. The resuitof that election will 
be watched with interest by the whole country 
and if there is a falling off in the majority it will 
by asserted by the Democrats to be a change of 
sentiment. Boing an off year naturally the inter- 
est is not as great, consequeptly work has got to 
be done by the committee. 

Chairman Hinrichsen’s object in calling 
the Democratic State Central committee to 
meet in this city Tuesday does not seem to be 
clearly understood by the Democrats here. 
Several of them were asked for information 
yesterday, and the only answer they gave was 
they supposed Mr. Hinrichsen had some new 
scheme he wants to spring. 


SPANIARDS TREATED CORDIALLY. 


Visit of the Warships Evokes an Interest- 
ing Remark from the Queen. 

London, July 27.—The visit of the Italian 
fleet to Portsmouth last week was followed 
by the stay of the Spanish squadron at Ply- 
mouth, where the Spaniards were treated with 
the greatest cordiality, in accordance with the 
Queen’s own instructions sent to the authori- 
ties of Plymouth, An interesting remark in 
this connection was made by the Queen dur- 
ing the course ofa dinner at Windsor Castle, 
previous to her Majesty’s departure for Os- 
borne. 

A guest suggested that the visit of the war- 
ships of Spain would have been more inter- 
esting if the Spanish and Italian sailors had 
fraternized at Portsmouth, where, besides, the 
Spaniards would have been able to see more 
naval works than they could at Plymouth. 
Thereupon, the Queen observed quietly that 
possibly Plymouth Hoe would interest them 
more, This reference to the historic scene 
there at the time of the Armada she empha- 
sized by contrasting the historica! dispatch 
sent from Piymouth to Queen Elizabeth at 
Windsor 300 years ago with her own kindly 
message sent that day, instructing the author- 
ities of Plymouth to show the Spanish sailors 
the warmest hospitalit . : 

It was off Piymouth Hoe (a high rock), it 
will be remembered, that the British Lord 
High Admiral, Lord Howard of Effingham, 
having under him such renowned mariners as 
Drake, Hawkins, and’ Frobisher, assembied 
the eighty comparatively small ‘and lightly 
armei vessels, which, on July 21, 1588,

BIG SCHEME ON FOOT. 


PENNSYLVANIA AND BURLINGTON 
SYSTEMS JOIN FOROES. 


7 
This Combination Provides a New Trans- 


continental Through Line from Ocean 
to Ocean=—In Part the Alliance Between 
the Vanderbilt Lines and the Union 
Pacific Is the MotiveeJoint System to 
Be Managed by an Executive Commit- 
tee on the English Plan. 


With the steady improvement in the finan- 
cial affairs of the country and the prospects 
of large crops and prosperous times new 
gigantic railroad deals and combinations are 
again coming to the surface, 

About two years ago well defined rumors 
gained credence that a combination or con- 
solidation of the Pennsylvania and Burling- 
ton interests was contemplated. The finan- 
cial panic following the World’s Fair check- 
mated this scheme, as it did many others of 
this nature, and it was generally believed the 
proposed deal between the Pennsylvania and 
Burlington had been entirely abandoned. 
Lately, however, the proposed alliance be- 
tween the two great systems of railroads hag 
again come to the surface, and the opinion is 
freely expressed by parties who are supposed 
to be well posted that before another year has 
passed the Pennsylvania and Burlington sys- 
tems will be united into one grand transcon- 
tinental through’ line, extending from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. Heretofore the Penn- 
sylvania has rigidiy remained within the lim- 
its between New York, Chicago, and St. Louis 
and has exchanged business with all the rail- 
roads west of theMississippi River. There 
were elements of strength in this position, 
but there have been so many other. trans- 
continental combinations between LKastern 
and Western railroads there was really no 
choice but for the Pennsylvania sooner or 
later to follow suit. The fact also that the 
Vanderbilts have had a traffic alliance with 
the Union Pacific for several years and are 
gradually gaining a large interest in that 
road has placed tne Pennsylvania at a great 
disadvantage. 

The proposed alliance between the Penn- 
sylvania and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
system if consummated. wouid make one of 
the largest combipations in the United States, 
The total mileage would exceed 12.000 miles, 
including leased lines and the roads controlled 
by each of these companies, 

If the deal is carried out according to pro- 
gram the Pennsylvania will be represented in 
the directory of the Burlington and the Bur- 
lington will have a corresponding foothold in 
the directory of the Pennsylvania. The prac- 
tical management of the combined systems 
is to be by an Executive committee instead 
of a President. Both Presidents Roberts 
and Perkins are to remain at the head of their 
respective companies, but they will not have 
the same powers as at present. 

The contemplated plain is similar to the 
management of the English railroads, and is 
in accordance with the suggestions of the 
English stockholders of both companies, The 
terms of the proposed arrangement are that 
the Pennsylvania shall torn over all its west- 
bound business going west of Chicago to the 
Rurlington and the Burlington shall give the 
Penusyivania the exclusive benefit of its east- 
bound traffic, 


RAILROADS WILL CUT THE RATES. 


Unauthorized Tariffs, Evansville to St. Pau), 
; Ordered to Be Withdrawn. 

Complaint was made at the last meeting of 
the Western and Northwestern lines of the 
Western Freight Association, alleging manip- 
ulation and cutting of rates from Evansville, 
Ind., to St. Paul, Minn. 
after discussion referred to Chairman Midg- 
ley, with the understanding that he would in- 
vestigate and if unauthorized tariffs were 
found to exist that he would take steps to se- 
cure the withdrawal of the same. 

In a circular just issued Chairman Midgley 
says it appears that pursuant to ruling made 
March last all lines withdrew unauthorized 
tariffs. Soon thereafter the Chicago and 
Northwestern found a copy of a tariff issued 
by the Evansville and Terre Haute railroad 
and immediately duplicated it via Chicago. 
That was regarded sufficient provocation for 
the lowa Central to join the Peoria, Decatur 
and Evapsviile in a tariff via Peoria, In tak- 
ing the matter up with the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul and Iowa Centra: the former 
said the Chairman’s ruling would be strictly 
enforced so far as traffic via that company’s 
road is concerned. The lowa Certra! re- 
ferred to the Chicago and Northwestern tariff 
as justification for the former company’s act. 

The troubie is, Chairman Midgley says, 
that one line declines to withdraw its tariff 
until notice has been received from all other 
lines that the unauthorized tariffs have been 
canceled, Adherence to such a pvusition, he 
says, would defeat ‘all attempts to correct a 
tangled situation, as, relyimg upon the weak. 
ness of members, their connections would 
manage to work one line against the other in 
efforts to maintain the 30. cent scaie from 
Evansville proper to St. Paul. As the adop- 
tion of the 80 cent scale between those points 
is clearly unauthorized Chairman ‘Midgley 
rules that all freight schedules, circulars, or 
other advices which either of the parties to 
the agreement ot the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation have in effect on the 80 cent scale, 
first class, Evansville, Ind., to St. Paul, 
Minn., as individual issues or joint pubiica- 
tions with members or with connections south 
of Chicago or Peoria and east of the Missis- 
sippi River to and including East St. Louis. 
should be withdrawn and canceled, and in 
lieu thereof there should be promulgated 
rates based upon the lowest combination of 
locals. The above requirement members are 
requested to make effective Aug. 10 next.

Portland, Ore., July 27.—The confirmation of 
the sale of the Oregon Pacific railroad to EK. L. 
Bonner and A.B. Hammond extinguishes the 
bonded indebtedness of $15,000,000 and inter-

Tus TRIBUNE prints in another column 
an article from the New York Sun based on 
the address delivered by Gen. James H., 
Wilson at the unvetling of the statue of Gen. 
John Buford. In that address Gen. Wilson 
ascribed to Buford the credit of the selection 
of the field on which the battle of Gettys- 
burg was fought. He chose the ground with 
the quick eye of a General, and he retained 
possession of it with the unylelding deter- 
mination of a veteran soldier until the rest 
of the army came up and relieved him. He 
“ successfully covered the formation of the 
line on the ridges against which Lee’s vet- 
eran corps fought themselves to a frazzle in 
the two days’ bloody conflict that fol- 
lowed.”’ 

Whatever is written on this subject ought 
to be of especial interest to Illinoisans, for 
Buford belonged to this State, and in the 
cavalry division which he commanded at 
Gettysburg were two Illinois regiments—the 
Eighth and Twelfth. The first brigade in 
the division was commanded by Col. William 
Gamble of this city, while Maj. Beveridge. 
afterwards Governor, was in command of the 
Eighth Illinois. Other Chicagoans were also 
present at and took an active part in that 
hard fighting which preluded the death- 
grapple at Gettysburg. 


BRIBING MEN TO DO THEIR DUTY. 

A city paper says that the Council can be 
reformed and made a thing of beauty and 
of joy forever by reducing the number of 
wards and gerrymandering them so as to 
give the tough sections less representation 
than their numerical strength would entitle 
them to, and also by paying suitable salaries 
to the good men who will be elected Alder- 
men when the wards have been gerry- 
mandered so as to give good citizens the best 
of it. 

The idea of reducing the number of wards 
has been adopted for the ten County Com- 
missioners who are elected from the city. 
They are all chosen at the same time and are 
voted for by the entire body of citizens. 
Their duties are not as multifarious as those 
of the Aldermen, but they are of great im- 
portance. Yet in spite of the fact that the 
Commissioners are not elected from rotten 
boroughs or wards where the saloonkeeper 
holds undisputed sway, and in spite of the 
further fact that they get good salaries, it 
is not probable that the city would be much 
better governed if they managed its affairs. 

As for gerrymandering the wards so that 
the vote of one good citizen shall have as 
much weight in the election of an Alderman 
as those of half a dozen bad citizens, it must 
not be forgotten that whatever gerryman- 
dering may be done hereafter will be done 
by the Council itself. And if it is composed 
of the class of men in the ascendency there 
now the new wards will be laid out in such 
a way that no decent man will be able to 
break into the Council. 

The further statement that when big sal- 
aries are paid competent and honest men 
can be found in abundance who will accept 
nominaticns as Aldermen suggests the in- 
quiry why honest and competent men are so 
unwilling to accept nominations now, and 
will have to be bribed to take them? It is 
not necessary in England to hold out money 
to induce men to take these municipal of- 
fices. The members of the London County 
Council, whose duties are very onerous, get 
no pay whatever. Yet those positions are 
sought for by men of the highest rank and 
business standing. The members of City 
Councils are not salaried, but there is no 
lack of competent and honest men, for it is 
considered an honor to belong to the Council. 
That was what Chancellor Kent thought 
three-quarters of a century ago would be the 
case in New York City. He believed that 
retired business-men would be glad to serve 
as Assistant Aldermen, since they would be 
provided with an honorable occupation for 
their leisure moments. 

If the honest and competent men of this 
city are so devoid of public spirit that they 
are unwilling to give up some of their spare 
time to the discharge of municipal duties 
unless they are paid for it it would be well 
to inoculate them with the feelings which 
animate Englishmen. If a retired merchant 
on the other side of the Atlantic does not feel 
it beneath his dignity to be an Alderman 
why should a retired merchant here deem 
that place beneath him unless he is paid a 
big salary to cure “the hurt that honor 
feels’’? 

If a large salary has attractions for first- 
class men it has attractions for tenth-rate 
men also. When the member of the “better 
classes” says that only mercenary motives 
induce him to accept an Aldermanic nomina- 
tion the small-fry politician or the saloon- 
keeper, who is‘actuated by no other motives, 
will be unable to see why he has not an equal 
right to that salary if he can get it. There 
will be sharper competition for Alder- 
manic positions than now, for if it happens 
to be a bad season for boodling t@ere will 
still be the salary to fall back on. 

If the “prominent citizen’ will not serve 
as Alderman for honor’s sake and because it 
isa public duty he need not expect to get that 
office after a high salary has been attached 
to it. The “boys’’ who are working now 
without pay, except ft be glory, are the ones 
who will get the jobs. 


IGNORANCE OF SOME REFORMERS. 
A clergyman, the Superintendent of the 


formulated a list of 163 reforms which it 
thinks are greatly needed, but has not se- 
cured one of them yet, has made out a list 
of the better and worse cities of this coun- 
try. New York is classed among the for- 
mer and Chicago among the latter. 

The reason assigned for this is that while 
Chicago has adopted civil service reform 
and has driven out the gamblers it has not 
closed the saloons Sundays, while New York 
has. Therefore, although the spoils system 
still exists in New York that city is more vir- 
tuous than Chicago. For according to this 
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merely suffering from the hallucination | 


“National Bureau of Reforms,”’ which has: 


would go for nothing. The civil service re- 
form law would be nullified. 

The people of New York gained a great 
deal at the last election, They turned 
Tammany out, the police and other depart- 
ments have been reformed, boodling and 
blackmailing have been checked or sup- 
pressed. In every respect the city govern- 
ment is decenter than it has been for many 
years. But by an enforcement of the Sun- 
day liquor law, of which the reformers said 
nothing before election, the fruits of last 
fall’s victory will be thrown away and 
Tammany given another lease of power. 

The choice in New York lies between bad 
government with Sunday saloons or good 
government with those saloons. Practical 
men will prefer the latter, though regret- 
ting the saloons. The head of the “ Na- 
tional Bureau of Reforms” will work en- 
thusiastically for the former. 

BOYS AT THE BRIDEWELL. 

Last week the Superintendent of the 
House of Correction told the Central Council 
of the Civic Federation some of the unpleas- 
ant features connected with the institution 
of which he has had charge for the last five 
years. Some of the statements made by 
him are a reflection on the intelligence and 
humanity of the entire city, and others on 
those of the Police Justices who are respon- 
sible for bridewell commitments. 

When a man of 93 is sent to that place of 
confinement for fifty-three days for pawning 
a set of harness he picked up on the prairie 
the presumption is that the Justice who 
heard the case was in a great hurry to get 
to his other office, where he does civil busi- 
ness, and imposed sentence automatically. 
So, too, in the case of the woman who was 
given the same number of days because she 
made veliement outcry while her husband 
was beating her and thus disturbed the 
neighbors. The peace was preserved by 
locking her up and letting her husband go 
free. So, too, in the case of a boy who was 
given fifty-three days for missing a sparrow 
and breaking a window with a stone he 
threw. 

Bad marksmanship should not have been 
punished so severely. Nor would it have 
been had the Justice been attending to his 
work. He was rushing through his docket, 
paying no attention to the evidence, but dis- 
charging all the even-number cases and 
sending all odd-number ones to the bride- 
well. Abuses of this kind cannot be reme- 
died entirely without some action on the 
part of the Legislature. It-could pass a law 
which would enable the city to secure the 
administration of real justice in the police 
courts, but the members of the General As- 
sembly do not seem to take much interest 
in the subject. 

The Superintendent said also that during 
the last five years 11,550 persons, 20 years 
old or under, had been sent to him from 
the police courts. Of these 2,270 were be- 
tween 10 and 15 years. While under his 
charge owing to the lack of cell-room, it 
was impossible to keep these boys apart 
from the grown-up offenders confined there, 
or to separate the first-term juvenile of- 
fenders from the boys who had been locked 
up before. Consequently most of these 
young fellows have hada tolerably complete 
criminal education, and have been prepared 
for the penitentiary, where so many of them 
will go finally. 

That the city should allow as expensive a 
system as this to remain in existence seems 
to indicate that the people lack both human- 
ity and business sense, for the rearing of 
criminals is one of the costliest enterprises 
a community can engagein. And yet there 
was nothing new in the facts stated by the 
Superintendent. They have been repeated 
year after year without securing a reform 
Something has been done. A school building 
has been erected at the bridewell and a 
school opened there. But the close asso- 
ciation between the juvenile and the adult 
prisoners continues, and the instruction the 
latter give is listened to with more pleasure 
and is absorbed more quickly than that given 
by the school teachers. 

The Aldermen have been urged often to 
make an appropriation for a separate cell- 
house for the boys. They have failed to do 
so because the people did not take any in- 
terest in the subject as far as they could 
see. When the community does get stirred 
up then the Aldermen will act. The only 
way to create a public sentiment which will 
influence the Council is to keep on telling 
these unpleasant facts until Chicagoans be- 
come ashamed of themselves and demand 
that this conversion of boys into criminals, 
whom policemen have to be paid to arrest 
and courts to punish, and for whose safe- 
keeping penitentiaries have to be main- 
tained, shall cease. 


DANGERS OF THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

The August number of the Forum con- 
tains the greater part of the address given 
last month before the graduating class of 
the Yale Law School by Justice Brown of 
the United States Supreme Court. Only 
brief extracts were published at the time it 
was delivered. Presenting, as it does, the 
views of a member of the highest American 
court regarding certain burning questions of 
the day it possesses a special value. 

If, says the Justice, any person had en- 
deavored to forecast at the time of the rati- 
fication of the Federal Constitution the 
events of the coming hundred years he 
would have left out of his calculations al- 
together those two inventions which have 
had the most influence on the progress of the 
century—the employment of steam for the 
purposes of transportation and of electric- 
ity for the transmission of intelligence, So 
whoever assumes to prophesy what the 
twentieth century will bring forth is likely 
to be as far astray as would have been the 
prophet of 1789, who could not foresee the 
consequences of steam and electricity. 

But there are certain secondary effects 
which have become apparent within the last 
third of a century which threaten not only 


a 


. to affect the political future of every State 


but also to revolutionize the entire pro- 
ductive industry of the world. They may be 
summed up in the one word “ consolida- 
tion.” The small States are absorbed by 
the great ones. Many small enterprises are 
replaced by a few large ones. Great corpora- 
tions monopolize the production of all the 
comforts and many of the necessaries of 
life. The small employer is disappearing, 
The processes of combination, says the 
Justice, have not only put Practically the 
entire manufacturing industry of the coun- 


try into the hands of corporations but have | 
enabled the latter to put an end to compe- | 
tition among themselves by the creation of | 


trusts. On the other hand, labor is gradu- 
ally consolidating, with the avowed pur- 
pose of dictating the terms upon which the 
productive and transportation industry of 
the country shall be carried on. The recon- 


ciliation of this strife between capital and la- . 


bor, if possible, is the great social problem of 
the coming century. 
The Justice does not believe that the so- 


lution lies in the triumph of Socialism and 
the destruction of private property, but 
there may be a gradual enlargement of the | 


functions of government and the ultimate 


control of national monopolies, He can see 


no sound reason why the government may 


not own railroads as well as highways, and 


why a city may not run street railways, 
works, etc... _~ = 
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Concerning the first of these he has nothing 
to say that has not been said before, nor 
does he suggest a remedy, except that if 
universal suffrage fails and “we cannot 
have government by the whole people, let 
us have government by the better classes 
and not by the worst.” 

Co within their proper sphere 
are a but corporate powers have 
too often been grossly abused. Worse than 
this, however, is the combination of corpor- 
ations in trusts to limit production, stifle 
competition, and monopolize the necessaries 
of life.. 


If no student can light his lamp without paying 
tribute to one company; if no housekeeper can buy 
a pound of meat or of sugar without swelling the 
receipts of two or three all-prevailing trusts—-what 
is to prevent the entire produetive industry of the 
country becoming ultimately absorbed by a hun- 
dred gigantic corporations? 

But the most immediate danger, says the 
Justice, is the tyranny of labor. 

It arises from the apparent inability of the Ia- 
boring-man to perceive that the rights he exacts 
he must also concede. If, for instance, an em- 
ployer of labor should discharge an employé or 
refuse to hire him because of a difference between 
them as to wages, and should then forbid his ob- 
taining employment elsewhere, and should assault 
the person and burn the property of any one who 
proposed to give him work, he would naturally be 
considered a fit subject for mental treatment; yet 
& year never passes in which outrages of this de- 
scription are not perpetrated under the name of 

rights of labor.’’ Men are harried, assaulted, 
and stoned simply because they are willing to 
work for less than their assailafits, while property 
is burned, public travel arrested, and large cities 
reduced to hunger, that great corporations may be 
compelled to employ workmen at wages fixed by 
ee This, too, in a nominally free coun- 

ry. 

Such conditions the Justice says are in- 
tolerable. And yet he doesnot think the 
outlook for a permanent peace between capi- 
tal and labor an encouraging one, though he 
thinks a compromise may be effected on the 
basis of profit-sharing. But in spite of these 
threatening dangers Justice Brown says 
that “‘ so long as we can preserve the purity 


of our courts we need never despair of the 
Republic.”

THE NEWSPAPER SERMON ASSOCIATION. 

A notable scheme is in progress of organi- 
zation in Boston, the purpose of which is to 
form a combination between the Sunday 
newspaper and the pulpit with the purpose 
of spreading non-sectarian and non-doctrin- 
al religious truths. ‘To effect this the News- 
paper Sermon Association has been incor- 
porated under the laws of the State, and the 
following well-known gentlemen are the 
members of the association’s Advisory 
Board: Dr. George Hodges, Dean of the 
Cambridge Theological School; the Rev. E. 
A. Horton, the Rev. Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale, Robert Treat Paine, Charles H. Tay- 
lor, John Holmes, Dr. George Hepworth, the 
Rev. James BR. Werner, and William E. Har- 
mon, the latter being President of the asso- 
ciation. 

The association is one of the most novel of 
the recent notions of the Hub and it may 
prove to be one of the most useful. It will 
not in any way interfere with the denomina- 
tional .organs. They will still continue to 
print the news of their churches and the lat- 
est manifestations of dogma or changes of 
doctrine. But denominational papers are 
printed only for denominations; Baptist pa- 
pers are printed for Baptists, Methodist pa- 
pers for Methodists. and so on, and they are 
read only by the members of the churches 
whose interests they represent. Within their 
sphere they subserve a most useful and even 
essential purpose. There is a numerous 
non-sectarian constituency, however, they 
do not and cannot reach. There is a large 
non-church-going class, for instance, which 
is without representation from the religious 
point of view. Theté is als@ a large class 
which goes to church perhaps and yet cares 
little for theology and still less for dogma. 
There is also the agnostic and ethical class. 
And there is an enormous class which should 
hawe the benefit of religious information and 
truths, but which is not likely ever to have 
its needs supplied if denominational organs 
are alone relied upon. The Boston scheme 
bids fair to supply this want. The Sunday 
newspaper, as well as the Monday newspa- 
per, has for some time past been giving more 
and more space to religious news of all 
kinds, as well as to the various discussions 
of all kinds of topics by ministers. It has 
made a specialty of large religious gather- 
ings, reporting them as fully as it would 
large political or other national conventions. 
Prof. L. Ff. Egan in his lecture before the 
Catholic summer school at Madison, Wis., 
the other day said: “I cannot say what will 
be the form of literary expression in the 
twentieth century, but its essence will be re- 
ligious,”’ 

Prof. Egan was speaking of book rather 
than newspaper literature, but the newspa- 
per is preparing the way for just such an ex- 
pression as he foresees. The organization 
of the Newspaper Sermon Association is 
distinctly the outcome of the recent extraor- 
dinary enterprise of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
in reporting the convention of the Christian 
Endeavor Society in that city. Its reports 
have attracted the attention of religious peo- 
ple all over the country and have exerted a 
telling influence in Boston. The denomina- 
tional newspapers will continue to chronicle 
the doings of their churches, but in the near 
future the great world outside of the evan- 
gelical churches will look to the daily pa- 
pers for their supply of religious informa- 
tion, and among them all THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE as usual will be in the lead. 


THE SEVENTH DAY SABBATH. 
John Faust, a leader among the Seventh 


Day Adventists at Calverton, near Balti- 
more, has been arrested because he insists 
on observing Saturday as the Sabbath and 
claims the right to perform manual labor 
Sunday. This is not the first arrest that has 
been made among the Baltimore Adventists, 
but it is understood it will be a test case, the 
desire being to know if the laws of Mary- 
land forbidding work Sunday will be upheld 
on appeal to the highest court. 

The people who insist on observing Satur- 
day as the Sabbath do so because they be- 
lieve that day of the week to be the one orig- 
inally instituted as the day of rest, and that 
the count has been preserved without break 
since then. But there is one important point 
in ‘this connection which seems to have been 
lost sight of. It is that the Sabbath as ob- 
served by the Seventh Day Adventists and 
the orthodox Jews in this country does not 
coincide in timé with the Asiatic one. No 
one will dispute the statement that the 
earliest Sabbath of which we have any his- 
torical trace began at sunset of Friday and 
ended at sunset of Saturday. It thus aver- 
aged six hours earlier for beginning and 
closing than the Saturday of the civil count, 
which begins and ends at midnight, and the 
strictly “orthodox” observance of today is 
regulated by the sunset count. But the 
“law” was given from Mount Sinai, which 
is nearly in the same longitude as Jerusalem 
and more than two hours in time east of 
the meridian of Greenwich. Hence the civil 
day at Chicago, which is nearly six hours 
west from Greenwich, does not begin till 
fully eight hours after the corresponding 
time in Palestine, and the average time of 
sunset in the original home of the Jews oc- 
curs before 10 o'clock in the morning here. 
That is, the orthodox Sabbath in Palestine 
averages from about 10 o’clock of our Fri- 
day morning to 10 o’clock of our Saturday 
morning, the count being earlier than that 


‘4m the winter and later in summer. The 
-@iscrepancy is only about fifty minutes less 
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bath was first instituted. But absolute 
identity of time must apply to hours as well 
as to the day, so that none of the “Seventh 
Day” people in the United States can justly 
Claim that they are observing the “real 
Sabbath.” Perhaps if they were to consider 
the matter in the light of this obvious fact 
they would conclude that their stickling for 
Saturday is a vexatious one in lands where 
the great majority of the people unite in 
observing Sunday as the weekly day of 
rest. The distinction on which they insist 
becomes relatively unimportant when we 
take into account the fact of differences in 
time due to longitude, which seems to have 
been unknown by those who lived on this 
earth some twenty-four centuries ago when 
the law was given from the top of Mount 
Sinai; to say nothing of Adam and Eve, who, 
according to the account in Genesis, had 
been in existence but a short time when God 
blessed the seventh day because on that 
day he rested from the work of creation. 

So, while as a matter of religious liberty 
the Seventh Day Adventists still may claim 
the right to observe Saturday as the Sab- 
bath, it might be well for them to ask 
themselves if they are not “putting too fine 
@ point upon it’’ in thus running counter to 
the wishes and opinions of the people among 
whom they dwell. Would it not be wiser on 
their part to accept the modern count, see- 
ing they cannot literally keep up the ancient 
One, and deavor to set a good example to 
others in” keeping the modern Sabbath in 
the way they hold it should be observed, in- 
Stead of setting up their own judgments in 
opposition to that of the great majority of 
Christian people, and being regarded as un- 
Christian contemners of the law of the land 
in which they dwell?

ing, parks, baths, city railroads, and clean 
Streets, as well as police and fire protection, 


at a minimum of cost, all the business being | 


conducted as economically as it could be if 
done without profit by private corporations. 
The secret of this almost anomalous suc- 
cess is stated to be that politics, political 
pulls, rings, etc., are entirely unknown. The 
solid business-men of the municipality are 
willing to agsume the cares and burdens of 
office as Aldermen with no other remunera- 
tion than the good they share with other cit- 
izvens and the consciousness of doing their 
duty, regarding themselves as directors of a 
great codperative undertaking with high 
duties and responsibilities, and not as pro- 
fessional officeholders continually schem- 
ing to obtain places for friends and keep 
their own, 

Glasgow has the best water in the world, 
obtaining it from Loch Katrine, and Dublin 
is the only city that gets it cheaper. It 
supplies twenty-two candle-power gas to 
the people at the rate of 60 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet. Six years ago it bought out the 
city railway companies, and immediately 
after the purchase put on 300 new cars, 3,000 
horses, and 1,700 new men. It now is carry- 
ing per week 300,000 one-cent fares, 600,000 
two-cent fares, 95,000 three-cent fares, and 
20,000 four-cent fares, and it is contemplated 
to make a uniform fare of only two cents for 
all distances. The other departments are 
well managed, and all for the best interests 
of the citizens, good service being given at 
the lowest paying cost. 

The sinking fund plan is applied to every 
enterprise under municipal control in Glas- 
gow, and it is stated to be the secret of suc- 
cess in its financial management. The pres- 
ent liabilities acgregate about 40 million dol- 
lars, 30 per cent of which is invested in the 
water service, and the assets are rated as 
worth 50 million dollars, the difference of 
10 millions standing on the pleasant side of 
the profit and loss account. It is expected 
that within the next quarter of a century a 
large part of the indebtedness, if not all of it, 
will have been cleared off, leaving the peo- 
ple to pay nothing more than the cost of cur- 
rent maintenance and repair. That is, pro- 
vided the bad element does not olitain con- 
trol in the meantime, which probably it will 
not. The corruptionist would find “fat 
pickings "’ there if he ever should get into 
power and dared to encounter the conse- 
quences of robbing the “canny Scot” by 
means of political jobbery. It goes without 
saying that a similarly economical manage- 
ment of municipal affairs would be impossi- 
ble in the big cities of the United States so 
long a& the bad classes exercise so much 
power as they now do in filling places by 
dictation and misguiding for boodle on the 
one hand and immorality on the other. 


ETHICS AND THE STATE. 

Questions of finance and questions of 
ethics have seldom been regarded as hav- 
ing any but the most distant relations; but 
precisely the opposite view is taken by 
Prof. H. C. Adams, one of the clearest 
thinkers and closest students among our 
political economists. Addressing the School 
of Applied Ethics at Plymouth, Mass., last 
week he asserted that finance is almost en- 
tirely a question of ethics. Political econ- 
omy considers its subject from the point of 
view of the individual. Finance starts from 
the point of view of the public. It considers 
the wants of the State and the means of sup- 
ply. The individual has wants, some of 
which are collective, and the tax is a coerced 
payment from private funds for public pur- 
poses. The coercion is sanctioned by the eth- 
ical sense, because the territory of theStateis 
so large that ethical principles cannot work 
automatically therein, and because some of 
its citizens are so tenacious of individual 
rights. These persons foster a general 
idea, more or less conscious, that taxation 
is objectionable and therefore that one may 
cheat the State. The machinery of taxation 
being not merely a matter of revenue but a 
part of the protective system, those who do 
not believe in this system justify themselves 
in evading what they deem an abuse. But 
the justification of the tax is the same as 
that of the State. Both exist by virtue of 
necessity. It is for the political scientist to 


say whether it goes beyond necessity, this . 


matter of a just limit being the most diffi- 
cult part of the subject of taxation. 

Certain new functions of government are 
stated very succinctly by Prof. Adams 
thus: Government has had three great func- 
tions—the protection of life, property, and 
of physical health. It is now extending the 
idea of health to include its own health as 


‘an organism; it protects itself as a govern- 


ment from disease. Hence come expensive 
reforms in the treatment of criminals—re- 
formatories and reformatory measures in 
prisons instead of mere jails, insane hos- 
pitals, etc. A second service is its col- 
lective service, such as educational insti- 
tutions. The third is its ethical function, 
providing for conditions in which justice 
may emerge. Such an institution as the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission is born of 
the ethical sense of the nation.

mutual. obligations. The man with millions, 
whether acquired by his own efforts or by 
some fortunate chance, will not hold him- 
self free from responsibility in his use of 
them. He will not feel himself at liberty to 
spend them lavishly and foolishly, without 
regard to the influence of such expenditure 
upon others, simply because he is free to 
do and the law protects him in it. will 
the man at the other end of the social scale 
fail to reflect that he has a duty to the pub- 
lic which requires him to be quiet and tem- 
perate in his actions, to refrain from break- 
ing the peace or lowering the moral tone of 
the community, and especially not to add by 
his carelessness or wastefulness of public 
property to the unsanitary condition of his 
ward or to the city tax rate. 

Liberty and the pursuit of happiness are 
watchwords long dear to the heart of the 
American people. If the sense of unity and 
mutual obligations can be added to these 
those ethical ideals in the conduct of the 
State whereof political economists dream, 
but in which the beginnings are yet few and 
scattering, may yet be realized. 


YESTERDAY Judge Brentano sentenced the 
men who pleaded guilty to keeping voters 
from the polls at the Twenty-third Precinct 
of the Thirty-fourth Ward last fall. They 
had all hoped to escape with fines. Five 
of them did, the total sum they had to pay 
for their election day amusement being 
$6,250. This amount was paid over forth- 
with by a friend of the defendants, and they 
went free. The sixth man was given a year 
in the penitentiary. He was entitled to 
this distinction, for the evidence showed 
that he broke with a blow of his fist the nose 
of a woman who had gone to the polls to 
vote. This brute’s lawyer protested, stat- 
ing that he, like the other men, had entered 
a plea of guilty with the understanding that 


| a fine would be imposed. Judge Brentano 
best governed in the world, They have done | 


very properly declined to consider himself 
bound by an understanding to which he 


| was not a party, and he declined to listen to 
into the hands of business-men who not only [| 


the plea that these men did not know what 
they were doing. Their crime was little 
short of treason to the government, and de- 
served severe punishment. While the fines 
imposed are heavy ones, as fines go, and it 
is not likely that the men whose friends 
paid them will interfere with any more 
voters, a better effect would have been pro- 
duced had the whole gang been sent to Joli- 
et. Other roughs who would not molest 
voters if they knew they would be Sent to 
the penitentiary for doing so might be ille- 
gally active at the polls if they believed the 
cnly punishment was a fine, which friends 
or political employers would pay. 

IT now seems possible that we are to have 
garbage crematories in this city after all. 
The matter is being taken up by the Civic 
Federation, which has established for itself 
the reputation of doing what it sets out to 
do, or knowing the reason why it cannot be 
done. The garbage crematory is a success 
in other cities, and there is no reason why 
it should not have been introduced here be- 
fore now unless it was the opposition of 
the Hopkins administration to every- 
thing in the way of reform. Those who 
by dint of long practice know “how not to 
do it’ and yet draw good pay for doing it, 
did not want the reform, and they prevailed. 
With the Civic Federation in favor of it, and 
an honest administration to carry out what 
is shown to be highly desirabie, the garbage 
crematory soon may be an established fact 
in Chicago. Then the material will be prop- 
erly disposed of, instead of being dumped at 
various places in the outskirts of the city 
to pollute the atmosphere and breed disease. 
Surely the recent reports of what is going on 
at and around some of the garbage dumps 
ought to have some influence.in urging on 
the much-needed reform.

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GRANGERS SHOW LIFE 


MATERIAL ADVANOES IN MANY OF 
THE OONSPIOUOUS STOOKS.

Burlington and Rock Island Are the Bull 
Favorites Among the Westerns — The 
Latter Is a Corn-Carrying Road and 
Great Tonnage Is Expected When the 
Crop Commences to Move = President 
Cable a Candid Man—Chicago Gas Leads 
in Interest Among the Industrials. 


New York, July 27.—{Special.]—Many of the 
most important interests in Wall street have 
been holding aloof from the stock market 
lately, but this has not prevented a material 
advance in many conspicuous stocks. All 
of the granger stocks have been strong. 
The result is that at the close of the day’s 
market there is recorded a pronounced gain 
for every one of the Western railway shares 
except in one or two instances where there 
have been special deterrent influences at 
work. Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and 
Rock Island have become the tw@bull favor- 
ites. Friends of Burlington have the back- 
ing of Boston capital. They are promising 
par for Burlington stock before the end of 
next month. They have a lot of theories 
under exploitation. They point to what 
they say is the Burlington record of an 
average swing of thirty or forty points 
every time it goes up or goes down, and now 
they assert it is going-up time. Rock Island 
has rather-more substantial arguments in 
its favor than has Burlington, its best argu- 
ment being the origin of a bull party on the 
Stock Exchange devoted especially to it and 
having unlimited capital at command. Ex- 
Gov. Flower is at the head of this pool. He 
has been out of the stock market for four or 
five years. He comes into it anew with all 
his old-time vim. He is probably the closeat 
friend that President Cable of the Rock 
Island system has in New York, and Wall 
street jumps to the conclusion that the bull 
stock market campaign begun by Gov. Flow- 
er has the support of Mr. Cable. Rock 
Island being a corn road, its friends are en- 
@ thusiastic over a statement from President 

Cable to the effect that the corn crop is 
89 gocd that there is likely to be 
double the tonnage for the railroads lately 
averaged from it. Mr. Cable adds—for Mr. 
Cable has always been a conservative 
prophet—that the improved earnings which 
the railroads can count on need not be ex- 
pected for some months to come. 


Cable a Candid Kailroad Man. 

Cable was one of the first of the Western 
railrogd managers to discern the lean times 
which have been afflicting all railway prop- 
erties, and he was honest enough and out- 
spoken cnouch to tell just what he foresaw. 
All that he said has been more than amply 
verified, but meanwhile every speculator in 
Wall street whose interests were interfered 
with by the candor of the Rock Isiland’s 
President thought it proper to find fault 
with him and call him names. The same 
people who were abusing him when he was 
pointing out that everything was not just 
what it should be with the Western railroad 
situation are now chanting his praise be- 
cause looking ahead he sees prosperity. 
The Wall street friends of the Rock Island 
especially are in ecstacies. They seem to be 
sure of a five-point rise in their stock the 
coming week. This cheerfulness ts liable to 
get a trifiec mangled, however, should we 
have sudden tales of hot winds sweeping 
across Western corn fields. Such tales are 
due. The grain market and the stock mar- 
ket both invite them. And speculators may 
do well to bear in mind that so far as the 
granger railroad stocl® are concerned we 
have now an insignificant short interest 
upon which bull manipulators can rely. 

Outside of the granger stocks we have been 
rather bare of Wall street interest except 
f r the goings on in Chicago gas trust stock. 
& ome activity has been displayed in most of 
the industrial.stocks, but sugar, leather, and 
the.other trusts have had-no developments 
in them comparable to the fight in Chicago 
gas. When a week or so ago gas stock 
dropped down around 50—for the first time 
siftce the panic breaking below that figure— 
a pool able to buy 50,000 shares of stock was 
organized by some first-rate gamblers on 
the Stock Exchange, and they went in for a 
turn on the up tack. The interests selling 
the stock short were surprised, unprepared 
for any such opposition, and as a result the 
stock floated up 7 or 8 points. It has since 
lost about half of that gain, and the street 
has reports that the speculators who made 
this turn have now sold out all their hold- 
ings and are no longer interested in trying 
to support quotations. It is estimated that 
about $200,000 was cleared by this sudden 
coup, four-fifths of which is credited to two 
or- three Chicago men. The street is mysti- 
fied as to what is officially under way in 
Chicago gas. As to the future of Chicago 
trust stock, all depends upon what may be 
done in Chicago during the next week or two. 
If there is a receivership quotations are 
bound to be much lower. If a receivership 
can be avoided, if the company’s earnings 
and the company’s opportunities are to 
count, the market price of the stock will be 
sure to mount higher. 


Lively Interests in Sugar Stocks. 

Next to Chicago Gas the activity in the 
industrial stocks has been liveliest in Sugar 
trust stock. It has not fluctuated over a 
wide range, but it has, none the less, been 
the leader of the industrials. It is now ab- 
sclutely impossible to buy futures on raw 
Sugars. Thegtrade is much exercised over 
the outlook.ef production. The Cuban crop 
last year’Was over 900,000 tons and this year 
it is below 500,000 tons. This is of itself 
enough to disarrange the whole raw sugar 
market,.but along with it comes the intel- 
ligence that in Louisiana there is a short- 
age of from 10 to 15 per cent in production, 
caused to some extent by the government's 
“withholding bounties, whichdeprive Louisi- 
gna planters of $5,000,000 which they have 
been counting on. The German sugar beet 
crop is damaged this year badly both in 
quantity. and quality. The shortage is con- 
servatively estimated at 20 per cent. It is 
easy therefore to understand the confidence 
of the Wall street friends of the American 
Sugar trust. Trade conditions are all on 
the side of improving prices. 

The bugaboo gold export is not yet done 
for. Such shipments as we have so far had 
are insignificant except that suggestive of 
what may bé in a bigger way. Meanwhile 
France is pouring so much go!d into London 
that authorities here affect to believe that 
there is small reason to anticipate that we 
will be called upon to furnish any of the yel- 
low metal needed abroad. It is well to bear 
in mind, however, that all these French ship- 
ments are on a special account for the Chi- 
nese loan and do not in any way have rela- 
tion to normal things. We are confronted 
with a balance of trade heavily against us 
every week. We are at the end of a con- 
tract made with a Wall street syndicate by 
the government through which many mill- 
ions of profit are pocketed by the syndicate’s 
members. New gold exports started from 
here would mean that our government would 
have to issue more bonds and that this mill- 
jonaire syndicate would have a new bonanza. 
The important question now is as to whether 
or not under these peculiar circumstances 
this Wall street syndicate will permit fur- 
ther gold exports, warrant further govern- 
ment bonds, and seek further millions of 
profit. People who know human nawre 
best can best guess out the probabilities.

The story of her 
struggies to live like a noble woman on the 
income of a charwoman. filled as itis with 
humiliations, bitter snubs, and often with 
actual privations, could probably be matched 
by scores of other elderly women whose 
names are recorded in the peérage. The only 
wonder is that more of them do not come to 
a climax in the police court.

ISLAND OF TRINIDAD INCIDENT, 


Newspapers Support the Action of the 
British<Croker on Elections, 


London, July 27.—During the week Great 
Britain and Ireland have been in the throes of 
In spite of this 
the*occupation of the Isiand of Trinidad bya 
British force has aroused a great deal of in- 
terest, All the newspapers support the action 
of the British and generally make light of the 
reported indignation of Brazil. 

The Globe, for instance, says: ‘* The value 
of the island to Great Britain lies in its posi- 
tion, being directly in the route of British 
trade and Australia, and it could easily be 
converted into a coaling station, whose im- 
portance it is not easy to overestimate. Such 
n spot is clearly infinitely moré useful to the 
United States than to Brazil. If, therefore, 
our right to it exists noamount of vaporing 
should induce us to loosen our hold upon it, 
While. if there is any doubt, an equitable set- 
tlement is more likely to be arrived at if the 
British Government is approached in a diplo- 
matic and dignified manner.’’ 

The organs of the Conservative party inti- 
mate that the political salons, which were non- 
existent during the Liberal régime, will flour- 
ish during the administration of their weal th- 
ier successors. There is no doubt that the 
hostesses among the Conservatives and Un- 
ionista are many and distinguished.

A great many Americans whose minds run 
to politics took advantage of the elections in 
London to study the manner of conducting 
them as compared with the American meth- 
ods. Among the Americans were two who 
probably know more about elections an 
any other two men in the Ufmited 
States. One was Richard Croker and the 
other Col, QO, Stealey of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, All the Americans agreed 
that the difference between conducting elec- 
tions in Lordon and in the large cities of the 
United States is not as great as might be sup- 
posed. What they saw simply convinced 
them that human nature is very much the 
same everywhere. The lower classes here are 
controlled very much by the same impulses 
as they are in America. From the little that 
Mr. Croker sew he is of the opinion that there 
is just as much corruption in London as there 
is in any American city. 

“The only difference,” said Mr. Croker, 
‘is that the newspapers here dare not speak 
of any corruption if it existed..1 am inclined 
to beiieve that if the papers had the license 
that the American papers possess and had as 
enterprising reporters as our American news- 
papers have there would be just as much scan- 
dai as is stirred up in the American cities, 

**] notice that the daily papers have con- 
tained a great many advertisements of de- 
tective agencies where they ask employment 
to discover bribery and repeatingin connec. 
tion with elections. It would certainly seem 
that if bribery and repeating were unknown 
here these detectives would not spend money 
as they do in advertising in the London 
papers. 

‘* But it seems to me that politics is worked 
more cleverly in London than at home. I 
think that political organization hére is much 
more thorough and a great deal more money 
is spent on it. The camraign literature is 
not only more prolific than in the Ucited 
States, but in some cases it is much more 
clever. The caricatures and cartoons that are 
distributed must represent a great outlay of 
money, As the English papers do not go in 
for this line as ours do it is necessary, 1 sup- 
pose, for each candidate to establish his own 
literary bureau. 

** Many of the New York newspapers slan- 
der our country by tryingto make it appear 
that we are more corrupt regarding the use 
of-our elective franchise than any other 
country. The newspapers do this, I think, 
simpiy use there is no law to confine 
them to accuracy of statement, and then it 
sells the paper. Here the press is afraid to 
speak out even if it were inclined to,

E. L. Allen, who had been manager of the North- 
western Department of the Royal for five years, 
resigned six weeks ago te become Vice-President 
of the German-American in New York. There has 
been considerable speculation since as to who 
should succeed him in the Chicago office, Mr. 
Beddall was in Liverpool at the time of Mr. Al- 
len’s resignation, and it was supposed on his re- 
turn he would announce the decision of the man- 
agers of the company as to who should be placed 
in charge of the Northwestern Department. There 
was considerable surprise manifested when it was 
found that Jeffrey Bevan, the submanager, had 
accompanied Mr. Beddall to this country. They 
arrived in New York ten days ago, and Mr. Bevan 
went first to Montreal and from there to Cincin- 
nati, where he was joined by Mr. Beddall. They re- 
mained there two days and came through to Chi- 
eago Friday night, arriving yesterday morning.

Church Choir Boys in Camp. 


HANTOM LAKE, Mukwonago, Wizs., 

July 27.—The choir boys of the 

Church of the Ascension, Chicago, 

will break camp tonight and go home 

a happy but tired crowd. They have 
been here since Monday and have crowded 
more real enjoyment into six days than any 
camp of the kind was ever known to in years 
past, The party was particularly fortunate 
in making its selection of a camp ground. 
Itis a point projecting into the lake and 
widely known as Idiewile Point. It, is 
high above the water, is flat on 
the top, and around its base is provided with 
good springs. The point is well covered with 
shade trees, and covers an area of cleven 
acres. It is of such a character situated 
eo magnificently that itis an ideal spot for 
campers. On the highest point of the bill are 
two pretty, unique, and well built log cabins, 
one 20x22 feet, the other 20x41 feet. The 
former is occupied by E. W. Chafin, owner of 
the camp, and his family, while the 
big cabin is used for meetings and

Camp life was no noveity to the majority of 
the party, many of the members having been 
in camp for eight and ten consecutive years 
with this choir.

The 
party is fortunate in having two men with it 
who are born entertainerga fora party of this 
kind and to whom the success of the week’s 
pleasure is considerably due. These are 
Father Larrabee, rector of the church, who 
becomes one of the boys when he gets into 
camp, and Henry F, Hart, the choirmaster, 
who slept with one eye open all the 
week, thinkimg of the welfare and pleasure 
of the party of little fel!ows with him. There 
was the usual dafly camp routine: Rise at 
6:30 a. m., breakfast at 7, prayers and sing- 
ig of a hymn at 7:30, bathing at 10, dinner 
at 12 m., bathing, 4p. m.; tea at 6. prayers 
and hymn at 6:30, hgdts out at 10 o’clock, 
The boys a.ways g.adiy obeyed the latter 
order, because at that hour there was always 
aimonster camp-fire burning which rather 
threw the order in the shade. This generally 
burned until midnight. The actuai fun of 
camp life did not begin until Tuesday, when 
the newer members of the choir were ‘* ini- 
tiated ’’—a ceremony had some of the 
terrors and unpleasant aspects about it that 
** riding the goat’ has in candidates {or mem- 
bership of secret orders. The sirst “ initia- 
tion’’ occurred Tuesday morning. Two of 
the new choir boys were invited by several of 
“the older ones to visit the big barn on the 
Chafin farm. Of course they were giad to 
accept the invitation. As soon as they landed 
in the barn the two candidates were quickly 
deserted and the barn doors were closed from 
the outside. Inthe meantime three of the 
old choir boys had been stationed in the loft 
each with a huge pail of water. They had taken 
a position immediately over the door and 
didn’t have to wait long before they heard the 
two candidates making an appeal for liberty. 
They tried to torce the door open from the 
inside and at a given signal it was allowed to 
open by the boyson the outside, Justas the 
boys rushed out there wasa deluge of water 
from the loft and the appearance of the two 
lads told the story of the initiation.

WoW TO AVOID ROUGH HIGHWAYS. 


The-run to Riverside awheel would be one 
of the most attract|ve éxcursions in the neigh- 
borhood of Chicago were it not for the 
wretched condition of the reads which must 
pbetaken to get there. Riverside, situated on 
g bend of the Desplaines River, has long been 
eiaimed by its inhabitants to be the most 
beautiful euburb of Chichgo. The distance is 
twelve miles by*the direct road, but this is 
stretched to nearly fourteen miles when 
the more, roundabout way is taken, by 
which mod of the rough going is avoided. 
Qne citizen of Riverside who makes daily 
trips awheel to the city goes by way of Austin 
avenue into Berwyn and from there takes the 
sidewalk, getting easy goiny all the way. But 
this method requires some knowledge of the 
country and is scarcely practicable on a first 
trp. The best modification of the preceding 
route is to take T'wenty-second street and 
Riverside avenue after leaving Austin boule- 
vard. 

Probably the best of all roads is to go 


and then take the ridge road along the Des 
Plaines River south to the town, but 
that necessitates five or six miles extra 
travel and is scarcely worth the added 
ease of the going. Colorado avenue, Ogden 
avenue, and Archer avenue are variously 
given by the road books as ways by which to 
reach Riverside... Of these Colorado avenue 
is impassable and is at the best but a country 
road, while the other two streets are valuable 
only as means of reaching Twenty-second 
street. 
Easiest Way to Get There. 


The best practicable method of-reaching 
Riverside awheel from the center of the city 


street to Austin uvenue and follow. that to 
Twenty-second street, ther take Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Riverside zvenue to the desti- 
nation. . 

The road out Washington boulevard is too 
wellknown to need particular description. 
Union and Garfield Parks afford most satis- 
factory resting places. After leaving Gar- 
field Park and passing the car shops the way 
through Austin is short until Austin avenue 
is reached. Here turn to the left and prepare 
for acoupleof miles of steady travel south. 
The scenery isnot desirab'e, being conspicu- 
ous for its abundance of level fields and lack 
of trees. The road, however, is ail that could 
be desired. 

At Twenty-second stréet the scenery be- 
comes Much more attractive, and one feels 
himself in the heart of the country. Trees 
line the way and simal!, shady groves are visi- 
biein neariy every direction. [he way west 
Slong ‘T wentfy-seGofd street is through hand- 

some wheat ficids nad by farm houses. The 
®itremely rough road is the gréatest draw- 
Back to the cyciist’s enjoyment, but this may 
be avoided with care. For vart of the 
side road winding through 
the grass affords fair going, and tne 
remainder of the way ai footpath 
on the south side of the street is 
as good riding as a boulevard. At the worst, 
the rough road lasts buta mile and a half 
and then Riverside road is reached, sianting 
off in a southwest direction. 


Beautifal Riverside Avenues. 


Riverside road. or R.verside avenue. as it 
is cailed in the town, well repays one for the 
roughness of Twenty-second street, The 
view, approaching the oak grove in which 
Riverside is located, is pretty, especially 
on a hot day. The road winds in and 
out among the huge trees, with now 
effects and prettier bits of scenery constantly 
appearing. After the Itlinois Centrai’s tracks 
are crossed, at the disused Parkway Station, 
the rider may consider himself in Riverside. 

A short distance beyond Parkway Station 
the Riverside golf links come in sight and 
present an animated sight of a Saturday aft- 
etnoon. Beyond them appear the beautiful 
hidden in shady groves, In 
among the residences, in_ the little 
oval parks, are seen the tennis courts 
where three yéars ago the Western tennis 
championships were uecided. Beyond there 
is the water tower, one of the landmarks of 
the surrounding country. ; 

Within a block of the railroad station may 
founa whatever Riverside possesses 
the way of lunch facilities and cool

located the public park, through which 
the Desplaines River runs.’

If the two measurements cor- 
respond the fork may be considered to be 
true in every re-pect. Should they not cor- 
respond the shank should be heid in the vise 
and the fork sprung in the required direction 
until they do. Asa further and final check, 
tne wheel should be placed in the fork and 
eee from the rim to the sides meas- 
ured,

They Carry Enough Luggage to Last a Trip

The “circuit chasers’’ are incumbered 
with a vast amount of hand baggage, and 
sixty men swinging down the depot plat- 
form, each with a dress suit case, and most 
of them with a small hand bag, natually at- 
tract a vast deal ofattention.

FOR CYCLISTS OF A MARTIAL MIND, 


Néw-Yorker to Form a Company of Bi- 
cyclists for the Militia. 

Charles B. Staubach of the Manhattan BI- 
cycle club, New York, is at work organizing 
a new club, which is to be at once a cycle 
club and a military company. In his pros- 
pectus sent out to likely members he says: 

Notwithstanding the rapid growth of

FOR THE WORLD’S CHAMPIONSHIP. 


American Cyclists Will Compete at the 
Cologne International Meet. 


Matters are progressing most satisfactor- 
ily in connection with the world’s cycling 
championships, which will be held at Co- 
logne Aug. 17, 18, and 1. The acting com- 
mittee of the Deutscher Radfaher Bund (the 
German Cyclists’ Union), which has the 
management of the meeting in hand, has 
been active in its arrangements. The track 
at Cologne has been enlarged, widened, ahd 
the banking raised in accordance with the 
requirements of the International Associa- 
tion. In addition to the championships 
themselves, and meetings of the official del- 
egates of the different cycling unions of the 
European and American continents forming 
the Board of the Interriational Association, 
there will be*‘a “grand corso,”’ or ornamental 
review of cycles and carriages over the 
boulevards of Cologne, and it is proposed 
also to arrange an excursion, immediately 
following the racing, by steamer to the 
Seven Mountains (Drachenfels and Peters- 
berg, near Konigswinter) with other festivi- 
ties, which will be announced at an early 
date when the full program is definitely ar- 
ranged. : 

Apart from the interest which will at- 
tech to the meeting of the European cham- 
pions, who were prevented from competing 
in the English championships by the action 
of: the N. C. U., great interest centers this 
year in the open [professional] champion- 
ships of the world, which will be held for the 
first time. The distances are one mile and 
a hundred kilometers—sixty-two miles two 
hundred and forty yards—and for these the 
best men the world can produce are expected 
to compete. The first names have already 
been received, the League of American 
Wheelmen having selected as its represent- 
atives Messrs. Banker, Wheeler, and John 
S. Johnson.

Man Struck in the Eye by a Rubber Plug 
Sues for $5,000. 

At Rochester, N. Y.,a peculiar action is 
about to be commenced in the Supreme Court 
as to the result of the bursting of a pneumatic 
tire on a bicycle ridden by a Buffalo mar, 
who gave his name as Francis Lauer. 
The tire, it appeared, had been punctured 
sone time before, and Lauer inserted a rub- 
ber plug in the hole. The plug blew out and 
hit one Adams in the eye as he was riding in 
one of the parks May 18 last. Adams asks 
for $5,000 damages. At Binghamton, N, Y., 
a rider who was seriously hurt by the front 
fork» of his machine breaking has threatened 
to bring suit against the maker of the wheel. 


REPAIRERS MUST EXERCISE CARE, 


How to Test One’s Machine After It Has 
Been Repaired. 

It is always wise after repairing a front fork 
of a safety to test it as to whether the legs 
are parallel or not. Asimple way of doing 
this is to fix the stand.of the fork in a Vise; 
a straight edge should then be placed near 
the head of the fork and another across the 
ends of the leg:. By bringing the two edges of 
the straight edge in line with the eye any ir- 
regularity will be made perfect!y.plain, and 
can be remedied by careful hammering or

HOME-MADE WHEELBARROW CYCLES, 


They Look Odd and Are~The Man with the 
Flying Machine. /| 

A new fad in bicycles seen on the boule- 
vards lately is a machine which resembles 
a dismantled wheelbarrow. It has been in 
use for some time in the country and is mak- 
ing its first appearance in Chicago. The 
frame is the same as that of an ordinary 
high grade safety. Pneumatic tires are 
fitted on solid wooden rims. The spokes, 
twelve in number, three-eighths of an inch 
in diameter, and a wooden hub form a 
wheel which would do nicely for a light 
wagon. Whatever advantages this con- 
struction may have are not apparent, as it 
is heavier, weaker, and offers more resist- 
ance to the wind. 


Not content with the speed he can obtain in | 


the usual way, an enterprising West Side 
rider has utilized the aid of the wind and has 
fitted his wheel with wings. They are fan- 
shaped and made to open and fold on the 
direction of the wind may warrant. A 
framework of three ribs supports a covering 
of some light fabric, and with a good breeze 
the rider literally flies along.

They say down in the conservative East 
the women are wearing the most startling 
colors in bicycle costumes.

I am at work on the organization of a club 
which, it is expected, will surpass all others 
in the direction of complete accommodation 
at a comparatively smajl cost to members.

It is to be compdsed of 100 men 
and three officers, and to be at one and the 
same time a military company and a bicycle 
club. Asa company it will be mustered into 
the Eighth Battalion, which will soon again 
be a regiment of eight companies, of which 
the bicycle company will be one. Members 
will be enlisted regularly, furnished with 
the usual uniforms at the expense of the 
State, and perform generally the duties ofa 
soldier. 

The special inducements are:, Location of 
headquarters in a fine building—the armory 
of the Eighth, at Ninety-fourth and Ninety- 
fifth streets and Park avenue, near Central 
Park; a large meeting-room, which can be 
handsomely furnished, a dressing-room con- 
taining 100 lockers, a wheel-room, with 
racks, and a man in charge to clean, oil, and 
deliver wheels to owners at any reasonable 
hour of every day in the week. The members 
will have full use of the well-equipped gym- 
nasium, two bowling alleys, rifle ranges, 
library,*and drill floor. This floor meas- 
ures eight laps to the mile at its outer edge 
and twelve to the mile at the pole when 
used for racing. One evening each week 
the floor will be open exclusively to the bi- 
cycle company and also at certain hours the 
rest of the week. The advantage of so large 
and fine a riding floor during the winter 
ean readily be appreciated. Later shower 
baths and billiard and pool tables will be 
placed in the building. 


How to Improve the Wind.

Eighty years ago this fall the people of Ro- 
chelle, France, were astonished by»the sight 
of a man hurrying through the streets on 
a curious machine, the like of which had hot 
been seen before.

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PERU’S GIANT CORN. 


BELIEF THAT IT OAN BE GROWN IN 
THIS OOUNTRY. 


Grains Are Said to Be Four Times the Size 
of the Ordinary Kind—Attempt Will 
Be Made to Turn Fish-Pole Cane to 
Account as a CerealeCocoanuts Already 
Being Grown in Florida = Strange 
Tropical Nuts to Be Introduced Into 
Caltivation in This Country. 

Washington Correspondenge of Boston 

Transcript: Samples of corn of a giant 

species have been obtained from Peru by the 

Department of Agriculture. The grains are 

four times the size of those of ordinary 

maize, and Secretary Morton believes that 
the plant may be turned to most valuable ac- 
count in this country. It ia very prolific and 
bears ears of huge dimensions. The species 
is quite distinct from any known in North 

America, and the name “ Zea amylacea”’ has 

been given to it. All of our corn comes 

under the head of “zea mais.”’ Prof, E. L. 

Sturtevant is now making a study of this re- 

markable Peruvian ‘cereal, with a view to 

finding out how it may be cultivated most ad- 
vantageously. 
The grains are extraordinarily starchy,

even for corn; hence the name ‘‘amylacea.’, 


Already ten distinct varieties of the species 
have been ascertained. OUneof them would 
probably be excellent for canning, inasmuch 
as it contains an unusual percentage of su- 
gar. It has been named * Zea amylacea sac- 
charata.”’ Undoubtedly the specie is derived 
from the same source as the maize of the 
United States, All known varieties of this 
cereal, it is believed, came originally from 
the “Zea tunicata,” or “clothed,” corn, 
which still grows wild in Mexico. Each grain 
on an ear of this primitive maize is inclosed 
in a little husk. 

It is believed that the earliest home of the 
maize piant was the highlands of Central 
Mexico. ‘he vegetable originated in a cir- 
cumscribed locality, above 4,500 feet eleva. 
tion, north of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec 
and south of the twenty-second degree of 
north latitude, near the ancient seat of the 
Maya tribes. The Mayas were the first to 
cultivate it, and from them the. use of it 
spread north and south. Probably corn was 
known along the Rio Grande by 700 A. D. 
Three hundred years later it had reached the 
coast of Maine. In Peru ‘he Incas grew it 
before the year 700. The tombs of ancient 
Peruvians are commonly found to contain 
maize. They built great irrigation works to 
heip the cultivation of corp. 

Hope of the discovery of a new and value 
able cereal has been raised by the fruiting 
this eeason of the common cane of the South- 
ern canebrakes. This is an extraordinary 
event. Only very #@arely does the cane pro- 
duce seed, its ordinary method of propega- 
tion being like that o! the sugar-cane, by un- 
derground root stocks. This year farmers in 
the South have gatherea thousands of bushels 
of the seeds for iodder, It is hkely that they 
would serve excellently for human food if the 
plant couid be induced to bear annually. 
Whether or not it cou d be persuaded by cul- 
tivation to alter its habit in this regard is an 
open question. The farmers claim that the 
seeds will not germinate, but experiments 
made within the last few weeks by the De. 
partment of Agriculture prove that they do 
sprout, though they are very slow about it. 
The root sent out by the seed is enormously 
long, compared with the little green shoot. 

A man in Illinois has applied to the De 
partment of Agriculture for seeds of bam- 
bcos. e wants to grow them on islands in 
the Mississippi River, believing that culture 
would be profitable for the wood and other 
uses. Bambvos, however, are usually pro- 
pagated from cuttings of the roots; they rare- 
ly fruit. The cane above referred to is a 
species of bamUbo. There are at ‘east ten 
Asiatic species of bamboo which might be 
expected to thrive in the milder latitudes of 
this country. Two of these have been found 
hardy in New Engiand. A number of suc- 
cessful bamboo ptantations have aiready been 
established in Soutnern California. Bamboos 
are utilized for making water-pipes, ship- 
rigging, carts, boxe+, mats, cordage, and 
paper. Furniture manuiactured from the 
stems is much in fashion at present, An In- 
dian species sometimes attains a height o 
forty feet in as many days, 

Quite a number of tropical nuts have re- 
ventiy been introduced into cultivation in this 
country. Already on the ea-t coast of Florida 
are growing 250,000 cocoanut trees, 42,000 
being in one plantation. It is believeu that 
the first trees of this kind in the State sprouted 
from nuts brought from Central America and 
the West Indies by the Guli Stream. At Key 
West and about some of the oid furts cocoanuts 
were planted atan early day, as ccrtain an- 
cient trees now standing bear witness. In 
1877 a bark freighted with cocoanuts was 
caught in a storm off the coast of Fiorida 
and beached near Lake Worth. Several! 
thousand of the nuts were saved and planted, 
the satisfactory growth of the seediings giv- 
ing an impetu.< to cultivation. 

The tirst importation of cocoanuts of named 
varieties was made in 1889, when the Secre-. 
tary of Agriculture obiained through the 
State Devt tment two shipments of seiected 
nute from we Philiprines. The-e, with two 
other shipments in 1890 from the same ial- 
ands, comprehended tourteen varieties, 

The word cocoanut is derived from the 
Portuguese ‘coco,’ tmeanmg monkey, be- 
cause the base resemb.es a monkey’s face, 
The tree was known to the people of Ceylon 
as euriy as 160 B. C., the milk being used by 
them tor making cement. The cocvanut is 
one of the most useful of plants; root, trunk, 
leaf, sap, and nut are made to yield tribute to 
mé@n. The fiber of the husk furnishes excel- 
lent yarn, and is preferrei to horsehair for 
stuffing bed-, cushions, chairs, and saudies. 
It is stronger and more eiastic than hemo. 
The Po.ynesians twist small curds of this 
fiber, which serves in the construction of 
houses and canves where Europeans would 
empioy nails. The green nuts are grated for 
medic na: use, Grated cocoanut furins an in- 
gredient of the East Indian condiment curry. 
In the Maidive Islands iabor is usually paid 
for in cocvanuts, 

The chief manufactured product derived 
from the cocoa fut is oil, valued at saven cents 
@ pound >y the hogshead. Most of the cocoa- 
nut oil consumed in the United States is man- 
ufactured in this country frum imported nuts. 
It is valuable in the making of candies and 
soaps; it also serves asa substitute for but- 
ter. fr is used by natives of the Pacific isi- 
ands for burning in lamps. 

The betel nut is the seed of a handsome 
tropical pam, The latter has been intro- 
duced into this country, but it will not stand 
the climate, The iruit is the size of a hen’s 
egg, reddish-yeliow in color, we thick and 
fibrous rind inclosing a seed. This seed or 
nut isaboutas biga-a nutmeg, conical and 
brownish on the outside. The betel nut i- a 
great favorite in India, and it is reckuned 
that 100,000,000 peopie in Asia use it, chew- 
ing it as tubacco is chewed. It sti:muiates the 
nervous system like tea or cuffee.

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KITES FLY TWO MILES 


NEW EXPERIMENTS BY THE NATION- 
AL WEATHER BUREAU. 


Systematic Study of the Upper Atmosphere 
Made Possible by This Means—<Are Sup- 
posed to Be More Advantageous than 
Balloons = How the Malay Kites Are 
Constructed and Process by Which 
They Are Flown—Tandem Kites Ca- 
pable of Lifting Two Men. 


Washington Correspondence of 
Transcript: Ten giant kites, all on onestring, 
will be flown, if possible, to the height of two 
miles by the Weather Bureau authorities, 
This, of course. would be many times higher 
than any other kite has hitherto traveled, the 
famous Eddy kites having flown only 4,000 
feet, according to latest reports. , 

This will be done in connection with syste- 
matic studies of the upper atmosphere, which 
region has heretofore been explored by scien- 
tists only with tne aid of captive balloons 
carrying thermometers, barometers, etc, But 
balloons are found to be most impracticable 
forsuch purposes, since the wind blowing 
against them keeps up an almost coastant 
vibration, while its force against their en- 
velopes causes great leakage of gas and hence 
makes a flight of many hours impossible. 

The kite experiments to begin this summer 
will be conducted by Prof. McAdie, the same 
meteorologist who is making extensive photo- 
graphic studies of lightning flashes. The in- 
vestigation of the upper atinosphere will be 
made first with a view of ascertaining the dif- 
ferences of temperature for various altitudes 
in free air. Other experiments by aid of the 
kites will follow these, all of which are ex- 
pected to enuble the bureau’s | meteorol- 
ogists to muke a great profile map 
of the atmosphere, which task has 
never yet been accomplished. Temper- 
ature and barometric curves, electric cur- 
rents, etc., will be located for various parts 
ofthe country and for different seasons of 
the year. Such data will be as necessary to 
the engineers of flying machines, when prac- 
tically perfected, as charts are to sailors. 
Ballooning can then be carried on with much 
less risk than at present, since it wiil be an 
easy matter to determine what currents of 
airare likely to be met at various heights, 
just as itis now a small task to find the gulf 
stream or the trade winds. A still greater 
service will be rendered by this information 
to scientists, who now believe that men will 
be able to soar like birde as soon as the up- 
per air currents are definitely understood. 

Kites will be flown to different heights in 
hot waves, during electric, wind, or rain 
storms; in cold waves, during snow or hail 
storms; and, in fact, during every possibile 
phase ‘of weather. The reasons why the 
slopes and summits of high mountains cannot 
be climbed for just such observations is be- 
cause when at the top of the highest mount- 
ain the observer might just as well be on the 
lowest point of ground as far as are concerned 
the temperature curves, etc., which are paral- 
lel to the earth’s surface in ail piaces. The 
Eiffel tower is the highest stationary point at 
which experiments have been made in free 
air,and the Washington Monument comes 
next, 

The experiment ground whereon the tests 
will be made lies a short distance beyond 
Arlington, which lies across the aqueduct 
bridge, on the Virginia bank of the Potomac. 
The practical management of the kites is per- 
formei by Mr. 8S, A. Potter, Prof. McAdie’s 
assistant, who aspires to become the cham pion 
kite-flyer of the world. Mr. Potter’s kites, of 
whic ten are already constructed, are what 
are known as the Malay» or tailless, kites, 
some of them being on the order of the 
Eddy kite, while those later made are 
claimed to offer improvements on that de- 
sign. The tailless kite, first used by the 
Malays, is somewhat diamond shape in 
outline, the point where the diegonal ribs 
cross being very near to the top, The hori- 
zontal or cross rib in the Eddy kite is bent in 
the shape of a bow, while that of the Potter 
kite is so formed that the cover, when viewed 
edgewise, represents the compound curve of 
a bird’s wings in flight. The convex side of 
the surface is toward the flyer when the string 
is attached. The point of attachment has 
been carefully caiculated, so that the weight 
of the bottom point of the kite obviates the 
necessity of a tail such as always adorns the 
schooiboy’s kite. The writer, who was in- 
vited this week to accompany Prof. McAdie 
and Mr. Potter to the scene of these experi- 
ments, saw several of the kites go up to a 
remarkable height on a warm, sultry 
day when there was little or no 
breeze perceptible. There was no run- 
ning preparatory to the flight. The kites 
were simply held at the proper angle and let 
go. A iarge reel, the size of a grindstone, 
automatically fed as much cord as was 
wanted. At 250 feet apart each kite was tied 
on a separate cord about 50 feet long. 

In the great tandem team of kites, soon to 
make this great journey, the two leaders 
measure each six feet high by seven feet wide, 
Each ot the eight othere following is five feet 
high by six wide. Aithough so great in area 
—forty-two square feet—these larger kites 
weigh only a pound and a quarter a piece, 
To send the whole ten kites up toa heigit of 
two miles there will have to be used at least 
four miles of cord. To accurately caicuiate 
the height to which these kites ascend 
a surveyors transit will be used, and 
the distance worked out 0Oby  trian- 
gu'ation. In most of the experiments the 
kites will be kept in the air for twelve hours, 
if possible, and that a definite record of the 
temperature curves, etc., may be had a seilf- 
registering thermometer of special design will 
be sent up, attached near the top of the line. 
This is a sma)! aluminum box, containing 
clock- works fer revoiving a smal! drum, upon 
which is traced the lines representing the de- 

ree of temperature for each fraction of the 
ee or hour. This will run for eight days. 
It weighs altogether two and one-half pounds, 
which can be easily carried to enormous 
heights. 

What is undoubtedly the greatest feat yet 
performed by kites was accomplished by 
these philosophers on the Fourth of July, 
when a celebration, witnessed only by them- 
selves, took place at the experiment grounds, 
Nine kites were sent up until the top onw 
reached the height of 2,700 feet—over haifa 
mile. Fastened to the vable, near the top, 
were two large American flags, the larger 
of which measured 6x12 feet, weighing three 
and a haif pounds. It is claimed that this 
was the greatest height at which a flag ever 
floated in free air, unless held by a balloon. 
The larger flag was five times as high as the 
Washington Monument, or two and one-half 
times as high as the E.ffel Tower. The 
display of flags by means of such 
kites might be valuable for signaling 
in war times. It has also been sué@gested that 
light might be thrown upon the kites at night 
by means of a strong search-light for indi- 
cating certain messages. Photography from 
kites is also a mew science, only lately at- 
tempted. :

for a double track. There are two solutions 
proposed for this difficulty. One is for the 
purchase by the Chicago City railway of the 
strip of ground along the north side of 
Twelfth street and the widening of the street. 
The other is to run the cars north on Indiana 
to Twelfth street and west on Twelfth, having 
the return line .turn south on Wabash at 
Twelfth street and run on Wabash to Thir- 
teenth, and going east on that street to Indi- 
ana avenue, 


One Advantage Would Follow. 


One advantage from sucha line would be 
the tact that it would run directly by the Illi- 
nois Central Depot at Park row, which, it is 
estimated, would add considerably to the 
traffic on that line. It would do away with 
the necessity of transfers on Van Buren street, 
allowing passengers [rom the South Side who 
desire to do so to get further west than is pos- 
sible on the abash avenue line, A 
system of transfers is contemplated, al- 
lowing passengers on the Indiana 
avenue line going north to transfer at 
Wabash avenue to the cable trains. It would 
also permit passengers on the electric cars 
going south to transfer to the Wabash and 
Cottage Grove cars. This would relieve the 
cabie trains of the Indiana avenue trailers, 
which has always been a source of more or 
less annoyance, and would enable passengers 
on the Indiana avenue line to get down-town 
in much shorter time than is required at» 
present. ‘ 

The work of securing the consent of prop- 
erty owners along Indiana avenue for a 
change of motive power to the trolley system 
is being quietly carried on. It.is said one 
after another of the property owners is giv- 
ing consent to the proposed change and it is 
only a question of time when the required 
frontage will be secured. The company met 
with decided opposition at first, but this is to 
some extent disappearing, and the probabili- 
ties now seem tne trolley will replace 
horses on these cars within a few months. 

The midsummer dullnees in real estate has 
ut last overtaken Chicago. It has been cus- 
tomary in past years for the dull period to 
begin in the middle of June or July 1, but 
this year it has extended over almost to Aug. 
1. For the week ending July 27 the total 
transfers of property recorded in Cook 
County amount to ouly $1,823,892, of which 
$1.631,305 was for city property and $192,. 
587 for outside propetty. For the preced- 

week the recorded transfers 
amounted to $3,582,416, and for the 
corresponding week of 1894 to $1,647,548. 
It will be seen by this that the weex’s record 
is in advance of that of 1894, though it is less 
than for ‘any seven days in the last two 
months. Of these sales few were for amounts 
exceeding $50,000 and none of them was of 
any particular mterest. Real estate men are 
lsaving their vfficesin the care of jumior clerks 
and are getting away to the lakes, the mount- 
ains, or seashore to spend the dog days. 
There is little to be expected in the real estate 
market between nowand Sept. 15. Owners 
of property and probable purchasers are, for 
the most part, away from town and the begin. 
ning of a two months’ dullness has come. 

In building there is the same lack of inter. 
eating features. There bave been the usual 
number of permits issued for buildings of 
small cost, particularly in the way of homes 
of the cheaper class. Architects report that 
there is almost nothing being done in the 
way of preparing plans for new buildings, and 
contractors and material men have the same 
doleful tale to tell.

The real estate situation is not as serious as 
some seem to believe, All the evidence points 
to greater activity in the way of real estate 
sales during next year than has been 
known since the days of the boom in real es- 
tate in the yearsfrom 1890 to 1893. With 
the best informed of the brokers, those who 
have watched the'market for the last quarter 
of a century, there seems to be a feeling that 
the market this fall ana the succeeding spring 
will bea fairly active one.

RIGHT NAMES OF KINGS, 


Family Names of European Royalties 
Which Are Incorrectly Used. 

Not one person out of a tousand, if he had 
a fair day’s start and the privilege of rum- 
maging among encyclopedias, could trace out 
the real family names of the rulers of Europe. 
As a matter of fact, these are very compiicat- 
ed, and to know them is quite an effort of the 
memory. Inthe case of royalty the family 
name has been in most caees taken from the 
name of the castle in which the founder of the 
race lived, 

Mistakes are very frequently made through 
ignorance, and these mistakes are so fre- 

uently quoted they become accepted as facts. 
The Eoglish royal family are known, for ex- 
ample, as Guelphs, the Russian royal family 
as Romanoffs, and the Portuguese kingly 
house as Braganzas. All of these, it now 
seems, are wrong. 

Le Figaro of Paris has gone into this sub- 
ject quite extensively, and the facts that it 
has brought together are well worth setting 
down. Queen Victoria, according to this au- 
thority, was originally Miss Azon, or Miss 
Azon von Este. She was descended, as were 
the other members of the houses of Bruns- 
wick-Luneburg and Hanover, from Azon, 
Margrave of Este. The Prince of Wales, 
the son of Prince Aibert of Saxe-Co- 
burg, bas naturally his father’s family name, 
He is spoken of more correatly thanany of 
the other royal personages of Europe. 
scended from the Wettins, which line. was 
founded in the twelfth century. his actual 
name is Mr. Albert Eaward Wettin. 

Likewise the King of Portuga!, strictly 
speaking, has the same family name. He 
was a grandson of another Prince of Coburg, 
who married the then Queen of Portugal, and 
thereby became ruler of that country. Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria comes from exactly the 
same stock and is Ferdinand Wettin, A 
cousin of his, and of the same family name, 
is the present monarch of Belgium, Leopold 
II., a Prince of Saxe-Coburg having ascended 
the Belgium throne in 1831. 

Hohenzollern is not the family name of the 
German line that is now upon the throne, 
Their true pame is Zollern, Thassilon, the 
first Count of Zollern, having founded the 
race about 800. In the year 1300 the Zollern 
family had two male descendants, the Count 
of Zollern and the Burgrave of Nuremburg. 
From the latter comes the present royai house 
of the German Empire. So Wiiliam II, is 
William Zoliern. The King of Roumania is 
another representative of this lide and has 
precisely the same name. 

The Capets are: The Duke of Orleans, the 
son of old Count of Paris, Don Carlos and 
Alfonso XIII, the infant King of Spain. 
Their progenitor was Hugues Capet, the origi- 
nal Count of Paris, who ascended; the throne 
of Frafice in 987. 

Of Oldenburgs, founded by the Count of 
Oldenburg, who died in 1440, there are 
many. chief of those today who are en- 
titled to use this family name are Christsan 
IX. of Denmark; George L., King of Greece; 
the Grand Duke of Oldenburg, Ernest, Duke 
of Schieswig-Holstein, and Nicholas II., Em- 

ror of all the Russias. Em peror 
Nicholas is a Romanoff only through 
the female line. Rightly he is an Oldenburg, 
having descended from Peter Iil., a member 
of one of the Holstein branches of that

Wheat made an advance of 3c and closed 
with a net gain of 2c. Shortgellers who had 
put out heavy lines Friday and scared. pit 
longs into dumping their holdings had the 
tables turned and experienced as much anxi- 
ety in getting the stuff back as they had giv- 
en the other fellows the day before. It was 
again practically a local market, but pre- 
sented a liveiy activity. Shorts took their 
first note of warning from the ‘firm cables, 
which were surprising in view of Friday's 
down-turn here. Private cables quoted Liv- 
erpool strong and %4d higher. Crop advices 
from Argentina were less favorable. Logan 
& Co. were heavy buyers, starting in early 
and keeping it up nearly all day, and other 
houses with bullish predilections were on 
that side. : 

Private advices indicated that the week’s 
shipments to Europe would be less than 
6,000,000 bu, or only 75 per cent of the esti- 
mated weekly consumption.

Many Electric Roads to Be Bullt in the 
Town of Cicero, 

There is a great deal of activity in street 
railway matters in the Town of Cicero, The 
Town Board granted a franchise Friday 
night to the Metropolitan Electric railroad 
company. That franchise covers about 
twenty-seven miles of road, and runs on 
practically every important street in the 
town. The capital of the company is $5,000,- 
000. The Cicero and Proviso has lines now 
in operation which serve a considerable 
part of that territory. Franchises were 
granted several months ago to the Ogden 
Street railway covering pretty nearly the 
entire region, and a week ago the Suburban 
Street railway company secured franchises 
on twelve miles of streets, This last com- 
pany gives promise of having substantial 
backing behind it and real intentions of rap- 
idly building up an important railroad sys- 


brings it to a connection with the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated, the Lake Street Elevated, and 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway. Its 
franchise covers Harrison street and Twen- 
ty-second street from the @astern to the 
western boundary lines of the town, all of 
Riverside boulevard, Hiawatha avenue from 
Twenty-second street to Thirty-ninth street, 
and Robinson avenue from the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway to Twenty-fifth 
street. The company has a capital of 
$1,250,000. Its board of officers at present is 
a dummy affair, made up chiefly of clerks 
in law offices. C. 8S. Leed is the real head 
of the enterprise. D. B. Lyman is also ac- 
tively interested, and Mr. Lyman and Pres- 
ident Schneider of the National Bank of 
lilinois have signed the ¢$20,000 bond 
which the company has just put 
up. The capital for building 
the goad is to come from New York. Some 
exce@dingly strong interests have become 
identified with the enterprise and there is 
every\promise it will be pushed along rapid- 
ly. A new board of officials will be elected 
as soon as the preliminary survey is com- 
pleted, and the actual work of construction 
will then commence immediately. The com- 
pany has two years in which to build the 
road and is the first company to openly pay 
for a franchise. It agrees to pey $1,000 a 
mile to the Town of Cicero, and in ad@ition 
to that a license on the cars after ten years. 
The present plans of the company contem- 
plate the construction Of & road to La Grange 
at least and possibly to Aurora. Cars will be 
used at least twice as large as any now in 
use on the surface roads here. They will be 
equipped with 100 horsé-power motors and 
designed to make as rapid speed as may be 
possible for a surface line, It is expected 
passengers from La Grange can be landed in 
the elevated trains in thirty-five minutes. 
The ordinance allows elevated terminal sta- 
tions connecting with the Metropolitan and 
the Lake Street Elevated road and the cars 
can thus be run up ona level and passengers 
transferred from the surface cars to the 
elevated cars on the same platform. 

Yesterday’s stock market was wholly given 
up to Lake Street Elevated stock. There is 
every appearance of a royal battle between 
the bulls and bears. For a long time Brew- 
ster has been considered short of the stock 
and his olearing-house sheets are said to 
have indicated a short interest of nearly 
8,000 shares.

PINEAPPLE GIRUP. 

Take a convenient number of pineapples, 
pare and mash them in a marble or porcelain 
mortar, witha smail quantity of sugar; ex- 
press the juice, and for each quart take one 
andahalf pints water and six pounds fine 
sugar; boil the sugar and water, then add the 
juice; remove from the fire and skim and 
strain. Or mate it with the essence as direct. 
ed for strawberry. 

7 SARSAPARILLA SIRUP, 

To one gallon simple sirup add ten drops 
oil of anise, twenty drops oil of wintergreen, 
twenty drops oil of sassafras, and six ounces 
caramel, or coloring. Before the oils are 
added to the sirup they sbould be cut by 
grinding them in a mortar, with as much 
sugar as they will moisten or mixed witha 
strong quantity of alcohol. 

BANANA SIRUP, 

Make as directed for pineapple sirup, or 
take oil of banana, twe drams; tartaric acid, 
one dram; simple'sirup, six pints. Mix, 

ORANGE SIRUP. 

Take one dozen fresh and ripe oranges, 
grate off the outside yellow peel; cut the or- 
anges and express the juice, and to each quart 
add one pint of water and six pounss of s r, 
previously well mixed with grated peel. is- 
solve by gentle heat, then strain. 

NECTAR SIRUP, 

Vanilla sirup, five pints; pineapple sirup, 
one pint; strawberry, raspberry, or lemon 
sirup, two pints. Mix. 

: LEMON SIRUP. 

Add to simple sirup, when cold, twenty 
drops fresh oi! of lemon and one-half ounce 
citric acid (previously dissolved: in three 
ounces of water) to each gallon, Mix by 
shaking well in a bottle, then add four ounces 
gum solution, made by dissolving two ounces 
tine white gum arabic in two ouuees of warm 
water. Cream soda is made by adding a cream 
sirup to the fruit sirup. 

CREAM SIRUP. 

Take of fresh cream one pint, fresh milk 
one pint, fine powdered sugar three pounds, 
beat the sugar with the milk and the whites of 
two eggs, thep mix with the cream, Keep in 
a cool place, well bottled, 

The following 1s an excéllent imitation of 
cream sirup and contains nothing barmful. 
It is recommended as a good substitute where 
no cream is to be had and will keep fora 
considerable time. 


Note.—Most of the sirups not made from , 


fruit may have a little gum arabic added to 
them in order to produce the rich froth ‘so 
desirable when the soda water is added, 


IMITATION CREAM SIRUP. 


Make an emulsion with three fluid ounces 
fresh oil of sweet almonds, two ounces pow- 
dered gum arabic, and nine ounces water; 
then dissolve one pound. white sugar by a 
gentle heat, strain, and when cool add the 
whites of two eggs. It should be put up in 
small bottles, well corked, in a cool place, 

Extract or essence of strawberry or rasp- 
berry for flavoring purposes may be made as 
follows: 

Bruise four and a half pounds strawberries 
or raspberries; pour three quarts of alcool 
over the mass; let stand some time and filter, 
The product will make about one gallon of 
extract, 

WILD CHERRY SIRUP. 

Steep fcur ounces wild cherry bark, well 
bruised, in one pint cold water for thirty-six 
hours; press out the infusion; let it stand till 
clear; decant and add one and a half pounds 
fine white sugar; mix and strain.

they stopped at Pittsburg and in the latter 
part of August inaugurated the first regu- 
lar theatrical season in that city with 
“Honeymoon” and an operetta, “No Song, 
No Supper.” The manager painted the 
scenery and one of his sons direeted the or- 
chestra. In November the company re- 
sumed its journey down the Ohio River, and 
began its season in Frankfort, Ky., after a 
tiresome wagon trip across the country 
from Maysville. The season opened late in 
December with Colman’s play, ‘‘Mountain-

eers,”’ and the comic opera farce, ‘““The Poor 
Soldier.”” The theater in Frankfort had 
been opened in 1808, but this was the first 
season given by an organized company. In 
March, 1816, this company appeared .in 
Louisville and after a two months’ season 
went to Lexington, which is remarked as the 
principal town of the State with “‘the poor- 
est specimen of a theater.’”’ Oct. 20, 1817, 
the company in a keel boat embarked on the 
Cumberland River for New Orleans. They 
drifted down the Ohio into the Mississippi, 
by the side of Memphis, and reached Natchez 
Nov. 10 and gave the first regular dramatic 
performance in that city Nov. 15, presenting 
“Honeymoon” and “The Lying Valet.”. From 
this point the company took an “extraor- 
dinary craft,”’ a stegm packet, Orleans, and 
opened their season in the Crescefit City 
Dec. 24, 1817, with “Honeymoon” and a 
farce-comedy called “The Hotel; or, A Ser- 
vant with Two Masters.” A few years prior 
to this there had been performances in 
French, but this was the first time English 
was heard on the stage of New Orleans. Mr. 


WAITING FOR THE CIROUS. 


Ludiow’s company gave the first regular 
dramatic performance in St. Louis in De- 
cember, 1819, The theater had been erected 
by subscription for the use of amateurs, 
had a seating capacity for 600 people, and a 
stage thirty feet deep, stocked with scenéry, 
limited in variety, but well inted, The 
tedious journey from New leans was 
made on a keel boat, the time being in the 
neighborhood of a mile an hour. Just prior 


to this the company had made the first tour. 


through the river towns of the territory of 
the Alabama. 

The earliest record of a river circus is fur- 
nished by the veteran equestrian, John H. 
Glenway (the first man to throw a somer- 
set from the bare back of a running horse). 
He states that Dan Rice in May, char- 
tered the stern-wheel boat Alleghany Mail 
at St. Louis. The velo yA was 
given at Galena, then the home of Faia 
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and about it was a capacious gallery, the. 


seating capacity being 1,000. In the rear of 
the boat was the gas house, and back of it 
a stable with box-staHs for twenty horses. 
The front part of the steamer was fitted up 
with a concert hall, a large organ, and a 
complete stage, where minstrel shows were 
given after the circus performance. A col- 
lection of wax figures was another feature, 
judiciously removed from the heat of the 
boilers. This beat was also equipped with 
the first calliope, or steam piano, which was 
equal to several brass bands as an advertis- 
ing feature; had a chime of big bells and 
a canndn among other noise preducers. ‘The 
company, which in the aggregate comprised 
sixty people, lived in the cabin of the steam- 
er. At one time Van Amberg’s menagerie 
was a part of this show, occupying a large 
fiatboat similar in construction and arrange- 
ment to the Floating Palace. Performances 
were given every afternoon and evening, 
sometimes three performances were given in 
a day. One day at the mouth of the Big 
Sandy three shows were given in Kentucky, 
Illinois, and Ohio, which was considered a 
remarkable feat of activity. Sometimes 
there was trouble about the -exorbitant 
charge for. license, and it was. adroitly 
dodged by giving an exeursiqn -_ the river, 
the performance being given while the boat 
steamed up the river ten or twelve miles 
and oy drifted back.” 

Sam .T. Jack, who now has a number of 
traveling companies and a theater inthis 
city, passed the years from 1872 to 1875 ina 
river show that was environed with novelty 
andadventure.. His narrative is as follows: 

“<The Flotilla’ was originally what is 
technically known as a ‘ Pittsburg Clarion,’ 
or, in common parlance, a ‘ coal boat.’ She 
was 110 feet in length and 24 feet wide; her 
side walls were a foot thick and she had a 
pegged-in bottom, Her hull was tightly 
decked and covered by a cabin. This was 
surmounted by a second cabin or ‘texas,’ 
When loaded the boat only drew sixteen 
inches of water, so that she could readily 
navigate bayous and the small rivers. 
The main cabin was sixteen feet high and 
decorated in white and gold made quite an 
attractive auditorium. There were seats

Yor 350 people, and the stage, which was 
‘aft,’ was 16x24, and just behind it was the 
cook-house. The dressing-rooms were up in 
the ‘texas,’ here we lived, The motive 
power was the current of the river, and 
the steering was done by sweeps forward and 
aft. The vaudeville and minstrel company 
enlisted thirty husky young men, who could 
play in the band, handle'a sweep, or warp a 
tow-line just as deftly as they could sing 
or dance.

GENIUS EXALTS ITSELF IN BASEBALL. 


Something That Will Bring Joy to the 
Heart of the “ Fan.” 

Now is‘the baseball fever abroad in the 
land. Like unto the pestilence that walketh 
in darkness, the destruction that wasteth at 
noonday, the epidemic has swept through 
towns and villages, sparing none. Strong 
men are smitten sorely, youths and boys 
faint in its grasp. Even the summer girl, 
that fairest flower of the season of sunshine, 
has not esca; ed. 

In the big cities she goes with one of her 
many fiancés and sits and swelters in the

game after game to the strangers. Her com- 
ments on their play would make the angels 
weep, if angels are interested in basebali— 
and what would heaven be to some of us if 
they are not?—cause even her devoted ewain 
to grind his teeth in helpless misery. 

n the country she drives or walks to the 
grounds and. watches the mighty struggie be- 
tween the benedicts and the bachelors of the 
town. Perhaps there 1s scarcely an individual 
in the latter team whom she cannot ae 
claim for ber own, the captive of her bow 
spear. But from the topmost rail of a neigh- 
boring fence, or from the safe retreat of her 
carriage she cheers both sides with an impar- 
tiality more judicial than judicious.

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her Verses was published in Boston in 1640 
under the ponderous title of “‘ Several poems, 
compiled with great variety of wit and 
learning, full of delight, wherein especially 
is obtained a compleat discourse and descrip- 
tion of the four elements, constitutions, 
ages of man, and seasons of the year, to- 
gether with an exact epitome of the three 
first monarchies—viz: The Assyrian, Pers- 
ian, and Grecian, and the beginning of the 
Roman Commonwealth to the end of their 
last King; with divers other pleasant and 
serious poems. By a gentlewoman of New 
ingland.” This volume was reprinted in 
London in 1650 with the additional title of 
“The Tenth Muse Lately Sprung Up in 
America,”’ and in 1678—six years after her 
death—a second American edition was issued 
in Boston, enlarged by the addition of several 
poems hitherto unpublished. 

The reviewers and readers of her book 
were not chary of praise; such commenda- 
tion has rarely fallen to the lot of mortal 
poet before or since. Whether this was due 
to the acknowledged position of the writer 
or to the scarcity of female poets none can 
say, but it is interesting as illustrative of 
the taste and culture of the day. Benjamin 
Woodbridge, the first graduate of Harvard 
College, after extolling her as a union of all 
the muses, virtues, and graces, says to his 
own sex: 

In your own arts confess yourself outdone— 
The moon doth totally eclipse the sun; 

Not with her sable mantle muffling him, 

But her bright silver makes his gold look dim. 

John Norton, the learned and pious, calls 
her “the mirror of the age and glory of her 
sex,”’ and said in a funeral ode that Virgil, 
could he hear her works, would condemn 
his own to the fire. Cotton Mather speaks 
of her as “a monument to her memory be- 
yond the stateliest marble,"’ and one of the 
Presidents of Harvard College addressed 
her in a poem, in which he says: “Your 
only hand these poesies did compose," 
which, on the part of the learned President, 
is poetic license carried to ambiguity. John 
Woodbridge, in a grandiloquent preface to 
her first volume, says: “The worst effect 
of this upon the  reader’s mind 
will be unbelief which will make 
him question. if it can be a woman's work, 
and ask: ‘Can it be possible?’"’ After which 
he makes positive and profuse assertion it 
is possible. 

It is evident that these suave and chival- 
rous critics and reviewers judged this “‘fe- 
male writer” by a Special standard, and be- 
stowed the laurel partly as a concession to 
gallantry. 

Mrs. Bradstreet held the opinions of her 
day when she wrote: 

Men can do best and women know it well. 

Preéminence In each and all is yours, 

But grant some smal] acknowledgment of ours. 

But she had also the spirit of her present 


day sister, for she says: 


I am obnoxious to each carping tongue 
That says my hand a needle better fite. 

Her poems are all serious in character. 
She wrote apostrophes to everything that 
would be apostrophized—the sun, moon, 
time, death, and the four elements. There 
is a certain stateliness, though but little 
music, in her verse. There is scant evidence 
of the “divine madness."’ But she possessed 
a clear intellect, strong poetic taste and im- 
pulse, good education and reading for her 
day, and judging from the exceeding length 
of her odes, elegies,and “contemplations” she 
had untiring patience.Maternal affection was 
a frequent subject of her verse and conjugal 
love her occasicnal theme. Here is a bit 
addressed to her husband which has in it 
the fervor and simplicity of a tender passion: 

If ever two were one, then surely we: 

If ever man was loved by wife, then thee: 
If ever wife were happy in a man, 
Compare with me, ye women, if ye can. 

Mrs. Bradstreet died in 1672. Among her 
descendants have been many conspicuous 
for their abilities.

The fame of Mercy Warren rests chiefly 
upon her historical writings. Still, since she 
wrote what the people of her day accepted 
as poetry, her name has its place in the list 
of early Amefican female poets, She was 
born in 1728, and by birth and by marriage 
belonged to families prominent in public 
affairs. Her writings have little poetic 
merit, but her intense patriotic feeling give 
them certain vigor and force, Nearly all 
of them celebrate some public measure or 
event. Among her poems is a two-act 
drama in which Gov, Hutchinson is satir- 
ized. She celebrated the destruction of the 
tea in 1774 in a poem called ‘*The Squabble of 
the Sea Nymphs.” The bright future of 
America and the fate of its oppressors are 
portrayed in “A Political Query.” Ina very 
clever vein are some lines addressed to John 
Winthrop, when, upon his determination to 
suspend trade with the mother country ex- 
cept for the real “necessaries of life,’’ he re- 
quested a list of such articles as ladies 
might comprise under that head. The esti- 
mate of the necessary “little here below’’ 
equals that of Dr. Holmes, and her ex- 
pression of it is almost as happy. In her in- 
ventory “Clara”

Perhaps some dozens of mere flighty stuff; 
With lawns and lustrings, floral and Mecklin laces, 
Fringes and jewels, fans and tweezer-cases, 
Gay cloaks and hats of every shape and size, 
Scarfs, cardinals and ribands of all dyes;

Miss Townsend wrote an ode to Southey upon 
the appearance of his “Curse of Kehama, 
of which some enthusiastic critic. has said 
that it equaled in grandeur the “ Thanatop- 
sis” of Bryant. It is safe to suppose that 
the end of the century reader scarcely knows 
of its existence. 

Miss Caroline Howard was best known as 
a writer of prose, but she wrote poems that 
were gathered into.a volume called ‘Verses 
of a Lifetime,” and two poems of length 
called “Oracles of the Poets and Sybil. 
An early metrical effort of hers was called 
‘‘ Jephthah’s Rash Vow," and received the 
commendation of various literary persons. 
Miss Caroline says: “ When 1 learned that 
my verses had been surreptitiously printed 
in a newspaper I wept bitterly and was as 


‘much alarmed as if I had been detected in 


man’s apparel.” This was the feeling with 
which the singing robes were donned by a 
young woman in 1810. ' 

One is almost led to wish, looking over the 
early poetic field, that such feeling had been 
sufficiently strong to discourage the donning 
of singing robes of rather flimsy material by 
s0 many. 

Mrs. Julia Rush Ward was born in 1796 
and was the contemporary of Paulding, Irv- 
ing, Cooper, and other writers of note, and 
in their brilliant circle was recognized as a 
star also, only of lesser light. She wrote a 
few poems that had the merit of sincerity 
and simplicity, and she was the mother of 
Julia Ward Howe, whose fame.belongs not 
to one day or place but to all time and the 
world.

But the most nobly gifted woman among 
the early American writers of poetry was 
Maria Gowan Brooks, known to the world 
as Maria del Occidente. She merits first 
place in the list, for she was almost the first 
one who gave to poetic study and creatiou 
the best of her life and talent. 

She began life in 1795 as little Maria Gow- 
an. Her father, a man of culture and lit- 
erary ability himself, superintended her ed- 
ucation through her early and most im- 
pressionable years. This careful training 
bere fruit in thorough yay wing | and in- 
dividuality of thought. Her love for litera- 
ture and the fine arts and her poetic talent 
were early manifested. It is said that at 0 
years of age she had committed to memory 
many passages, from the ancierit classics, 
from Shakspeare, Milton, and other great 
authors, and at 12 was proficient in music 
and painting. As soon as she was out of 
school she was married to Mr. Brooks, a 
wealthy merchant of Boston. Reverses 
came to them a fow years later—their wealth 


| was lost. In 1821 Mr. Brooks died, and soon 


after this she went to Cuba to live witha 
relative. This relative, an uncle, died short- 
ly after, and his property, which he left/her, 
restored her to affluence. : 

She returned to New England to be near 
her son, who was a student at Dartmouth 
College. ‘There, it is said, she studied in- 
cessantly with the aid of the college library, 
which was open to her. 

In 1825 her great poem, ‘“‘Zophiel,” was 
In 1830 she wernt 
abroad, and in London met Southey, and a 
warm friendship sprang up between them. 
Southey said of “Zophiel’’: “Altogether the 
poem is the effusion of a heart whose fervor 
neither time nor untoward fortune has 
cooled and of an inspiration so vivid that 
it almost believes its own creations, There 
is a song in the last canto which is more 
passionate than any I can call to mind in 
any language, and in my judgment far, very 
far superior to Sappho’s celebrated ode.” 
He called her “the most impassioned and 
imaginative of all poetesses."" The London 
Quarterly Review confirmed this praise. 
All the British reviews gave the book the 
highest praise, unwittingly* granting that 
so much power and genius could belong to 
any poet not English born. ‘And all this,*’ 
said the London Quarterly, “all this out ofa 
coffee plantation in Cuba.” 

For the greater part of “Zophiel’ was 
written in a little Grecian temple on the au- 
thor’s Cuban estate, though it was finished 
while she was in England, the guest of Rob- 
ert Southey, who, it is said, corrected the 
proof-sheets. 

The poem is founded on the story of Sara 
Ragnet’s daughter as given in the book of 
Tobit, in the Apocrypha, and in treatment 
and conception is beautiful and to a high 
degree original. 

Mrs. Brooks wrote one story in prose called 
‘“‘Idomen,”’ which was largely autobiograph- 
ical. It is now out of print. 

Strangely,Mrs. Brooks was not well known 
to American readers of her day, and there 
are few now who know her name as they 
know the names of many far less true poets. 

Here is-the song which Southey pronounced 
so fine and which merits his praise: 


EGLA’S SONG. 
Day, in melting purple dying, 


Ye but waken my distress; 
I am sick of loneliness. 


Thou to whom I love to hearken, 
Come, ere night around me

Mrs. Lydia Sigourney, beloved as 
by tthe readers of earlier generations, wrote 
chiefly of love and religion, though she wrote 
also some descriptive blank verse containing 
passages of power and beauty. She was 
_boririn Norwich, Conn,,in 1791; and is spoken 
of by her biographer as “remarkable for loye 
of learning and facility in its acquisition.” 
She also rhymed in childhood. In 1815 she 
published a volume called ‘Moral Pieces in 
Prose and Verse,” the character of which 
justified the title. 

She published a- volume of poetry for 
children, which would not be to the taste of 
those who read Harper’s Young People and 


volume of select poems. Mrs. Sigourney ac- 
quired a widér reputation than any woman 
writer of her day. She had sweetness of 
sentiment, religious feeling, correctness and 
fluency of expression, but she had little of 


born. ‘The: Widow at Her Daughter's Pri. 
- dal” is one of her best remembered poems. 

“The little yagrant pen” of Frances Sargent 
Osgood “wandered lightly down the paper.” 
but its frequent turns had many a swift, ca- 
pricious grace. Her love poems have great 
sweetness and purity. She had a fertile 
fancy, was sympathetic, and frequently pic- 
turesque. ‘Her verse has life and vitality, 
and some selections from it are-to be found 
in most of the collections of the present day. 
Two or three of them have been favorites 
with the compilers of school readers. Mrs. 
Osgood was a native of Boston and belon 
to a family of literary tastes and abilities. 

Margaret Fuller, the unique and incem- 
parable, wrote verses also, but it was cer- 
tainly not in fowing numbers that her genius 
found its best expression. 

Sarah Helen Whitman wrote some exquis- 
ite lyrics: also some that in their truthful 
and beautiful descriptive power suggest the 


fionary poet, touched finely the 

chords, as in the well-known poem of moth-- 
erhood, “‘My Bird,”’ : 
name will be remembered roe 
characterized by a delicate and dlike 
simplicity. 

The Cary sisters, who were the first women 
singers of the West to command public at- 
tention and praise, are still pomp dros and 
admired as true, if not great, poets. The 
charm of their verse outlives all criticism of 
its defects.

The women poets of the colonial and reva- 
lutionary period chose great themes, They 
were fond of such hopeless subjects as the 
‘“‘Incomprehensibility of God,” “Immortal- 
ity,” “The “Resurrection.’’ They wrote 
dramas that were not dramatic, a 
phes, odes, and elegies. They wrote little 
that came near to the heart of daily life, its 
hopes, loves, and dreams. 

The early women poets of the present cent- 
ury bore a general resemblance to each 
other. They wrote conventionally, as in a 
sort of best parlor atmosphere. They were, 
as a rule, diffuse, prolific, and sentimental. 

Theirs was the day of the “Tokens of 
Love,” “Friendship’s Garland,” ‘Ladies’ 
Wreath,” ““Keepsakes,”’ and “Floral Offer- 
ing’ literature. The preface to one of the 
“Tokens’”’ at hand says: “It has been the 
compiler’s care to exclude such pieces as 
are likely to corrupt the heart with their in- 
sidious poison or to captivate the fancy 
with their alluring beauty.”

‘dead run for five miles, Jehu incessantly 


whipping and vociferating, the chariot slip- 
ping from one to the other side of the rough, 
uneven road until we came upon a line of 
grass-grow: breastworks just on the edge of 
the town.

Passing the works which had been hastily 
throwo up in cogsequence of some of the 
many internal disorders that affect this suuny 
land, we entered the city by a broad street, 
unpaved except for the flagged sidewaiks, 
but flecked with the American beer bottle and 
the familiar tomate can.

HERO FOR THE YOUNG 


LIFE OF JAMES WOLFE RINGS OUT 
- LIKE A BUGLE OAL 


Sketch of His Biography Which Has Just 
Been Added to the English Men of Ac- 
tion Series=Had Served Through Seven 
Campaigns When Only 23 Years VOld=— 
His Affairs Of the HearteKReasons for 
Welcoming Death with Open Arms on 
the Heights of Quebec. 


It is enovgh to make a men wish he was a 
boy again to read the biography of Wolfe by 
A. G. Bradley in the “English Men of Ac- 
tion” series* It is easy to imagine the thrill 
which such a perusal would give one in the 
sensitive days of youth; for Wolfe was essen- 
tially a boys’ hero, Immortality he secured 
at the age of 32, dying in the victory that 
crowned his career. There was reaily noth- 
ing left to live for except gray hairs, ana per- 
haps disappointment. Truly the ancients 
were wise in saying that those whom the gods 
love- die young. Wolfe was already 
at that age when his  playfellows in 
the Kentish Town of Westhaven were 
thinking of their tops and marbles—that is, 
he was 1344 years old—when he nearly per- 
susded his soldier father to take him to the 
wars, the rtagena expedition being about 
to start. An iliness (for James Wolfe. was 
always in delicate health) kept the child at 
home and gave him two years atachool. At 
15, ‘*a lanky stripling,” 10 the words of his 
present biegrapher, he was appointed an En- 
sign and at review carried the colors of the 
Twelfth Foot before George II]. He was 
oniy. 16 when for gailantry at the 
battle of .Dettingen he was  appoint- 
ed Lieutenant. When he was 23 he 
bad served through seven campaigns and was 
a Lieutenant-Colonél. Yet he was impatient 
atthe brief intervals during which he was 
condemned to a life of inactivity ; ne seems to 
have had always the consciousness that his life 
wou!ld be a brief one, and he tried to crowd as 
much action into it as he could. In his fever- 


ish way of living he was more in 
sympathy with the nineteenth than 
with the siow-going eighteenth century. 


Mr. Bradley at this point gives a portrayal of 
the young officer’s appearance, which may 
recail to some readers Thackeray in “ The 
Virginians.”” He acknowledges that his hero 
was ** an ugly, or, at least, an extremely plain, 
man.’ He had narrow shoulders, iong and 
awkward limbs; his forehead and chin both 
receded sharpiy from his pointed nose; he 
had a colorless and muddy complexion; very 
red hair, and cheekbones higt and prom- 
inent. Still,a wig covered his fiery locks; 
his blue eyes were bright and eager; his 
awkward figure was at jeast erect and sol- 
dierly, and his deportment was amiabie. He 
was al ways, says our author, a ladies’ man in 
the better sense of the words,

A good fighter it would be indeed surpris- 
ing if James Wolfe were not also a good lover. 
It was in London after celebrating his twen- 
ty-first birthday—he was now an o!d cam- 
paigner, a soldier of Germany, of Flanders. 
and of Scotland, already familiar with High- 
land broadswords and French bayonets—that 
he met the young lady whose insensibility to 
his devotion clouded his happiness for so

many years and formed the one bit of senti- 
ment in his active and rugged life. The hard- 
hearted fair one was the daughter of Sir Wil- 
ford Lawson of Isell, and a maid of hunor to 
the Princess of Wales. It seems clear that 
Wolfe had already made something of 
a name for himself; otherwise a mere 
Captain of infantry, as he was at this time, 
without money or personal attractions, or 
any social adVantages, would hardly have 
been found in fashionable society or been in 
the way of paying addresses to iIadies about 
the court. Wolfe was not as fortunate, how- 
ever, in love asin war. The maid of honor 
was insensibie to his devotion, and he found 
it bard to pluck her memory from his heart. 
He could not heat her name mentioned for 
several years without feeling a twinge. 
The bravest are the tenderest, 
The loving are the daring. 

So sings Bayard Taylor. Wolfe’s mother 
tried to have him console himself witha 
Croydon heiress, but that scheme failed. 
After his disappointments he ‘‘ piunged for 
the first and last time in his life into the 
whirlpool of frivolity and debauchery’ then 
famiiiar to the men of fashion; but the mad.- 
ness was brief, and he penitently writes that 
he is **once more master of his reason and 
intends to remain so,’’ In later years, after 
he had captured Louisbourg in Canada, he 
succumbed to the charms of the sister of Sir 
James Lowther, and became betrothed to her. 
In his last campaign he wore her miniature 
about his neck and the night befpre his last 
battle gave it to a comrade to be\delivered to 
her in case of his death. This death he 
seemed to have expected. But of this anon.

It was Pitt, the great Minister, who sick of 
blundering Generais and titled incapables who 
had brought di-grace on English arms, that 
picked out Wolfe to bring matters in Amer- 
ica to an issue between France and Engiand, 
In 1758 he gave the young soldier the post of 
Brigadier in the army which was to be seat 
against the French at Cape Breton, 
How he captured the fortified town 
of Louisbourg on Cape Breton Island 
is vividly described in Coupter VII. Louis- 
bourg was the Halifax of the eighteenth cent- 
ury, commanding the mouth of the St. Law- 
rence and dominating the North Atiantic. It 
was after subduing this fortress that Wolfe 
wrote to his mother in this vein of prophecy: 
** North America will sor:~ time hence be a 
vast empire—the seat of ©. wer and learning. 
There will grow a peopie out of our little 
spot, England, that will fill this vast sapzce 
and divide this great portion of the globe 
with the Spaniard.” 

In a few years Louisbourg practically 
vanished from the mapof America; in truth 
it-is hard, in these days, to realize what an 
important place it once otcupied in the eyes 
of European nations straggling for Western 
empire in the eighteenth century. Few even 
of Canadians or Awericans have ever seen the 
quiet old fishimg village wh.ch, far removed 
from the beatea tracks of commerce or travel, 
still slumbers amid the surf and fogs of the 
northern seas. Its fortificationg were leveled 
after the peace; and in the place of busy 
street and roaring battery there is nothing to 
be seen now but grassy mounds and moss- 
grown heaps of masonry. Here, amid the 
silence of a sheep pasture, where stood of oid 
the Dunkirk of America, the rare visitor may 
listen to the boom of the Atiantic and fin 
ample food for reflection upon the mutability

How deeply suggestive must the familiar stanza 
have sounded in after years to the fortunate few 
who could recall the hushed tones of their heroic 
leader as be drifted onwards through the dark- 
ness to fame and death. 

“ ‘The boast of heraldry, the pomp of power, 
And ail that beauty, all wealth e’er gave, 

Await alike th’ inevitable hour; 

The puths of glory lead but to the grave.”’ 

“Gentiemen,” said he, “I would sooner have 
written that poom thantake Quebec.” “No one 
was there,” says the American historian Park- 
man, “to tell him that the hero is greater than 
the poet.”

The two heroes of Quebec, Wolfe and Mont- 
calm, appear to have welcomed death with 
oven arms; to the latter it came with honor, 
to the former it came with immortality. The 
present author thus describes Wolfe’s con luct 
in the battle: 
Wolfe bad an almost exaggerated scorn of dan- 
er, so much so that even his military friends 
ave ieft on record their dread of the conse- 
quences whenever he was called upon to take a 
conspicuous part in action. His wrist was shac- 
tered, but this he had probably forgotten; 


it seems likely that he was now 
singled out as 6.4 mark by the 
sharpshooters in the woods. A _ bullet 


struck him at this momentin the groin, iovflict- 
ing a wound that would of itself in ali probabil- 
ity have proved mortal. He paid no heed to it, 
however. and pressed on at the head of his men. 
How long his indomitable wiil would have thus 
sustained him was not ot to the test, for al- 
most immediately another ball passed through 
his lungs. He staggered forward a few paces, 
struggling to keep his feet. Lieut. Browne of 
the Grenadiers was close athand. “Support 
me.”’ gasped Wolfe, “lest my gailant feliows 
should see me fali.”” The noble effort, however, 
was hopeless, and before Browne could reach 
him he sank to the ground. He shook his head

Is there not a clew toa genuine desire for 
death in the last sentence quoted? Wolfe 
from chiidhood suffered from ill health. He 


was racked with disease at “he time of the ; 


taking of Quebec, and he may have often 
longed for tne soidier’s death which he met 
then so resignedly. Color is given to this 
presumption by the following incident: In 
the pocket of the coatin which he feil wus 
found a sheet of paper containing tnese lines 
from Pope’s version of Sarpedon’s speech to 
Glaucus in the twelfth book of ‘the ‘* Iliad.” 
Whether the variations from the original are 
due to the accident of his having transcribed 
the lines from memory, or from his having 
altered them to suit his own mood, must be 
uncertain; but never surely has a memorabie 
passage been illustrated in a fashion so 
striking and so gioriou:: 

But since, alas! ignoble age must come, 

Disease, and death's inexorable doom, 

That life which others pay. let us bestow, 

And give to fame what we to nature owe. 

Brave let as fali, or honored if we live, 

Or jet us giory gain or giory give. 

Such men shaliown, deserve a sovereign state, 

Envied by those who dare not imitate. 

It is idle to speculate on Wolfe’s position 
among famous Genera's, for circumstances 
have placed him apart and aione. It is not 
enough to speak of him as a promising leader, 
for the promise with him had already oveen 
fulfilled, for in every branch of a_ soldier's 
duty, in peace and in war, he had shown the 


‘highest capacity. To every ewergenc}, and 


these had been many, he had proved himzelf 
equal. Quick as lightning.to see an opportunity 
in action, he was equally rapid in forming his 
plans and vigorous in carrying them into exe- 
cution. Witn this he combined a thorough 
grasp of detail, and a careful attention 
to all the smail but important matters vital 
to successful warfare that mark the born 
soldier. At the head of a cuarge, or amid the 
tumult of a battery, no man was ever more 
in his element; yet so far from despising, like 
most Engiish officers of his day, the studious 
and painstaking part of a soidier’s duties, he 
was indefatigable. His constant thought 
was to increase his knowledge of his pro- 
fession and to make himeeif a compiete 
We find him aimost importunate in 
landers for 
fortifications and mathe- 
matics, and he studied the history of 
war with energy. A soldier, who gave 
himself up even to the smallest of regimental 
duties, Wolfe was also a thinker. He it was 
who first conceived the scheme for forming a 
Highland regiment. A hater of all incompe- 
tence and pretense, he refused several iucra- 
tive sinecures, whether on the staff at Dublin 
or as tutor to a powerful young Duke, In- 
deed, his services for the campaign round 
Quebec were only secured by the promise that 
he should be allowed to choose men of merit 
to serve under him. He was of a Ceitic 
strain, which might account for his joy in 
fighting. Eurly in the book Bradley draws a 
curious parailei between him and Washington 
in respect *to this joy of fighting: 

Thousands of hot-headed, hare-brained individ- 
uals have no doubt had as great a partiality for 
fighting: but it is another matter with a serious, 
sober, religious, delicately-constitnuted being like 

oife. One turns not inaptly to Washington for 
something of a parailei. The great Virginian 
was a lover of books. an admirabie man of busi- 
ness, a successful farmer, grave in manner, de- 
vout in temperament. That he should have been 
at the same time a good soldier is in no way 
singular. But he had toa high degree the same 
keen physical enjoyment in fighting that Wolfe 
had. Both of these men were conscientious to a 
fauit; neither of them would have risked the life

SPIDERS AS. 


MEN ARE TYROS AND BUNGLERS 
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OOMPARED WITH THEM. 


Their Architecture Is Perfect in Its Way 
and for Strength and Geometrical Pre- 
cision May Be Studied with Benefit by 
the Humen Kace—The Trap-Door Makes 
a Wonderful House in Which It Rests. 
Safely, While the Water Species Con- 
structs a Marvelous Diving- Bell. 

There are certain members of the spider 
family which build structures, that could 
never be equalled by human hands. The 
aeronautic spider shoots sugpension bridges 
from tree to tree; the geometric spider con- 
trives snares in which to entrap its prey; 
the water spider constructs a diving bell of 
shining silk; and the trap-door spider makes 
an underground nest which is a marvel of 
accurate and elegant workmanship. Com- 
pared with any of them man is but a bun- 


gier. 


The tarantula is a well-known variety of 
the trap-door spider. The site of his house 


is carefully chosen. 


Never is it in a hollow: 


always upon a dry, sloping knoll, from which 
moisture drains in every direction. A hole 
is first made, large enough for the spider to 
pass comfortably and from three to fifteen 


inches in depth. The excavation is done by 


two powerful hooks which terminate the 
mandibles or jaws. These serve as pick- 
axes and spades for loosening the earth; 
it is removed and carried above by the man- 
dibles themselves. When finished the tube 
is smoothed and polished and is then ready 
for its silken lining. 

This lining is spun from the body of the 
spider. It closely resembles the finest Jap- 
anese paper, only it is infinitely finer and 
thinner. No human being could weave a 
fabric so exquisite, so frail, and yet so en- 


during. 


The most wonderful part of the work is 
the making and attaching of the lid or door. 
It is perfectly circular in form, and is com- 
posed of alternate layers of mud and silk. 
it swings on a litle hinge of silk thread, 
and as a means of making it fit more tightly 
has a flange all around, which falis into a 
corresponding groove. 

Trap-door spiders are very careful to con- 
ceal the location of their unique homes. 
They make the top of the lid correspond 
exactly with the surrounding ground. If 


that is bare the lid is bare also. 


If it is cov- 


ered with any kind of growth bits of it are 
cut and glued to the top. When the spider 
ventures abroad he pushes the lid open from 


the inside and emerges. 
of its own weight. 


The lid then closes 
Coming home the spider 


watches to see if he is observed, and finding 
the coast clear makes a lively scamper, 
opens the lid with his mandibles, and van- 


ishes inside. 


It is a curious fact that when 


the spider is inside his house the door cannot 
be opened on its hinges by human hands. 
Before it will open the clay must be broken. 

The way a spider makes a cable is per- 


fectly marvelous. 
for it is made of many threads. 


Cable it is in every sense, 


Inside the 


body are the vessels which secrete the fluid 
that is to make silk. These vessels have 
about 6,000 outlets near the tip of the abdo- 
men, through each one of which the spider 


emits a thread at will. 


These threads unite 


about one-tenth of an inch from the body, 
making the cable that we ordinarily see. It 
would take millions of threads to make a 
cable as large as ahumanhair. . 

The wisdom of nature in thus ordering the 
spider’s spinning apparatus is apparent. 
The gummy substance hardens quicker than 
if it emerged as a single thread, and we all 
know that a cable is much stronger than a 


rope of the same size. 


Now when we see 


the uses to which the spider puts his cable 
we appreciate the necessity for its being 
firm and strong. But there is another ad- 


vantage. 


When the spider wants to attach 


the end of a cable to some object he only has 
to press it firmly, when the damp filaments 
spread out and become glued fast. 

The variety making use of this cable for 
traveling is called the aeronautic spider. 
When the desire to make a journey seizes 
him he climbs a tree or a bulrush and 
raises his legs ati frequent intervals in 
search of a breeze. The moment one is felt 
he raises his abdomen high in the air, emits 
a cable, and waits until the loose end fastens 


itself to another object. 


This is detected, not 


by looking, as might be supposed, but by 
cautiously pulling at the cable with the legs. 
If the result of the test is satisfactory the 
cable is cut off and made fast to a twig, and 
the spider commits himself to his novel sus- 


pension bridge. 


As security against the 


first line giving way a second is drawn over 
as the spider moves. 

Occasionally the aeronautic spider will at- 
tach one end of his cable to a tree and trust 
himself to the other, swinging in the air and 
paying out more line until the desired ob- 
ject is reached. He has not the power of 
coiling the cable back into his body, as is 


popularly believed. 


When he 


wishes to 


shorten it he simply gathers the loose part 
into a packet, giues the ends together, and 


then throws the packet away. 


The common snare-building spiders are 


another interesting class. 


One of them, the 


geometric spider, is very mathematical in 
his work. Having chosen a situation for 
he surrounds the area with a 
boundary line, which is attached to adjacent 
objects. A thread is then spun entirely 
across, and from the middle point of this 
another is carried to the boundary line. 
Returning to the central point the spider car- 
ries another line to the margin, a short dis- 
tance from the first, and so continues until 


the snare 


he has a web which resembles a wheel. 


He 


then begins at the center again and carries 
a spiral round and round until the circumfer- 
ence is reached. Every time the spiral cross- 
es one of the spokes of the wheel it is glued, 
thus making a strong web. 

Another snare-building spider makes a 
simpler web, very fine and closely woven. 
The web is spun in the night and is what 
we so often see on the grass in the morn- 
ing. The spider lurks , underneath, head 
downward, waiting for his prey to become 


entangled in the mesh above. 


A third snare builder makes a web very 
similar to the above, but draws a part of it 
downward in the form of a tube. At the’ 


end of the tube is the spider himse 


if. The 


tube is nearly horizontal at the entrance, 
but gradually becomes more perpendicular. 
It is far more closely woven than the net. 
The end sometimes descends into a hole in 
the ground, though it oftener rests upon a 
bunch of twigs or grass. 
venient and safe resting place for the spider. . 
He can stretch his limbs to his heart’s con-

A spider breathes air, just as we do, andit . 
may therefore seem absurd to say there isa 
species living under water.

The airisa delight- 
ful combination of salt from the sea and 
balsam from the pine forests. 

The scenic advantages of Bar Harbor are 
unexcelled. Mount Desert Island is the 
largest on the New England coast; it con- 
tains 100 square miles of territory and its 
southern half is split in two by Somes’ 
Sound. Its separation from the mainland 
at the northwest end is so slight that it is 
spanned by a bridge. On the island are;fif- 
teen mountains, ranging from 700 to 1,500 
feet in height. 

The gray and thunder-smitten pile, 

Which marks afar the Desert Isle, 
is visible sixty miles at sea. This is Green 
Mountain, a solid mass of granite. On the 
island are a dozen fresh water lakes, varying 
in size from five acres to as many square 
miles. The coast line is exceedingly irreg- 
ular and the land is broken into foothills, 
gorges, glens, and level stretches. The 
island seems to be almost a solid mass of 
granite. Originally it was heavily timbered 
and much of the ‘natural forest remains. 
In consequence of these physical peculiari- 
ties the scencry is of almost infinite variety. 

Bar Harbor is essentially a place of mag- 
nificent views. The cottagers on the shore 
of the bay gaze out upon water dotted with 
islands only terminated by the distant main- 
land. Then they turn their heads and look 
shoreward upon the foothills of Bar Harbor 
rising to varying heights to the base of the 
towering mountains to the west and south. 
As one goes further from the shore the more 
extensive becomes the view. The grand 
panorama of all is to be seen from the sum- 
mit of Green Mountain, 1,527 feet above the 
sea level. Perhaps one of the finest views 
from ‘any lesser height is to be had from 
Elsinore, the cottage of Hugh McMillan of 
Detroit, which stands 240 feet above sea 
level, one and one-quarter miles due west 
from the harbor. 

To the north lies a mole or more of hills 
and valleys, crowned a dotted with cot- 
tages. Then stretches ay Frenchman's 
Bay, twenty miles of smiling sea, with the 
main land showing dimly blue in the dis- 
tance, the white of alittle town marking the 
shore line. Following the shore of the main 
land with the eye towards the south one 
sees Mount Desert Ferry. Then in the fore- 
ground, shutting the main land from view, 
loom up the islands—Bar, Sheep Porcupine, 
te Porcupine, and Bald Porcupine Isl- 
Between the ferry wharf and- Bar Island 
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Green Mountain, which rises precipitately, 
a solid mass of dark, somber green and gran- 
ite. Perched upon its very summit is a 
funny little object, apparently the size of 
a grain of corn. That is the Green Mount- 
ain House, and it is no small concern either. 
It is vacant. Bad luck seems to attend the 
endeavor to keep hotel so high up in the air. 
The first hotel up there in the clouds was 
burned. Then a new one was built. A cog- 
wheel railroad put it in touch with the 
world. Then a carriage road was built and 
there was competition between horse-flesh 
and steam. Horse-flesh was the cheaper. 
Steam gave up the fight. Without the rail- 
road hotel keeping above the clouds was too 
arduous and the Green Mountain House was 
closed. The drive to the summit for the 
view is a favorite with Bar Harbor people, 
and the panorama which meets the eye is 
well worth the climb. 

No resort has such handsome improve- 
ments as Bar Harbor, the value of property 
owned by non+residents for summer pur- 
poses closely approaching the enormous 
sum of $15,000,000. No resort has such ex- 
tensive and interesting drives. No resort 
has better yachting and boating facilities, 
and, notwithstanding its remoteness, no re- 
sort has better transportation facilities. 

The hotels are many and their accommo- 
dations excellent. 

There is excellent fishing in the fresh 
water inland lakes of Mount Desert. Eagle 
Lake, the largest, lies at the base of Green 
Mountain, about two and a half miles from 
Bar Harbor. Mountains tower all about it, 
and its beaches are fringed with foliage. 
Eagle Lake has always been the home of the 
speckled trout, and ten years ago it was 
stocked with twenty thousand young sal- 
mon. These fish have grown to weigh be- 
tween four and six pounds and many are 
caught each season. It is stated that Eagle 
Lake trout grow to weigh four and five 
pounds. Jordan’s Pond, to the south of 
Eagle Lake, also contains trout. Hadlock 
Ponds, near Northeast Harbor, Long Pond, 
near Somesville, and Echo Lake, near by, 
are also full of trout. There are several 
streams on the island which are said to con- 
tain trout; one is in the Gorge Meadow, one 
at Hunter’s Beach on the Seal Harbor road, 
and one on the Norway drive. Black bass 
are found in Witch Hollow Pond and in Haif 
Moon Pool on Breakneck road. Partridges 
are abundant in September. Woodcock are 
many on the island. 


Bar Harbor’s history dates back to t. 
1604, when the nd was Gapeneed cs 
Champlain, who ed it “L’Isle des Monts 
Deserts "’—the Isle of the Desert Moun s. 
colony of Jesuits made a settlementhon 


had got into the habit of spending the sum- 
mer at Bar Harbor. An unpretentious hotel 
or two were put up. Alpheus Hardy of Bos- 


¢.ton, now dead, was the first non-resident 


property-owner. He bought Birch Point in 
1868 for $300 from Stephen Higgins and built 
the first Bar Harbor cottage. The Ogden 
property at Cromwell’s Harbor, now George 
Vanderbilt's place, was the next purchase of 
any amount. 

But the men who made Bar Harbor were 
the artists. They took away sketches of the 
beautiful scenery. People saw, admired, and 
came to see if the sketchés were true to 
nature. They found the canvas fell short 
of the truth, and Bar Harbor’s destiny was 
settled, 

De Grasse Fox of Philadelphia is as thor- 
oughly identified with Bar Harbor as any 
man on the island. He detests warm weath- 
er, and in 1874, after a hot spell in the Quaker 
City, started for Labrador to get cool. He 
met a friend who told him it was not neces- 
sary to go to Labrador, and advised him to 
go to Bar Harbor. Mr. Fox says of his first 
visit: 

“Well, I followed his advice and took the 
weekly boat from Portland. It wasa choice 
between that and a stage ride of forty miles 
from Bangor.’ I found a few summer resi- 
dents on the island; the women wore flannel 
dresses. There were no tablecloths; every 
one lived almost entirely in the open air, 
and everything was one continual picnic, so 
to speak. The place was a wilderness. In 
1876 I bought property at $25 an acre. I have 
since sold property for residence purposes 
at the rate of $60,000 an acre The average 
price now ranges from $20,000 to $40,000 an 
acre. I have sold land for business purposes 
at the rate of $100,000 an acre. Times have 
changed tince my first visit. Handsome and 
costly summer houses are being added each 
year, and I should say that a conservative 
estimate of the value of the summer resi- 
dence property of Bar Harbor proper, with- 
cut including other resorts on the island, is 
between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000, probably 
nearer the latter than the former.” 

Bar Harbor lies on the shore of French- 
man’s Bay, at the northeast corner of Mount 
Desert Island. & is spread over a plateau 
and foothills, @hd would just about fill half 
a circle with a radius of one and a half miles, 
the center being the wharf of the Maine Cen- 
tral ferry. The bay shore runs northwest 
and southeast. The ferry wharf is halfway 
on the shore line. Up the northwest shore 
runs Eden street. Main street runs direct- 
ly south from the wharf, and side streets 
run east from it down to the southeast, 
shore. From Main street West street, Cot- 
tage street, and Mount Desert street run 
west for half a mile or so in the order 
named. With these any sort of plan seems 
to end. Bar Harbor streets form a laby- 
finth beside which the old Port-of Boston is 
child’s play. There are roads, and avenues, 
and private thoroughfares, and they circle, 
and intersect, and wind in a fashion most 
bewildering to the uninitiated. Kebo street 


To this list may perhaps be properly added 
the name of W. 8S. Gurnee, Beau Desert, 
Eden street. 

Mr. Gurnee, though he now lives in New 
York, is an ex-Mayor of Chicago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward Blair of Chicago are 
pleasantly quartered in Brookend. Their | 
cottage stands on the shore of Frenchman's 
Bay, one and one-quarter miles “‘up the 
bay ” (northwest) from the ferry dock. It 
has the advantage of water on two sides, a 
pretty little cove putting in to the west of the 
grounds. There are two acres or so of mead- 
ow, lawns, and trees to the grounds, which 
slope gradually from Eden street on the 
south to the water. The cottage is stone 
and frame, two stories high, and roomy 
and comfortable. It stands close to the 
water’s edge. Brookend is the property of 
Mrs. William Farrar Smith of Philadelphia, 
whose husband is generally known as Gen, 
‘“ Baldy ’’ Smith. This ts Mr. Blair’s sec- 
ond season at Bar Harbor. He evidently 
likes the place for he has leased Brookend 
for three years. Mr. and Mrs. Blair have 
four children and their tstablishment is 
quite extensive. They brought horses with 
them from Chicago. They have a pair of 
cobs, a pair of coach horses, and a pony for 
the children, with a variety of vehicles, in- 
cluding carts and buckboards, 

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen are living 
this summer in Hackmatack. This cot- 
tage is pleasantly located on Hull’s Cove: 
it is three miles or more from the village 
and is one of the farthest “ up the bay.”’ 
There are several acres in the grounds and 
the cottage is shaded by large and hand- 
some trees. The cottage stands close to the 
water’s ed and commands an extensive 
view. Owing to the bend in the shore the 
outlook embraces not only the Village of 
Rar Harbor but practically all the inter- 
vening three miles of shore and slope. Be- 
tween the cottage and the shore is a strip of 
lawn; then comes an abrupt drop to the 
water's edge. The cottage belongs to Miss 
Beach of New York. who is now in Europe. 

The Bowens have a number of small chil- 
dren and apparently care little for the so- 
cial side of Bar Harbor life. They generally 
have Chicago friends with them during the 
summer and make a little community of their 
own. They brought six horses with them 
from Chicago and in their driving give pref- 
erence to T-carts and buckboards, 

They are evidently in love with Bar Har- 
bor, for they will have a cottage of their 
own ready by next season. Mrs. Bowen is 
the granddaughter of Mrs. Hadduck, the 
rich Chicago widow who died last winter, 
and a part of the Hadduck inheritance is 
now to be put into a summer home at Bar 
Harbor. A tract of four or five acres has 
been bought a mile or more farther up the 
cove. The land cost in the neighborhood of 
$15,000 and work has been begun on a frame 
cottage of forty rooms to cost something like 
$50,000. This might be considered quite an 
eetablishment in some parts of the world, 
but as Bar Harbor cottages go it is exceed- 
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seem a particularly appropriate name for a 
Bar Harbor cottage, but it is, and this is 
why: It is a legend of Bar Harbor that 
Talleyrand was bornon Mount Desert Island. 
This legend is not confined to Bar Harbor, 
and the story has at different times been 
widely discussed. Joseph Williamson of 
Pelfast, Me., for instance, was a sturdy up- 
holder of the tale in his day. He claimed to 
have seen data which apparently established 
the fact that Talleyrand was the son of an 
island woman and the Captain of a French 
ship, the brother of Talleyrand’s reputed 
father. An ex-Governor of Massachusetts, 
so the story goes, has left it on record that 
he met Talleyrand on Mount Desert Island in 
1792, the period of his exile in Ameriga, and 
that old natives recognized in him the Jame 
French boy who was born on the islan@and 
carried to France by messengers sent by his 
father’s family. 

John De Koven is an old-timer at Bar 
Harbor, this season being his thirteenth. 
He occupies Highbrook this year. The cot- 
tage is om Highbrook road just west of Eden 
street, and is perched on a steep rise from 
which there is a magnificent view in all 
directions. The grounds are extensive and 
shaded with pines and a variety of trees. 
Adjoining it on the south is the Blaine cot- 
tage Stanwood, and close by is Mossley Hall, 
W. B. Howard's beautiful cottage, occu- 
pied this year by ex-Secretary W. C. Whit- 
ney of New York, Mrs. Potter Palmer’s 
cottage is also near by. Highbrook is a 
large and roomy brown cottage, containing 
twenty-five or more rooms. It has been built 
for a number of years and belongs to Mrs, 
Mary Leeds of Boston. Mr. and Mrs. De 
Koven keep the house full of visitors. Mrs. 
B. Frank Hadduck and Miss Larrabee of 
Chicago are among their guests at present. 
Mr. De Koven brought with him from Chi- 
cago five horses, and he drives a variety of 
vehicles, including a victoria. 

R. Hall McCormick and family are pleas- 
antly located this summer in Villa Mary. 


The cottage is a big, comfortable, brown 


structure standing close to the water, three- 
quarters of a mile from the Ferry wharf. It 
is reached by a winding driveway from Eden 
street, from which the grounds slope grad-

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inal house was built and owned jointly by 
Mrs. George P. Bowler and her sister, Mrs. 
John Livingston. Mr. Pulitzer leased it 
last season and before he left bought it 
outright, The house was then one of the 
most extensive establishments on the isl- 
and, but Mr. Pulitzer gave orders for radi- 
cal improvements to be ready for this sea- 
son. The most important of these was a 
huge stone tower fifty feet high for his OWN, 
use and that of his secretaries. This was to 
go up at the north end of the house and con- 
nections were planned with the original 
structure, which was to be almost entirely 
rebuilt. The lawn was also to be extended 
100 feet or mrore out toward the water on 
made ground and an enormous sea wall 
built to protect it. 

The work was begun Nov. 21 last year by 
Edward B. Mears of Philadelphia and Bar 
Harbor after plans by Andrews, Jaques & 
Rantoul of Boston and Bar Harbor. Mr. 
Mears says the job was one.of the toughést 
he ever handled. There were two strikes, a 
fire, and an accident in which a workman 
was killed. During the winter the temper- 
ature averaged 20° below zero and each of 
the large granite blocks had to be warmed 
before it could be put into place, Neverthe- 
less the work was pushed to completion in 
spite of all obstacles. June 14 the improve- 
ments were finished and turned over to Mr. 
Pulitzer’s representatives. 

The feature of the new building is the 
baths in the basement of the tower. When 
the tide flows init fillsa huge swimming tank. 
The sea water is then warmed by steam. In 
addition to the swimming tank there are 
Turkish and every known variety of baths, 
lounging rooms, etc., the whole making the 
finest thing of the kind in America, if not 
in the world. The house has a complete 
steam plant and an electric plant is to be in- 
stalled. 

Mr. Pulitzer has a wife and five children, 
of whom two are boys. A tutor and govern- 
ess are employed for the children and Mr. 
Pulitzer has several secretaries constantly 
with him. Naturally, therefore, his estab- 
lishment is quite extensive. He has twenty- 
three horses this season, most of which he 
brought from New York. Among them are 
four pairs of cobs, handsome and costly 
animals. There are also ponics for the chil- 
dren. Mr. Pulitzer drives and rides a good 

He is often seen in a victoria behind a 
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papers covered with shorthand notes. The 
secretary, who chatted with the visitor un- 
til Mr. Pulitzer should appear, played with 
a pencil in his fingers. 

Soon Mr. Pulitzer came down the piazza 
from around the tower—a striking figure, 
more than six feet tall, courtly, slender, and 
clad in easy summer garments. His beard 
is a light red and his hair, which he wears 
long and combed straight up from his fore- 
head, is a dark and peculiar shade of the 
same color. 


Mr. Pulitzer makes his way readily along | 


the piazza, but pauses a moment in uncer- 
tainty before his visitor and his secretary. 
For there is a great grief in Mr. Pulitzer’s 
life—his sight is failing. Mr. Pulitzer’s hand- 
Shake is hearty, firm, and sincere, and his 
open greeting cordial. , 

No sooner are seats taken than Mr. Pulit- 
zer turns the tables upon his visitor by be- 
coming interviewer himself. And such search- 
ing questions! Mr. Pulitzer must have been 
a good reporter. He asked his visitor his 
age, his position on THE CuHIcAGo TRIBUNE, 
the length of his service, the extent of his 
education and where he got it, and a score 
of ken, pointed questions which brought out 
all his visitor’s personal and professional 
history. All this was prefaced by the re- 
mark that he liked reporters, was interested 
in them, and remembered his own reportor- 
a work as perhaps the happiest days of his 

e. 

Mr. Pulitzer appeared to be impressed with 
the fact that his visitor held a responsible 
position upon THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE and 
had held it for’four years. The newspaper 
world has it that Mr. Pulitzer does not be- 
lieve in long incumbencies in connection 
with the World. Certainly the changes in 
his staff are neither few nor far between. 
Then he put a keen question to his visitor: 

“Have you any ambition to come to New 
York?’ 

His tone might have meant anything or 
nothing. His visitor laughed and replied 
that Chicago was a pretty good news center 
and had some pretty good newspapers. To 
this Mr. Pulitzer gave a hearty assent, say- 
ing some complimentary things about Chi- 
cago’s journalism and THe TRIBUNE in par- 
ticular. 

Then he wanted to know how it happencd 
that a genuine Chicago newspaper man—not 
a traveling correspondent, but a working re- 
porter—was at work so far from home. It 
was explained to him that his visitor was one 
of the staff of reporters sent by THe Cpicaco 
TRIBUNE to Boston from Chicago to report 
the Christian Endeavor convention of the 
preceding week, and had come to Bar Har- 
bor before going home. At once Mr. Pulit- 
zer Was interested. The newspaper man in 
him was all ears. When he was told that 
the staff had telegraphed more than 100,000 
words out of Boston that week hé was evi- 
dently impressed. When he was\told that 
raphed 
Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE one night he intcr- 


rupted to know if the statement were exact.’ 


Being assured that it was, he insisted upon 
knowing how many there were in THE TRrin- 
UNE staff and all the details of the scheme. 
Then he éxpressed his hearty approval of 
the undertaking, and asked why none of the 
New York papers had made more of a feat- 
ure of the convention. His visitor replied 
that he did notknow. Mr. Pulitzer said that 
he didn’t know either, and unless his visitor 
is very much mistaken the proprietor of the 
New York World then and there made a 
mental note to inquire whether one particu- 
lar New York paper had not overlooked a 
int. 
P Then the conversation drifted to the Chi- 


managing editors, torial policy, ci ~ 
tion, and other things which showed that h- 
was well informed as to the Chicago news- 
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manner changed in an instant. He turned 
in his chair and called over his shoulder: 
“Are you there, Ledlie?’’ The secretary, 
who was seated within earshot, answered 
that he was and caught up pencil and paper. 

But his visitor said that he would not in- 
sist and would let Mr. Pulitzer off with 
something about Bar Harbor. Thereupon 
Mr. Pulitzer’s cordial manner returned and 
he settled himself once more at ease in his 
chair. 

*““Well,” said he, “I’ve only been here a 
week this season so far and I don’t know 
much that’s worth telling. I like the cli- 
mate. Fog? No, I don’t like the fog. I 
put up with the fog for the sake of the 
clear days, the sunshine, and the invigor- 
ating air.”’ 

“I should judge from your extensive im- 
provements that you intend to make Bar 
Harbor your summer home hereafter?’ 

“Yes, I intend to live here summers. I 
come here for health. I spend most of my 
time in the open air. I sit here on this 
piazza for hours and listen to the sea. It is 
pleasure. It is rest.”’ 

After a moment’s desultory.chat about the 
grounds and the view the visitor rose to 
weave. Mr. Pulitzer extended his hand and 
laughingly said: 

“Well, some day I hope you will bea great 
editor.’’ 

‘*When I get within hailing distance of you 
I'll let you know,’ was the response. 

ss Pulitzer laughed hedrtily and said in 
reply: r 

“When you are a great editor let me know. 
I'll want you.” Then he laughed again 
and added: “But it won’t be necessary. 
I'll know it anyway. I’m watching for such 
people. Good-by.”’ 

All of which is not overwhelmingly im- 
portant, but it is nevertheless interesting 
in view of the fact that it is current in many 
quarters that Joseph Pulitzer of the New 
York World is a moody, irritable, irascible 
invalid who cannot or will not speak a dozen 
consecutive pleasant words to any one. Mr. 
Pulitzer, during his interview of half an 
hour or more, was not only courteous but 
even courtly in his manner. He was keen 
and bright, and chatted with the apparent 
zest and interest of a schoolboy discussing 
a coming holiday. 


BAR HARBOR’S. COTTAGES, 


HERE are 226 cottages on Mount Des- 
ert Island. One Hundred and sixty- 
two are at Bar Harbor and find a place 
in the annual cottage directory. There 

are 32 at Northwest Harbor, 12 at Seal Har- 
bor, and 20 at Southwest Harbor, Sorrento, 
Sullivan Harbor, and other places. Nearly 
all of the cottages of Bar Harbor are worthy 
of mention either by reason of their occu- 
pants or their intrinsic interest or beauty. 
Some of the noteworthy are the following: 
Kenarden Lodge, the summer home of 
John 8. Kennedy of New York, is worthy ef 
mention from the fact that it is often spoken 
of as “the finest place in Bar Harbor.”’ 
The grounds are seven acres or more in ex- 
tent, three-quarters of a mile directly south 
of the wharf. On the east is Frenchman’s 
Bay). and on the south an extensive cove 
makes its way inshore. The grounds are 
reached, by private thoroughfare running 
east from Main street. The house is stone 
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bays and one of chestnuts. They have a 
great variety of vehicles, including an omni- 
bus, buckboards, and “‘cutunders.”’ 

Morris K. Jessup of Philadelphia has an at- 
tractive cottage, called Stonecliffe, on Kebo 
street, near the Malvern Hotel. Tt, is built 
on a sidehill which drops sharply from the 
road, and handsome trees shade a comfort- 
able cottage of moderate size. The view 
from the hill side of the cottage,is exceed- 
ingly fine. His stable is moderate in size 
and of good quality. 

The cottage of F. W. Jackson of New York 
is at the foot of Atlantic avenue on level 
ground on the shore of the bay, south of the 
wharf. The grounds have han me lawns 
and trees. The house is roomy and attract- 
ive and the stable contains some good horses 
of which four bay coach horses are the pick. 

James T. Woodward, a New York bank 
President, calls his summer home Devil- 
stone. It stands in pleasant and spacious 
grounds on the shore of the bay at the foot 
of Hancock street, one-half mile south of 
the harbor. Mr. Woodward is a bachelor. 
He entertains a number of men friends dur- 
ing the summer and is noted for the dinners 
he gives. 

«ne of the striking cottages of Bar Har- 
bor is Ban-y-Bryn on Highbrook road, the 
summer home of A. C. Barney of Washing- 
ton. Its site is 188 feet above the sea, and 
the large stone structure is tower-like in 
effect, giving the place an aspect of great 
height. The house cost $75,000, and its fur- 
nishings are especially fine. Mrs. Potter 
Palmer’s cottage adjoins it on the east, and 
Mossley Hall its across the street. Mr. and 
Mrs. Barney have two daughters. Miss 
Barney, who has returned from two years 
abroad, was introduced to society July 16, 


.and the affair was one of the events of the 


Bar Harbor season. The Barneys entertain 
extensively. 

Dr. and Mrs, J. D. Jones of Washington 
have a pretty place on the cove that puts in 
one-half mile north of the wharf, at the foot 
of Prospect avenue. It is appropriately 
named Reverie Cove. 

From Scott’s Hill, 215 feet above the level, 
Mrs. R. B. Scott of Washington gets a com- 
prehensive view of pretty much all of Bar 
Harbor. Her large and imposing summer 
home is called Thirlstane. 


Nathan Mathews of Boston has a large 


cottage on the level ground where Cleft- 
stone road and Bloomfield road meet. The 
site is half a mile or more from the shore 
and the grounds appear to be nestled in 
among the hills, though they are 190 feet 
above the sea. The grounds are level 
enough to make the name Highfield ap- 
propriate., The house is white stu with 
dark trimmings, and looks massive an¥ solid 
as the hills about it. Mr.and Mrs. Mathews 
entertain relatives and friends every sum- 
mer. 

Elsinore, the summer home of Hugh Mc- 
Millan of Detroit, brother of Senator Mc- 
Millan,is considered one of the most desirable 
on the island. It stands on Cleftstone road, 
just beyond the cottage of Nathan Mathews, 
one and a quarter miles due west of the har- 
bor. It is on a hill 240 feet high, which drops 
almost perpendicularly on the bay side. On 
the road side the house is rock and natural 
shingles. On the bay side there are forty 
feet of stonework. The house cost $100,000 
and contains bowling alleys and billiard 
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perched on a hill 154 feet above the sea on 
Norman road. To the west is the De Koven 
cottage, and across the street is Mossley 
Hall. It has fine trees, roomy piazzas, and 
the view from the bay side is one of the finest 
on the island. Stanwood is unoccupied 
this season, though some of the family may 
come later. James G. Blaine has been visit- 
ing friends in Bar Harbor, and is often seen 
driving a high T-cart. 

A couple that attracts much attentién this 
year is Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Ge 
of Baltimore. It is their first year at Bar 
Harbor as man and wife, but Mr. Gebhard 
first met Miss Lulu Morris at the Rodick 
House a number of yearsago. Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Morris were accustomed to spend 
their summers at the Rodick House in its 
palmy days, and the meeting between Mr. 
Gebhard and Miss Morris took place in the 
“Fishpond,” as the hotel office is called. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gebhard have taken Green 
Court, on Eden street, which is the proper- 
ty of Miss Pendleton of Cincinnati. ith 
them are Mrs. J. B. Morris and Miss Morris. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gebhard are prominent in the 
social gayeties of the place. 

The Austro-Hungarian Minister at Wash- 
ington, Baron Hengelmuller von Hengevar, 
with his wife, has taken the Preble cottage, 
Ledgelawn avenue, for the summer. They 
take an active part in the social life of Bar 
Harbor. ; 

Mr. and Mrs. Richard H. Tovénsend Jr. of 
Washington are occupying Aloha, belong- 
ing to Mrs. Potter of New York. The cot- 
tage stands on the shore cfose to the bar. 
Mrs. Townsend is a daughter of Scott of the 
Erie, and the Townsends are not troubled 
by lack of worldly goods, They entertain a 
good deal. ;

In the private stables are about 700 horses 
md nearly.as many vehicies of ali varieties. 
In the livery stables of the island there are 
300 horses and 200 vehicles, making a grand 
total of 1,000 horses and 900 vehicles. 

A Bar Harbor livery on a pleasant after- 
noon is a busy place. That of Stafford 
Bros. is the largest, and from 2 to 4:30 
George Stafford is by long odds the busiest 
man in town. When he got a breathing 
spell he said: 

“Yes, this is our busy time. People want 

gs and want them right away quick. By 
4:30 the rus will be over. We have 105 
horses and ninety-two rigs, and do as much 
business as the other stables combined, 
Fifty of my horses are let for the season, 
though they stay in my stables. We have 
to have horses of good quality and they are 
mostly native Maine horses. If a team 
can’t make the Ocean drive, thirteen miles, 
in ninety minutes it’s no good and people 
won't stand it. In the morning the demand 
is for rigs for social calls. Some use vic- 
torias, but most prefer surreys and cut- 
unders—they’re surreys cut out over the 
front wheels for convenience in turning. 
In the afternoon they take long drives and 
call for buckboards that seat from two to 
fifteen. By the way, there's the only fifteen- 
passenger buckboard in the world; had it 
made over at Davis’ factory after my own 
plans. Davis said I was a fool. But there's 
the rig and it takes. Two sit on the high 
back seat, three each on the next three 
seats, two on the next,: which fages the 
third seat, and two up in front. There’sa 
big locker for picnic lunches, a good brake, 
and a mellow horn. 

“Talking of fast driving, three years ago 
‘T took a party of eleven with four horses to 
the top of Green Mountain in fifty-five min- 
utes. The top is 1,527 feet high and just 
four miles from the wharf. The party was 
from W. B. Howard's cottage, Mussiey Hall. 
We started at 4-p. m. and I promised to have 
them back by 7 rovided they didn’t stay 
too long on the untain. Well, they did, 
and it was 6:30 when they were ready to 
‘come down. Some of the men had dinner 
engagements and were kicking: So I gave 
the horses the whip and let "em go down the 
mountain. “I wouldn't do it again for $5,000 
cash. We staid right side up all the way 
down, but how we did it I don’t know. I 
pulled up at Howard's in just twenty-five 
minutes. Whew! It makes me feel queer 
to think of it to this day.” 


YACHTING AND BOATING 


RENCHMAN’S Bay is one of the finest 
sheets of water for boating on the At- 
lantic Coast. But of late years the 
boating in canoes and small boats has 

been practically abandoned. One night not 
many years ago a young cguple left a hop 
and went out in a birchbark canoe. They 
were missed. Prolonged search failed to 
find ‘any trace of them. The next day their 
eanoe was found. But that was all. The 
mothers decided then and there against the 
Dirchbark canoe, and boating on French- 
- man’s Bay is now largely confined to craft 
of much larger size. 

There are many places of interest about 
the bay which may be reached by boat. The 
Porcupines, rocky, wooded islands, stretch- 
ing in a chain across the bay from Bar Har- 
bor, are within easy sailing or rowing dis- 

Picnickers find them delightful 
ts. On Long Porcupine are caves and 
clefts. Across one of these clefts is a pict- 
uresque natural bridge, and on Burnt Porcu- 
pine is a large cavern, accessible at low 
water. Egg Rock and its lighthouse can be 
reached in an hour’s sail, and is worth vis- 
iting. The Bar Harbor Canoe club, with a 
large membership, has a canoe house on 
Bar Island. Receptions are held during 
August and canoe parades always attract a 
great crowd. 

Bar Harbor affords a commodious and safe 
harbor for vessels. Naturally, therefore, 
With its social attractions, it is a favorite 
resort with yachtmen. A day when there 
are not a number of sail and steam yachts 
imthe harbor is tare indeed. This year has 
been no exception, and among the many the 
following yachts have dropped anchor for 
varying lengths -of time:

F course Bar Harbor has its colony of 
Indians, and, like the white man, they 
also are summer residents. Their 
abiding place is near Bangor, Me., and 

every summer they put in about four months 


at Bar Harbor. This year there are thirteen 
families and about fifty pérsons. They live 
in tents and rude shanties, and do a profita- 
ble business in fortune telling, basket work, 
and the sale of skins. Seals are plentiful 
about the rocks of Bar Harbor, and the State 
of Maine pays a bounty of $1 ahead. The 
Indian, therefore, does a profitable business. 
He gets $1 for killing the seal; then he cures 
the skin and sells it to the summer resident 
for $5. The Indians also bring with them 
deer skins, which they easily dispose of at 
fancy figures. The encampment is in charge 
of Caroline Francis, the “Queen of «the 
Gypsies."’ She is one-quarter Indian and 
the rest Irish. She lives near Foxcraft, Me., 
and is reputed to have great skill in the tell- 
ing of fortunes. She apparently does a good 
business, at any rate she is able to wear 
patent leather shoes while assisting in tan- 
ning the seal skins.

PATRIOTS TO ASSASSINS. 


A Seciety Formed to Liberate Sicily from 
“Tyrannous Rule 600 Years Ago Be- 
comes a Secret Organization of Murder- 
ers, Blackmailers, and Counterfeiters 
-—Finds a Home in the United States, 
Where It Kills Thirty Victims Without 
Being Brought to Justice. 


La Mafia! ex. 

A little. word just seven letters long. 
Smooth, easy of pronunciation, and yet a 
word that strikes terror to the heart of every 
one who hears it. 

Noone wants to be attacked from behind, 
and this tne Mafia always does, striking the 
knife deep into the heart of the victim or 
riddling the body with slugs and bullets until 
death is inevitable. 

A word that is not found in the dictionary, 
yet one whose record encompasses records of 
crime most fiendish, diabolical, and cruel. 
There have been several instances of its fatal 
work in America, and only the other day here 
in Chicago it came to the surface in @ count- 
erfeiting case. : 

It is the outgrowth of a feudal organization 
of Sicily—the Camorra Society, 4 powerful 
political organization, originally intended to 
overtbrow the French despotism and tyranny 
of Charles, Duke of Anjou, in France, who 
killed Manfred of the Two Sicilies in 1266 


and usurped the crown. 

With the reign of Charles vegan a reign of 
profligacy and vice. Vice was so common it 
almost ceased to be vice, because there was 
no virtue with whieh to compare it. 

There were but two classes—the rich aristo- 


crat and the poor peasant. Corruption and 
terrorism spread until it honeycombed the 
entire ruling class. Charles never dreamed 
of a revolt against this abuse of power. He 
was mistaken in his subjects. Every fresh 
crime was but an added breath upon the 
flame already smoldering in their hearts. 
Justice was a mockery, asham. It was buta 
matter of time when the end should come. 
Open rebellion by the Sicilians was out ot 
the question. They had no friends among 
those in power, Charlies was French. The 
courtiers, judges, and soldiery were French. 
They organized secretly. Being organized 
they could kill their leading oppressers one 
by one. Its intention was good from one 
standpoint—their weakness and wish to be 


liberated from tyranny and crime. 
That was the object of the Camorra 600 
ears ago. 
j It is t sodlete that has degenerated into a 
horde of assassins. It has taken hundreds of 
years to degrade it so, The seeker after lib- 
erty does not at once become a footpad. 

What is La Maha? 

Hundreds ask that question every day, and 
is it safe to say it is an organization or society 
having its birth years ago in the stone quar- 
ries near Naples owned by a mao named 
Mafeo. The quarry was calied ** Maffie.” In 
this quarry the escaped criminals from Naples 
were wontto hide themselves. Huddled to- 
gether there, branded in their hearts like Cain 
of old, this species of low brigands, the off- 
shoot of even the better Camorra members, 
they banded themselves together to murder 
and to kill those who refused to contribute to 
their support that they need not work, 

They are a band of biackmailers, robbers, 
cutthroats, and counterfeiters, 

La Mafia’s first chief wasa man of Paler- 
mo, Italy, and the society began operations 
by imposing a tax of one-tenth upon the win- 
nings of gamblers. This Grove the poorer 
ones to the wall. 

But to the Camorra, from which sprung the 
Mafia. The Camorra was divided into tnree 
ciasses or grades, The Garzone di Mela Vita 
(lad of bad life), which was the working 
power of the society and csrried out the de- 
cree of their counci). The Camorrista were 
the ruling power, deciding questions and a:- 
signing duties. They were the judges and 
formed the council; they elected a chief from 
among the richest of their members and called 
him Maestro ot “Si.” This ‘* Si,” however, 
could not make a decision without consulting 
the electors. The Maestro or ** Si” had an 
assistant—a secretary and treasurer; he regu- 
lated the disputes. He had the * say” about 
the disposal of the booty. - 

The Pieciotto di Sgarro, or, the ‘ candi- 
date” faction, means the novice or candidate 
for admittance. The picciotto had to serve 
an apprenticeship of from one to eight years, 
The firat thing he had to do was to show his 
courage and prove he could keep a _ secret. 
One of the chief test: was toraisea piece of 
money while the Camorrists p'erced it with 
their daggers.

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SEVENTY-FIVE MILES AN HOUR ON THE WATER, 
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Sit. Paul, Minn., July 24.—[{[Special Correspondence.] — The propeller invented by 
Amroy B. Smith of this city, which the Inventor claims will enable a steamer equipped 
with it to attain a practically unlimited speed, and a brief notice of which was given in 
these dispatches a few days ago, is a very simple contrivance, yet a marvel of ingenuity. 
Old steamboat men who have examined it express the opinion that the propeller will 
no doubt send a steamer through the water at the rate of fifty and perhaps even seventy- 
five miles an hour. There are three distinct inventions belonging to the’ propeller. 
First, there are the self-adjusting buckets or blades, so arranged that they have what 
are termed a continuous pull, a square pull, and a push all at the same time, whether 
wholly or partially submerged in the water. One or two wheels can be applied on each 
side of a vessel amidships connected like the drive-wheels on a locomotive, and one or 


two wheels astern, although it is ¢xpected that one wheel on each side and one astern 
will produce a sufficiently high rate of speed. The shaft, journal, and roller bearings 
are new devices and important factors, and will, it is predicted, come into general use 
upon ail steamships where great power and high speed are desired, and also upon sta- 
tionary engines, locomotives, railway cars, street cars, etc. The pitmans, cranks, etc., 
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are: also a new feature. All the improvements are 
to and be connected with the new-pr opeller.

Arthur McDonald says some of their prin- 
cipal articles are; “ To keep absolute silence 
concerning the crimes of which they are wit- 
nesses; to be ready to give false testimony in 
order to cover up traces; to give protection to 
the rich for many reasons; to defy public 
force at all times and everywhere, and always 
to be armed; to uvenge at any time or price 
injuries received, even if one is intimately re. 
lated to the offender. Whoever is found want- 
ing in any of these respects is deciared ‘in- 
famous,’ which means he should be killed 
without delay, even if in prison; there, if 
weapons to strike him are wanting, one should 
suffocate him in the pail for excrements,”’ 

The Mafia’s branches extend ail over the 
world. In Italy it has successfully resisted 
the most strenuous efforts of the government 
to break it up. It is stated some of its chief 
members occupy high positions in the Italian 
Departinents of Justice. 

revious to 1870 not much was known of 
the Mafia in America. It was at this time 
when the men of La Matia were hunted down, 
imprisoned, and executed until Sicily was 
freed from them. Italso marked the down- 
fall of the society in Italy—foratime. Then 
they began a career of robbery and murder. 
They were a lower, blacker s*t than the 
Camorra. 

When they were forced to get away from 
Italy in 1870 or suffer the death penaity they 
dia not alldie, They fled to the one country 
which offers to the foreigners who do not un- 
derstand our laws freeiom, liberty ot speech 
and action so long as they obey the peace 
laws. It is the worid’s asylum—America— 
and so it was, banished from its birthplace, 
it now lives in the United States. Not open- 
ly. Of course not. 

Respectabie Italians, ashamed of such a 
society, born and fostered under the sunny 
skies of their beloved land, would deny its 
existence here. Naturally so. 

The strongholds in America are in New 
York and New Orleans, but there is not a city 
of any size in the United States where there 
are many Italians but has its society. 

We hear of it first in New York, then 
stretching from ocean to ocean the wires carry 
the news that San Francisco is suffering from 
the ravages of members of the Mafia. Then 
from New Orleans and then Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and Columbus wire the dread society 
has lifted its turbaned head, and death lin- 
gers in its wake. 

Perhaps no act of this Mafia or Stopagherra 
ever created as intense excitement as did the 
killing of Chief of Police David C., Hennessey at 
New Orleans, Oct. 15, 1890. He was riddied 
witb buckshot at his own door. 

He had tried to break up the society, He 
had written to the Italian Government and 
asked from its Criminal Department some. 
thing about the men and methods of the 
Matiaists in Italy. He found in this way that 
a number of the Italians living in New Or. 
leans had beén members of the Mafia in 
Sicily and Naples and were unabie to return 
home because of their crimes there. e 
fact that he was making these inqviries 
leaked out in some way and the Mafia found 
it necessary to order the assassination of 
Hennessey in orderto prevent his going fur- 
— and endangering the lives of its mem- 

ers. 

At that time La Mafia was divided into two 
factions—the Matianagas and the Provenzas— 
who were at war with each other. The Ma- 
tianagas thought Hennessey was friendly to 
the Provenzas, and it wes thought at the time 
to be the Matianagas faction who killed Hen. 
nessey. 

Had he lived the society would have been 
broken up so far as New Orleans was con- 
cerned. They knew it, and he paid the pen- 
alty many another martyr has. 

He was the thirtieth victim of the Mafia in 
America. In not a single case have the assas- 
sins been punished to the death for their 
crimes, In many cases the police have failed 
to make any arrests. 

Is it because their tracks are so closely cov- 
ered there can be no clew found or ig it be- 
cause they dure not? 

Are they afraid of their lives? 

The society, as said before, protects its 
members, but avenges relentlessly the slight- 
est tendency to give away the smaliest hint 
of its workings. : 

Their methods of blackmailing are these: 
A victim, a wealthy man, is chosen to oper- 
ate on. He receives a note from the Men 
Stilettos telling him he must contribute 
$1,000. $5,000, or whatever sum may be 
fixed upon as necessary to their comfort.

are few arrests and convictions. 

New York had its sensation almost equal 
to the riot following the assassination of Hen- 
nessey in New Orleans in December, 1888, 
when Antonio Flaccomio was assassinate’ at 
the very door of Cooper Union. The deed 
was clearly the work of the hydra-headed 
Mafia. In forethought, coolness, and celeri- 
ty the murder has perhaps never been 
equaled. 

Fiaccomio was strolling quietly along with- 
out a suspicion of danger. Suddenly a form 
hurled itself against him from a «doorway. 

re was a fiash of steel. Then the form 
vanished as quickly as it had come.. 

The street was crowded. Peopie hurried 
to the spot at the outcry to see what it was all 
about, and then stood aghast with horror at 
the spectacle of a man tying motionless with 
a knife in his back. 

He had been solicited and refused to give 
up his —— 

Two days later Vincenzo Quarteraro was 
arrested, charged with murder. Inspector 
Byrnes brought the mysterious “third de- 
gree”’ to bear on him or he would never have 
given in. He then said tne assassin was his 
brother Carlo. Carlo escaped the clutches of 
the police, That trightened La Mafia in 
New York. 

Every atrocious crime the perpetrators of 
which cannot be captured is aptto be at- 
tributed to the Mafia. While it is true La 
Mafia isa gang of desperate criminals, rob- 
bers, cutth®oats, blackmailers, and counter- 
feiters, nothing more, it is but justice to the 
better class of Ita:ians, who are not to blame 
for its existence any more than any other 
nationality is held because of its Anarchists 
its Whitecaps, or the remnant of the old 
Whyo gang in New York. 

There is no ciass of people whose percent- 
age of criminals is so small in proportion to 
the population as the Italians. 

In San Francisco in 1877-’78 many myste- 
rious crimes were committed. They were 
supposed to have been the work of La Mafia, 
- the leader of the society, Rusario Meli, was 

ere, 

He was held in terror by his countrymen, 
who knew his bloody work in Italy. It was 
he who murdered the Mayor of Syracuse, 
Italy, for which crime the power of La Mafia 
was powerless to save him from a sentence of 
imprisonment for life, Through the inter- 
vention of his friends he was pardoned, and 
was not at liberty long before he killed the 
brother of the Mayor, 

For this his sentence was death. Again the 
powerful society saved him, but be was 
obliged to leave ltaly and he came to this 
country. If he had any hand in the Hennes- 
sey murder, which was not long after he was 
liberated from the prison at San Quentin, 
where he had been confined for being impli- 
cated in the murder of a Sicilian named Cat- 


-alini, no one ever found it out. 


Meli’s weapon was a serpentine dagger, 
which was formerly in common use, a most 
wicked-looking weapon. It was of Turkish 
manufacture and had large scallops on the 
edges. The object of a man who uses such a 
weapon is to wound his victim and turn the 
blade while it is in the body. The raised 
ridge in the center, which acts as a fulcrum 
in turning the blade, makes this possibie with 
a very slight twist of the wrist. A wound in- 
flicted by such a dagger means certain death, 
as ‘ leaves a jagged gash it is impossible to 
heal. 

There are few stilettos in use now. The 
sawed-off musket is the favorite with some, 
though it does make a great deal of noise and 
is apt to rouse the police, but it has the merit 
of never failing and the assassins trust to luck 
26 away in the darkness,

drags like Pharaoh's. It is true that its 
drivers have been busily engaged in hold- 
‘Ing meetings at which unoffending ladies 
have been placed upon various honorary 
committees, and that Mr. McVicker, the 
doyen of Chicago theatrical managers, has 
en stock in the embryotic enterprise; but 
t has not been announced that ground has 
been broken for the building in which the 
stage is to be elevated, or that anything has 
been done in furtherance of the project's 
materialization except in the way of word- 
smithing.. There is some talk of an enter- 
tainment to be given in the Auditorium in 
aid (financial) of the scheme, -which is a re- 
buke to and a protest against the present 
proceeding degeneration of the drama; and 
the entertainment, therefore, very appro- 
priately, is to consist considerably of parts 
of such elevated and elevating dramas as 
“Little Robinson Crusoe” and “The Merry 
World.” To this nobody has ‘the smaliest 
ebjection, considering that there is little 
likelihood that the entertainment will take 
place, notwithstanding the announcement 
madé at a meeting last week; and further, 
that if it should take place, there will have 
‘to be-a miracle if the promises of the ad- 
vertisers are to. be kept, as “The Merry 
World” has removed to New York and the 
date of the entertainment is still “‘to be de- 
cided upon later.”* 

The plan, as now outlined (for it is inter- 
esting to observe that the strenuous ladies 
from Atlanta have ceased to mention Mrs. 
A. M. Littleton’s play of “De Soto,” pro- 
duction of which awhile ago was made the 
main thing, and no longer insist upon any-~- 
thing but their consuming desire to elevate 
the stage) would be well enough in its way, 
if it would only stay there. But the pro- 
ponents of the proposition are not satisfied 
with awakening only a legitimate interest in 
it, and seem determined to irritate every- 
body who has true affection for the drama 
by arrogant and preposterous pretensions. 
They are not willing to own that the hinge 
of their efforts is a laudable wish to add an 
attraction to their fair and so to increase 
the attendance at the hotels, the boarding- 
houses, and the shops of Atlanta. They do 
nog want it to appear that they are trying to 
cajole and flatter managers and seat-mak- 
ers, and costumers, and scene-painters into 
furnishing free materials for a production 
which possibly may bring glory and dollars, 
and in any event can do the promoters no 
financial injury. They indignantly resent 
the expressed opinion that whatever they 
accomplish will be of no importance to any- 
body or anything a year hence. 

No, for apparently heaven is determined 
that they shall have ample opportunity for 
blazoning their fatuity. They purpose “to 
give to the drama the recognition now de- 
nied it,”” and move in what they may per- 
haps suppose to be the direction where re- 
alization of that purpose lies with all the 
imperturbable gravity of Mr. Shandy’s bull. 
In reality they are merely attempting to 
justify the importance of irrelevancy and to 
‘manifest the decorative value of digression, 
and their means, if not their ambition, is 
nothing nobler than to convince credulity. 

Of course their purpose is grounded on 
assumption and supported by presumption. 


’ The drama does not need recognition, which 


is not denied it by anybody but the blind and 
deaf, and if the éase were otherwise their 
mummers’ museum would not perform the 
service then to be desired. The drama is 
one thing and its acessories quite. another 
thing. If an “exhibit of the progress made 
In, theater chairs” is part of the machinery 
which is to recognize the drama and ele- 
vate the stage there surely (for similar 
reasons) ought to be an exhibit of 
broughams, cabs, street cars, and Shanks’ 
mares, which take people to and from the 
play. There ought also to be on view a for- 
est of high hats with feathers, which are 
among the reasons why the female portion 
of the population attends the theater; and 
also a collection of ushers, box-offices, and 
billboards. And even then it would not be

A foreigner who habitually shirked work 
was,told to call at the wood-yard fur a ticket. 
He wrote the next day making all manner of 
excuses for not accepting the work. “I will 
be going to that wood-pile too many times, 
It is tuo far a distance; it is to expensible to 
go by the tramroad, and I must be too 
savable as to ride, I was too cold in my 
jacket to be running all over today.”’

Another applicant wrote thus: ‘It is my 
wise desire that you have pity for my present- 
ing myself to you. Iam told that you are on 
the aid of improving peop'e without excep- 
tion of nation.

I am 
crippled of my leg and am forbid running 
over the city; but the place of a stool with- 
in the banking-house or office would give to 
me joy.

presentations, and twelve orchestral concerts. 
Mr. Hiorichs announces thé engagement of Mme. 
Emma Nevada and Sig. Vignas, the Spanish 
tenor, as members of his company. Mme, Nevada 
was heard last in this country in 1884, when she 
appeared together with Mme. Patti. Mme. Ne- 
vada is now about 33 years old, and the wife of 
Dr. Palmer, who was at one time her 
agent. Her maiden name was Wixon, and 
her nom de théAtre assumed from the 
State in which she was born. She is a pupil of 
Mme. Marchesi and made her début in London in 
1882 as Amina in **‘Sonnambula.” Sig. Vienas, 
heard here during the Abbey-Grau season of 
1894, was recently engaged for a series of special 
performances at Covent Garden with Mme. Malba 
and Mme. Bellincioal. Sig. Vignas’ voice, which 
is of beautiful quality, was not heard to proper 
advantage here except upon two or three oe- 
casions. owing toa severe cold. As Turiddu he 
fulfiiled the part in a manner quite different 
from the Tamagno episode of last winter. As 
Edgardo in * Lucia” he will also be recalled 
with especial satisfaction. 


The question, ‘‘Among all known musical 
compositions written for the piano which is the 
most difficult of execution?’ was the subject 
of a symposium in Le Figaro recently. 
No fewer than sixteen compositions and groups 
of compositions are named by the French pianists 
as among those presenting the greatest technical 
difficulties to the performer. They are as fol- 
lows: Beethoven’s sonatas, opera 57 and 106; 
Bach’s “Chromatic Fantasy and Fugue”: 
Brahmes’ “ Variations on a Theme of Paganini,” 
Balackireffs *“‘Islamey,”’. Chopin’s “ Ballades,”’ 
first, third, and fourth, and the finaleof his 
sonata in flat minor; Liszt’s “ Ktudes” and 
twelfth “Rhapsody,” Schumann's sonata in 
F shirp minor and his ‘Etudes Sympho- 
niques,” Saint-Saéns’ “* Allegro Appassionata,” a 
sonata by Thalberg, and a sonata by Von Weber. 
Of these compositions only four have more than 
one vote and none has more than two. Only one 
composition has the undivided support of the ad- 
herenta. This is Balackireff’s ‘Fantaisie 
Orientale Russe,”’ “Islamey,”’ which both Louis 
Diemer and Francis Piante declare to be pre- 
eminently the most difficult to execute of all 
music yet written for the piano. Mme. Roger- 
Micilos and Marmontel, the oldest of the profes- 
sors of the Paris Conservatdire, pronounce for 
Liszt's “Rhapsodie, No. 12," amore others: 
Raval Pugno and Mme. Roger-Miclos nume the 
Beethoven sonata ian B flat. opus 106, and these 
two pianists are also agreed as to the extraordi- 
nary difficulty of Schumann’s sonatain F sharp 
minor.

HENEVER there comes an ep}- 
demic of viciousness—a satur- 
nalia of crime—with which the 
authorities are unable to cope, 
there is a cry for different 

: methods of punishment. Im- 
prisonment, it is argued, does not deter crim- 
inals in their pursuits, and something more 
efficacious must be found. At such times 


the whipping post is brought forward as the 
best correttive. This brings*out a storm of 
protests from those persons who believe 
this is a step backward toward barbarian- 


ism. Nevertheless it cannot be denied that 


the friends of the whipping post are numer- 
ous in those localities where certain heinous 
crimes are commen. Indeed, it was only a 
few months ago, in civilized New York, that 
an effort was made to legalize this form of 
punishment for stated offenses, afid though 
the measure was defeated in the Legislature 
the bare fact that it was introduced shows 
that there is in some quarters a sentiment 
in, favor of the infliction of open, humiliat- 
ing, spirit-crushing punishment. 

With the reconvening of many ‘Legisla- 
tures in a few months there will be a re- 
sumption -of the agitation for the establish- 

® :;ment of the whipping post as a corrective 
institution, and to ascertain what people 
think of it a numberof thinking men and 
women have been addressed on the subject. 
Their answers are appended, and it will be 
noted that only two are unqualifiedly in fa- 
vor of the whipping post. One is a reformer 
and the other a writer on matters affecting 
_gpociety, its ways and its dress. 


An Authoritative Statement. 
Warden’s Office, 
Newcastle County Jail, 
Newcastl6, Delaware. 

As to my opinion on “The Effect of the 
Whipping Post,” I have to say that the 
greater proportion of those lashed at the 
“post” have been young men between the 
ages of 18 and 35, mostly residents of the 
State. Many of thém are no sooner released 
than they enter upon a career of crime, and 
are returned time after time to receive cor- 
poral punishment. Therefore, speaking ina 
personal way, and from statistics which are 
under my observation, I consider this mode 
of punishment barbarous, cruel, and inhu- 

# man. It certainly dogs not offer an incent- 
ive toward a better life, or the reformation 
of youthful offenders and criminals; quite 
the contrary, it acts as a deterrent. 

The argument is often advanced that fear 

_ of the “‘Delaware Whipping Post” keeps pro- 
fessional “‘crooks’’ out of the State, but a 
eareful analysis of this subject tends to 
centradict such a fallacy. 

When this emblem of the ‘“‘Darker Ages” is 
abolished. Delaware will have taken her first 
step toward moderh prison reform.

Reason Advanced and Sympathy. Extended. 
‘The prevention of crime has always been a 
problem, and its entire abolition has, un- 
fortunately, thus far proved an impossibil- 
ity. The complex character of criminal acts 
explains, in a great measure, the difficulties 
under which all reformers have labored. 
The most advanced views lean towards the 
consideration of crime.as a disease of moral- 
ity in the same sense as, physical‘ailments 
ure manifestations of deviations from the 
Health standard. While it is equally unde- 
sirable that either should exist, they are, 
nevertheless, always with us. If we look at 
the subject in this general way we can be 
pérpared to be more reasonable in our search 
for remedies and more judicious in our esti- 
mation of their relative effects. We have 
already drawn the line in the case of insane 
criminals, and instead of killing them we 
treat them as patients in our asylums. In 
the progress of the study of criminology we 
are, as yet, unable to say positively how far 
the so-called criminal is, individually, ac- 
countable for. his perverse proclivities. 
EspeciaHy is this the case when w¢ take into 
account the well-proven association of de- 
férmities and a symmetrical development 
with criminal instincts. The skilled detec- 
tive can always discover a suspicious person 
. in any crowd, not only by the facial express- 
jon and development, but even by the size 
and shape of the ears, the turn and pro- 
tuberance of the chin, the prominence of the 
cheek bone, the breadth of the jaw, the con- 
formity of the head, the sunken, deflected 
nose, or the narrowriess of the partition be- 
stween the eyeballs. These are instances of 
persons who have been born criminals, and 
re only waiting for the opportunities of 
saitable temptations and provocation for 
the full deveiopment of their propensities. 
Does it not seem rational that in order to 
} accomplish the best results in the prevention 
of crime it would be much better to cultivate 
what good there may be in their characters, 
by education, by proper environment, and 
suitable encouragement, than to call forth 
révengeful protests against cruel and, con- 
seqittently, useléss punishment? It is more 
the duty of society to educate the degener- 
ated4ndividuals to its own standard of civil- 
ization , and remove all temptations from the 
weak-willed, than to revenge itself after 
the criminal act is done. Even the baby, 
properly fed and judiciously provided with 
innocent amusements, may never deserve 
a spanking.: The trend of all real reforma- 
tory measures is in such Girections. It must 
be admitted that we are not yet ready to put 
such theories in practice, but while we are 
preparing the, way we can strive to so alter 
or modify our punishments as to make 
them more discriminative and more salu- 
tary. The very first step is to eliminate any 
suspicions of cruelty or revenge. The disci- 
pline of the cell and the workhouse should 
be reformative, but not retaliatory. The ex- 
ample for others should be wholesomely de- 
terrent by offsetting the weight of the pen- 
alty against the degree of crime. To be 
effective, also, the penalty must be dreaded 
in proportion as it is made to appear reason- 
able and just to the culprit. 
In view of these facts it would seem emi- 
nently proper to object to the establishment 
.of the whipping post and all other unrea- 
sonable, revengeful, and useless methods of 
dealing with offenders. The lash can have 
no deterrent influence. Its sting can never 
stimulate fine impulses. The law-breakers, 
also, to whom this punishment would be ap- 
-plied are, curiously enough, almost invaria- 
bly, anesthetic, paying little heed to phys- 
ical Se castee that would be exquisitely pain- 
© ful to ordinary persons. This is frequently 
proved by their indifference to severe in- 
juries in barroom brawis and street fights. 
Even if we were to revive whipping on the 
plea of appealing to the shame rather than 
to the mere smart of the thing, what possi- 
Die good could result to an individual whose 
brutal instincts would cause him, in thé mo- 
ment ¢ ion, to af easily forget the one 
as theother?.

marks of infamy, reflection upon which 
would wither every attempt at revival of 
self-respect.

Translation of Solomon. 


Wife-beaters and men who commit mon- 
strous crimes, in my judgment, will never be 
improved by physical punishment. Brute 
force cannot develop.moral qualities. A more 
rational and beneficial form of punishment 
is required. An effective remedy should be 
discovered and applied for the cure of mor- 
bid, emotional disease. The world-wide re- 
nowned civilization of the American Repub- 
lic should apply a merciful remedy with its 
punishment for crime that should make it 
possible for that class of criminals who com- 
mit atrocious assaults to become self-re- 
specting and respected men, capable of ren- 
dering valuable service as good citizens. 

When gangrene is discovered in a diseased 
eye, foot, or arm the good, merciful surgeon 
removes the member which is likely to con- 
sume the whole body, and thus saves the in- 
dividual, who is likely to prove a benefactor 
to his fellows. The whipping-post could 
have no such effect; its only effect would be 
to increase a desire for personal revenge up- 
on those who applied brute force to the vic- 
tim. The whipping-post will never serve as 
a healthful example to prevent crime, be- 
cause it possesses no element to establish a 
higher moral development in the individual. 
It possesses none of the attributes requisite 
to transforming a human being from a low 
mental type to a higher spiritual develop- 
ment, capable of assuming responsibliiity 
and privilege toward the weak and depend- 
ent. 

Punishment fer sin is the law of God, and 
should be the law of men, and it should be 
tempered with mercy in. human life, which 
is the preparation for the real life to come. 
A just law of punishment for all animal 
life should be for the protection of others, 
and a higher development of the creature 
punished. 

Statistics prove that physical, and partic- 
viarly inhuman, cruelty can only result in 
degradation of its victim, of its inflictor, of 
those who witness the operation, and espe- 
cially of the public and the young who read 
the long, disgusting accounts published in 
our daily newspapers. The miserable per- 
version of scripture, the quotation from 
Solomon, “‘spare the rod and spoil the child,” 
should be wisely interpreted to mean, deny 
the child substantial parental training and 
faithful teaching concerning retribution 
of natural law and you adopt the surest 
means of spoiling the child. 

The loving heavenly father does not send 
his messengers with material rods and 
straps to scourge or mar the precious earth-
